I the End of June laſt, there arrived in 
London ſeven Indians of the Nations border- 
ing upon the Province of South Carolina, 
A who were brought over by Sir Alexander 


dQ) Cuming, a Scots Gentleman, and ſent as De- 


puties to make a Tender of Submiſſion and Obedience 
to his Majeſty from thoſe People. The following Ac- 
counts of the Nation, and of Sir Alexander's Journey 
and Reception by the Indians, are very curious. 


THE whole Cherrokee Nation is govern'd by ſeven 

Mother Towns, each of theſe Towns chuſe a King 

to preſide over them and. their Dependants; he is e- 

lefted out of certain Families, and they regard only the 
Deſcent by the Mother's Side. „ 

The Towns which chuſe Kings, are Tannaſſie, Kettooah, 

Uſtenary, Telliquo, Eftootowie., Keyowee, Noyohee 5 wheres 


of four of the Kings are.dead, and their-Places are to 


be lupply d by new Elections. 
be Kings now alive, are the Kings of Tannaſſie in 
the Upper Settlements, the King of Kettooak in the 


Middle Settlements, . and the King of Uſterary in the 
over Settlements, | 
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Beſides theſe, every Town has a Head Warrior wh 
is in great Eſteem among them, and whoſe Authori 
ſeems to be greater than their Kings, becauſe the! 
King is look'd upon as little elſe than a Civil M, : 
ſtrate, except it ſo happens that he is at the ſame Fine 
a Head Warrior. 

Their Conjurers are the Perſons conſulted in every 
Affair of Importance, and ſeem to have the Direfic, 
of every Thing. The Chief of them are that of Te; 
quo, that of Tapelchee, that of Iwaſſie, and that of Nis 
hee. © | F 
MMoytoy of Telliquo preſides at preſent as Emperor over 
the whole; he was Choſe at Negquaſſie, April z, 1730, 
and had an abfolute unlimited Power given him, by 
the unanimuus Conſent of the whole People, in the 
Preſence of Sir Alexander Cuming, who was then upon 
the Spot, with Eleazar Wiggan, Ludovick Grant, Samuel 
Fron, William Cooper, Agnus Macpherſon, Martin Kang, 
David Dowie, George Hunter, George Chicken, Lachlan Mack- 
bain, Francis Baver, and Joſeph Cooper, all Britiſh Subjects, 
beſides the Indian Head Man, with full Powers given 
them from the ſeveral Towns of their Settlements; ſuch 
an Appearance as this, never was ſeen at any one Time 
before in that Country. | 

It was given out in the Exgliſi Settlements, that the 
Indians would riſe in the Spring, ſo that the Traders 
would not venture to return again among them for fear 
of being murder'd; notwithſtanding which, Sir Alex- 
ander Cuming reſol ved to venture, and ſet out from Charles 
Ton the 13th of laſt March. 

About 190 Miles upwards from Charles Town, Cap- 
tain Ruſſel told him, that the French had been endea- 
vouting for theſe two Years paſt to ſeduce the Lower 
Cherrokees to their Intereſt, by the Means of one White 
head, born in Paris; and the Captain likewiſe told him, 
that he had acquainted the Government of the En- 
croachments made by the French, by building Forts in 
the Creek Nation for ſeveral Years paſt. : 

Some Miles from this Place, Sir Alexander left all his 
Company behind, and proceeded forwards only wit 
his Guide William Cooper; the reſt met him at Nequaſ® 
fie, the 3d of April, | 
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March 23. Sir Alexander arri v'd at Keeakwee the firſt 
Town of the Cher rokees, about 300 Miles from Charles 
Town 3 where he was inform'd, by Mr. Barker, a Tra- 
des, that laſt February there had been efiring th from 


the lower Creeks, with the Cherrokees, deſiring them to 
come over to the French Intereſt, who promiſed to ſend 
them back, loaded with Preſents: That the Cherrokees de- 
fired the Creeks to go firſt to the French, and receive 
their Preſents, and then return to them with their 
Report; and that upon the Return of theſe Meflen- 
ers, he (Mr. Barker) expected that the Lower Chre- 
rokees would riſe 35 for at that very Time they were 
ſo unruly, that the Traders dare ſcarce ſpeak to them. 

However, this Evening Sir Alexander went into their 
Town-houſe, arm'd with three Caſes of Piſtols, a Gun, 
and his Sword; where the head Men of the Town, in the 
midſt of 300, own'd Obedience to him on their Knees. 
Here Sir Alexander cauſed them to diſpatch Expreſſes 
through the whole Towns of their Nation, for the head 
Men of every Town, both in the Upper, Middle, and 
Lower Settlements, to meet him at Nequaſſie, the 3d of 
April, | 

The 27th of March Sir Alexander arriv'd at Taſſetchee, 
in the middle Settlements; there happen'd to be moſt 
terrible Thunder, Lightning, and Rain this Night, that the 
like never had ha ppen'd before in the Memory of any of 
them: Here their great Conjurer told Sir Alexander, 
that he knew that he was come amongſt them to rule, 
vn that their whole Nation muſt do whatever he bid 

em, 

The 29th he arriv'd at Great Te!liquo, in the upper 
dettlements, 200 Miles up from Keeakwee. Moytoy the 
head Warrior here, told him, that the Year before, the 
Nation deſign'd to have made him Head over all; but he 
laid, that now it ſhould be as Sir Alexander pleas'd. 

Here the great Conjurer declar'd the ſame, and both 
told him they would make him a preſent of their Crawn. 

The 3oth he arriv'd at Great Tannaſſie, 16 Miles up 
rom Telliguo; the Path from Telliquo to this Place, was 
aid to be lined with Enemies, but neither Sir Alexander 
nor Mr, Grant, met with any Accident. This Day he 
made the King of Tannaſſie declare his Obedience on his 
Knee, and return'd to Telliquo the ſame Night. 

rom thence he return'd to Nequaſſie, where the Kings, 

rinces, Warriors, Conjurers, and beloved Men, were 
a1 met, according to his Appointment, the 3d of April. 
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moſt of which had come there the Day before. Here 
with great Solemnity Sir Alexander was placed in , 
Chair by Moytoy's Orders, Moytoy and the Conjurer 
ſtanding about him, while the Warriors ſtroak'd him 
with 13 Eagles Tails, and their Singers ſung from Mor- 
ning *till Night, and, as their Cuſtom is on ſolemn Or- 
ca ſions, they faſted the whole Day. 

After this Solemnity of ſtroaking him was over, Sit 
Alexarder in a Speech to them, repreſented the great 
Power and Goodneſs of his Majeſty King George, whom 
he call'd the great Man on the other Side of the great Ma. 
ter; that himſelf and all his Subjects were to him as Chil. 
dren, and they all would do whatever the great King or. 
dered them. He told them, that though he had his Ma. 
jeſty's Leave to travel where he pleaſed, yet the great 
King did not know of his Coming amongſt them. He 
required Moytoy and all the head Warriors to acknowledge 
themſelves dutiful Subjects and Sons to King George, 
and promiſe that they would do whatever Sir Alexander 
ſhould require of them, that he might be the better able 
to anſwer for their Conduct; all which they did on 
their Knees, calling upon every Thing that was terri- 
ble to them to deſtroy them, and that they might become 
no People, if they violated their Promiſe and Obeli- 
ence. Sir Alexander order'd that the head Warriors ſhould 
anſwer for the Conduct of their People to Moytoy, whom 
he appointed their Head, by the unanimous Conſent 
of the whole People; and to whom at Sir Alexander's 
Defire, they all gave an unlimited Power over them, 
and he to anſwer to Sir Alexander, 

April 4. The Crown was brought from great Tannaſ- 
fe, which, with five Eagles Tails and four Scalps of 
their Enemies, Moytoy preſented to Sir Alexander, im- 
powering him to lay the ſame at his Majeſty's Feet. 

All their Conjurers told him they knew that they 
muſt follow his Directions in every Thing; and ſaid, 
that when he left them they would ſtill conſider him as 
preſent in the Perſon of Moytoy of Telliquo, who would 
pundctually do what he bid them; and at parting, My- 
joy deſired he would tranſmit to him what Orders he 
thought fit, by the Interpreter William Wiggan. 

As the Conceſſion made to Sir Alexander, was not 2 
Thing in itſelf very credible, when the Eye Witneſſes 
themſelves declared they would not have believed ſuch 
a Thing poſlible, if they had not ſeen it, Sir Alex 
der did not care to report what had happened upon angle 
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fingle Authority, if it could be avoided, He had pro- 
miſed to be at Charles-Town on the 20th of April, in Or- 
der to go to England in the Fox Man of War, and had 
now but fifteen Days to perform a Journey of 400 Miles 
in: He ask*'d Moytoy, if the Indians could travel there 
in ſo ſhort a Time on Foot, who told him that it might 
he done, and that he would have waited on him himſelf, 
but that his Wife was dangerouſly ill, and therefore de- 
ſired Sir Alexander to chuſe whom he pleaſed to at- 
tend him. 

Upon this Sir Alexander choſe as Evidence of the 
Truth of what had happened, the head Warrior of Taf- 
ſetchee, a Man of great Power and Intereſt, who has a 
Right to be a King, and is called Oukah Ulah, (that is, 
the King that is to be) Skallelockee, the ſecond Warrior, 
otherwiſe Kettaguſtah, (or Prince) Tathtowie, the third 
Warrior, and Collannah, a fourth Warrior; and from Tan- 
raſie, the remoteſt Town of the Country, he took Clo- 
goittak and Oukanaekah Warriors, becauſe the People in 
Carolina believed it was not poſſible to travel the Length 
of Tannaſſie and back again in leſs than three Months, 
whereas the Time that Sir Alexander had limited to him- 
ſelf to do it in, was from the 13th of March to the 20th 
of April, the Diſtance being about 500 Miles. 

Sir Alexander returned to Charles-Town on the 13th of 
April, leaving the Indians on the Road, to the Care of 
Mr. Hunter, who reached Mr. Kinloch's with them the 
19th, diſtant twenty-three Miles from Charles-Town. 
It was hereabouts that thoſe Indian Chiefs met with the 
Warrior Ounakannowie, a Friend of their own, who was 
Juſt come from the Kettar ha Nation, and defired to go 
along with his Countrymen; to which Sir Alexander 
conſented, There were ſeveral other Indians along with 
Ounakannowie, whom Sir Alexander declined to take along 
vith him, 

They went aboard the Fox Man of War, which ſailed 
ſtom the Bay of Charles Town the th of May, and ar- 
nved at Dover the 5th of June in the Morning, where 
dir Alexander landed, and took Poſt and arrived at Lon- 
don that Night, with the Crown of the Cherrokee Nation, 
leaving the Indians behind to come up with the Man of 

ar. He let the Secretary of State immediately know 
that he had full Power from that Nation to lay their 
Crown at his Majeſty's Feet, and that he had brought 
oyer ſeyen Indian Chicfs as an Evidence of the Truth. 


His 
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His Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to order Sir Al. 
ander to bring in his People to the Inſtallation the 15th 
of June, when they were extreamly ſurprized at the 
Magnificence of every Thing about them : They con. 
pared the King and Queen to the Sun, the Princes 9 
the Stars, and themſelves to Nothing, 

On the 22d of June Sir Alexander was introduced to 
his Majeſty; and upon his Knee, in Preſence of the 
Court, declared the full Power he had received, the In- 
dian Chiefs all kneeling at the ſame Time that Sir Aley. 
ander kneeled, as a Teſtimony of their Submiſſion and 
Approbation: Sir Alexander laid the Crown of the 
Eherrokee Nation at his Majeſty's Feet, with the five Ea 
gles Tails, as an Emblem of his Majeſty's Sovereignty, 
and four Scalps of Indian Enemies; all which his Ma- 
jeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to accept of. 


Some Heads of Sir Alexander Cumings's Journey to tie 
Cherrokee Mountains, 


Marel 13, 1729-30. About five in the Afternoon 
Sir Alexander ſet out from Mr. James Kinloch's Planta- 
tion at New Eilmerton, being twenty-three Miles diſtant 
from Charles Town, South Carolina, He was attended by 
Mr. George Chicken, beſides Alexander Muckele, Aaron 
Cheesbrook, and Powwel,, Pack-horſe Men; but 
the Pack-horſe Men having got drunk, and over-turned 
the Baggage, Sir Alexander was obliged to leave them 
behind, deſiring them to follow after, and proceeded on 
his Journey with only Mr. George Chicken, and Mr. Go, 
Hunter, and lay that Night at Mr, Kinloch's Houle at 
Wampee, it being fourteen Miles diſtant from his Bro- 
ther's Houſe. | ; 

March 14. Went this Night to Mr. Neilſon's, being a 
bout twenty Miles diſtant from Mr. Alexander Kinlochs: 
Sir Alexander employed a great Part of this Day in 
looking after Springs, Ponds and Minerals. 

March 15. Went this Night to Mr. Coxe's, being thirty- 
five Miles diſtant from Mr. Neilſon's: Here Sir Alexander 
met with Mr. William Cooper, a bold Man, and skilled in 
rhe Cherrokee Language, who promiſed to meet him next 
Day, and attend him up to the Mountains. CRE, 

March 16. Went this Night to Capt. Ruſſel's, being 
ten Miles diſtant from Mr. Coxe's: Having employed 
molt of this Day in looking after Curioſities, particu- 
larly in ſccing a Cave under Ground, where Mr. nets 
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"Mr. Chicken, and Mr. Coxe, made their ſeveral Marks to 
ſhew that they had been there, and Sir Alexander cut 
upon a Stone on the left Side of the Cave King George II. 
of Great Britain, wrote by S. A. C. This Day he diſ- 
cover'd likewiſe ſome Iron Stone, which was one great 
End of his going himſelf up to the Mountains, not be- 
ing able to depend upon the Truth of any Report he 
had heard in Carolina, This Day the Pack-horſe Men 
came up, two of which were diſcharged, for ſeveral 
Reaſons taken Notice of by Mr. Hunter in his Journal ; 
and James Anderſon was hired in Place of them. | 

March 17. This Day Sir Alexander diſcovered more 
Iron Ore, and order'd Mr. Hunter to try it in his Pre- 
fence, who found a third Part of it Iron, Here Joſe pn 
Fairclough informed Sir Alexander privately of a Diſco- 
very he himſelf had made of Copper Stone, about 450 
Miles from the Catarba Nation, and that he would go 
with him for nothing to the- Place where he diſcovered 
it. Sir Alexander's Intent in going up to the Cherrokee 
Mountains was more than anſwered by the Diſcoveries 
already made, for the exact Place where good Iron Ore 
could be found, was not before aſcertained ; beſides the 
getting Roots for the Bites of Snakes : However, he 
proceeded to Beaver Creek, and encamped under a Tree 
about 18 or 20 Miles diſtant from Capt. Ruſſel's. 

March 18. After getting ſeveral Roots for Bites of 
Snakes, they proceeded to the Congerees, where they en- 
camped under a Tree: Having looked after ſeveral Cu- 
rioſities on the Road, the Dittance about 20 Miles from 
their laſt Encampment, here happen'd ſomething re- 
markable from Capt. How, a Chief of the Catarba Na- 
tion, in his Way of Speaking and Behaviour to Sir Alex- 
ander, who made him his Friend. Capt. How order'd 
his Men to ſalute him with Feathers, ſaid they would 
dance round him during the whole Night, and would 
make him a Preſent of all their Skins; but finding it 
would be a Diſturbance, he order'd his Men to with- 
draw, and ſhot a Turkey for Sir Alexander's Supper. 

March 19. William Cooper came up according to Pro- 
wiſe; and Sir Alexander being plagued with Mr. Chick- 
ens Delays, in carrying away his Guide, to catch a run- 
away Horſe, by which a great Part of the Morning was 
loſt; he therefore was obliged to leave Mr. Chicken, 
Mr. Hunter, and the Pack-horſe Men behind, at the 18 
Mile Branch, and proceeded with William Cooper only 
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to the Hollow Creek Branch, being about 30 or 35 Mit 
from the Congerees. | WS 

March 20. From Hollow Creek they went to the g6 
Mile Swamp, where William Cooper's Horſe was foung 
lame : It rained heavily all Night while they lay under 
the Trees, the Wolves making a hideous Noiſe about 
them : This Day's Journey was about 38 or 40 Mile, 
Sir Alexander made his uſual Obſervations on the Road, 
and received great Satisfaction from thence, 

March 21. From 96 Mile Swamp they went to 
Cane, being about 30 or 35 Miles diſtant from their lat 
Encampment : This Day William Cooper killed a Buf- 
falo, a Viper, a Fox Squirrel, and wounded three Wolve, 
which ſet upon their great Dog, and tore out Part of 
His Entrails. Sir Alexander found ſome ſmall Stones 
that ſhined like Gold, and obſervea Marrowbone Creek, 
where the Cherrokee killed the Checkipaw, the Year before, 
by Mr. Weekly's Side. of 

March 22. From Long Cane they went to Bogzy Gully, 
being about 36 or 40 Miles, and there encamped in the 
Woods: Sir Alexander ſtopt at ſeveral Places, to try and 
examine the Nature of the Stones and Minerals. 

March 23. From Boggy Gully they went to Keeowee, 
where they dined, being 20 MilesDiſtance : Here SirAlex- 
ander had an Account of the troubleſome Diſpoſition of 
the Cherrokee Indians, particularly the lower Settlements, 
to whom the Indian Traders pretended they durſt not 
ſpeak, and ſaid that the lower Creeks had endeavoured 
to ſeduce the Cherrokees to the French Intereſt, and had 
gone from thence but the Month before to receive Pre- 
ſents from the French; and that upon their Return, an 
Inſurrection of the Cherrokees was expected. At Night 
Sir Alexander went into the» Town-Houſe, where above 
300 Indians were aſſembled ; and here he engaged the 
head Warriors to acknowledge his Majeſty King Cee? 
Sovereignty over them on their Knee, and that they 
would obey him in every Thing; and that if they v9 
lated his Promiſe, they would become no People. He 
made their head Men promiſe to anſwer for the Con- 
duct of the reſt. This was a Submiſſion they never be. 
fore made either to God or Man. He ordered Expreſſes 
immediately to be diſpatched thro' the whole Cherrokee 
Natien, directing three head Men to meet him at Ne 
quaſſee, the 3d of April, where he propoſed to be at 1. 
Return from the Mountains, being reſolved to ſet - 
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in his Progreſs thro the. Nation the next Day, he let 
them know that one of their head Men ſhould bring 
full Power from the lower Settlemcnts, another full 
Powers from the upper Settlements, and the third full 
Powers from the middle Settlements, The Indian Tra- 
ters here, who were Eye-Witneſſes, and Joſeph Cooper 
the Interpreter, having declared that what they heard 
ind ſaw done that Night, was a thing itſelf ſo incredi- 
ble, that they would not, have believed it poſſible, if 
they had not ſeen it themſelves, and that Nobody in 
(xolina would believe their Report to be true, for that 
he himſelf (viz. the Interpreter Cooper) declared that if 
he had known before hand what Sir Alexander would 
have order'd him to have ſaid, he would not have ven- 
tured in the Town-Houſe to have been the Interpreter, 
nor would the Indian Traders have ventured to have 
been Spectators, believing that none of them could have 
gone out of the Town-Houſe without being murdered, 
conſidering how jealous that People had always been of 
their Liberties : But being engaged by Surprize in the 
Interpretation of Sir Alexander's Speech, who ſtood in 
the midſt of them well armed with three Caſes of Pi- 
ſiols, a Gun and a Sword under a great Coat, he was 
reſolved to go on, whatever ſhould be the Conſequence 
of it, He now believed that what had then paſſed 
vould ſo overawe them, as to ſecure them for ſome 
Time to his Majeſty's Intereſt. Sir Alexander, leſt he 
ſhould never ſee England to make a Report of what had 
happened, made the Witneſſes ſign a Declaration of 
what they ſaw and heard, as a Teſtimony of his Ma- 
ſelty's Sovereignty, whatever became of himſelf. The 
Vitneſſes were Sir Alexander Cuming, Joſeph Cooper, In- 
terpreter 3 Ludovick Grant, Joſeph Barker, Gregory Haines, 
Daniel Jenkinſon, Thomas Goodale, William Cooper, Guide; 
n. Hatton, John Biles, March 23, 1729-30, at Keeowee. 
March 24. From Keeowee they went to Occounny, be- 
Ing 12 Miles, where Sir Alexander lay at Mr. Dawie's, 
Indian Trader : Here he looked about for Roots, Springs, 
"tones and Minerals, and found there a Solemnity per- 
ning in the Town-Houſe, about the creating of a 
ng. 

. 25. They went through Keeowee, Chattoogah, 
cp; the Clay Pits, and lay at old Eftatoway, 
vere Sir Alexander made a Friend of the head Warrior:

March 26. From Eftoway they went to Nu 

and made a Friend of Hercules, got the Secret of his ff 
veral Roots for Diſtempers, met on the Road the Con. 
jurer of Toogabow, and made a Friend of him; then vent 
dy Echvey to Nequaſſee, where they met Telloquoluftohuy, 
and made a Friend of him, then to Joree, where he hy 
all Night: This Day he made ſeveral Diſcoveries, 
made a Friend of the ſecond Warrior of Fore, ſpoke 
with &e/ar's Brother, who diſcovered the Indians Plot to 
murder the Englih, and found here a tranſparent Stone

March 27. From Joree he went to Tamauchly, and 
from thence to Taſſetchee, being 40 Miles, where he ly 
all Night, having paſs'd over the ſteep Mountains of 
Joree, made the two head Warriors and the Conjurer 
his Friends, and ſpoke about their going to England, 
This was a remarkable Night for Thunder, Lightning, 
Rain, and what paſſed between the Conjurer, head 
Men, and Sir Alexander. 3 
March 28. He went from Taſſetchee, and lay within 
three Miles of Beaver Damra, being now attended by 
Ludo wick Grant, 2s well as his Guide William doofer. 
This Day he diſcover'd ſome Iron Stone at two different

" March 29. They proceeded over the Mountains, drank 
ſome of the Water on the Top of the high Ooneckany 
Mountain, near which was a large Tree called the 
Poiſon'd Pear; from the Top of this Mountain to great 
Telliquo, is a Deſcent about 12 Miles. They arrived at 
great Telliquo in the Afternoop, ſaw the 7 Cave, 
a great many Enemies Scalps, brought in and put upon 
Poles at the Warriors Doors, made a Friend of the great 
Moytoy, and Jacob the Conjurer : Moytoy told Sir Alan. 
der, that it was talked among the ſeveral Towns laſ 
Year, that they intended to make him Emperor over the 
Whole; but that now it muſt be whatever Sir Alt

March 30. Sir Alexander leſt William Cooper at great 
Telliquo to take Care of his lame Horſe, and took only 
Ludovick Grant along with him to great Tannaſfy ; This

liſtinguiſhed in the Town-Houſe by Moytoy, where the 
Indians ſung Songs, danced, and ſtroaked his Head and 
Body over with Eagles Tails; after this, a Conſultation 
was held with Moytoy and Jacob the Conjurer, who de- 
termined to preſent him with the Crown of Tannaſſy. 
March 31. Went from Telliquo, with Moytoy, Jacob 
the Conjurer, the Bearers of Eagles Tails, and a great 
many other Attendants, and lay in the Woods, between 
20 and 30 Miles Diſtance from great Telliquo. | 
April i. They proceeded to Taſſetchee, being above 
zo Miles from the laſt Encampment. Here the two head 
Men, together with the Conjurer of the Place, declared 
in a private Conference their Agreement to what Moytoy 
had before reſolved, in Relation to the Crown of Tan- 
wſy, as an Emblem of univerſal Sovereignty over the 
whole Cherrokee Nation, | | | g 
April 2. They proceeded to Joree, with an Increaſe 
of Attendants, particularly the Warriors and Conjurer 
of Taſetchee, this Day's Journey being near 40 Miles,

Afril 4. The Solemnity continued, Sir Alexander 
made ſome Preſents, received their Crown, Eagles Tails, 
and Scal ps of their Enemies, to be laid at his Majeſty 
King George's Feet, and pitch'd upon ſix Chiefs to at- 


Chiefs to reach Charles Town on Foot by the 20th af 
April, which they believed could be done. | 
April 5. Sir Alexander went from Nequaſſee to Nooulf- 
kah, with only William Cooper and George Hunter, leaving 
George Chicken to follow after. Here Sir Alexander r- 
ceived Roots of all Kinds, which were ever held among 
the Indians as the greateſt Secrets. From hence he vent 
to Chattoogay, and lay at the Houſe of Joſeph Cooper's 
Mother. 
April 6. They proceeded to Ookunny, where Sir A 
lexander found a Houſe built for him, The King, vt 
had been juſt then made at Ookunny (being the fame 
with the King of Keeowee) the Mankiller of that Place, 
and the Prince of Tomaſſy, came here to Sir Alexandrr, 
and made him a Preſent of two Eagles Tails; and at his 
Deſire paid Homage to King George II. on their Knee. 
Here again he received all Kinds of Herbs and Root? 
that were kept as Secrets, look'd after Mines and Mine- 


ſome other Diſcoveries carly next Morning. 
Aprit j. 
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April 7. About Noon he proceeded on his Journey 
from Keeoawee, being the laſt Town of the lower Settle- 
ments of the Cherrokee Nation, and was attended by the 
fix Chiefs, whom he had choſe as his Attendants, in 
Order to be Evidence of the Truth of what had hap- 
pened, This was done by the Conſent of Moytoy, and 
the beloved Men of the Cherrokee Nat ion; Mr. Hunter, 
Mr. Chicken, and the Pack-horſe Men, made up the reſt 
of the Company. This Town of Keeowee is about 200 
Miles from great Tannaſſy, and about 300 Miles from 
Charles Town; but by Reaſon of the Mountains, Tan- 
raſy is reckoned as far diſtant as Charles Town, This 
Night they all lay at Twenty-three Mile Creek. 

April 8. Sir Alexander left the Indians and Baggages, 
to proceed to Charles Town at their own Leiſure, and 
lay at Mulberry Creek, with Mr. George Chicken, and 

illiam Cooper, the Guide, being about 40 Miles from 
the laſt Encampment. 

April 9. They lay at Salloodee River, diſtant from 
Mulberry Creek 48 Miles. | 

April 10, Lay at Congerees, diſtant from Mulberry 
Creek 38 or 40 Miles. | 

April 11. Lay at Capt. Ruſſel's, commonly com- 
puted to be 35 Miles, but is rather 40 Miles from Con- 
gerees, 

April 12. Lay at Mr. Ari/que's, being diſtant from 
Capt. Ruſſel's about 60 Miles, 

April 13. Went to Breakfaſt with Mr. Chicken at his 
Mother's Houſe, from thence to Mr. Kinloch's, a Gen- 
tleman of the Council; dined with Mr. Middleton, Pre- 
fident, acting in the Capacity of Governor; drank Tea 
at Mrs. Johnſon's, call'd in at Mr. Gad ſden's, and lay 
that Night at Charles-Town. 

The Account of the Roads here is not ſo exact as in 
Mr. Hunter the Surveyor's Journal, becauſe Sir Alexan- 
dier took the Account of the Miles from his own Guide, 
whereas Mr. Hunter computed them by his own Watch, 
and the regular Pace his own Horſe went at. 


It may ſeem very ſtrange, that a barbarous People, who 
were Enemies, ſhould be brought on the ſudden to ſo entire 
a Submiſſion, upon a violent Storm of Thunder and Light- 
ung. But ſuch Inſtances, tho" not frequent, are ſometimes 
found in Hiſtory. Tacitus, in the firſt Book of his Annals, 
Les an Account of a furious Sedition among the Roman 
Legions in Pannonia, which grew to ſuch a Height that

| Vet all this Tumult was quieted in a Night's Time by an 


E-lipſe of the Moon; and thoſe ho the Evening before had 
fo far thrown off their Military Obedience, as even 9 
threaten the Emperor's Son, were, by the Morning, Four 
fo tame, that they ſuffer'd their Ringleaders to be put to 
Death without the leaſt Reſiſtance, and even deliver 4 up 


of their own Accord.

ARTICLES of Friendſhip and Commerce pro poſed by 
the Lords Commiſſioners for Trade and Plantations, to the 
Deputies of the Cherrokee Nation in South Carolina, 
by his Majeſty's Order, on Monday, Sept, 7, 1730. 


A Heme you Seayaguſta Oukah, Chief of the Towns 
of Taſſetſa, you Sealiclosken Keraguſta, you Teth- 
robe, you Clogvittah, you Collannah, you Oucounacou, have 
been deputed by Moytoy of Telliquo, with the Conſent 
and Approbation of the whole Nation of the Cherokee 
Indians, at a General Meeting at Nikoſſen the zd of A. 
pril 1730, to attend Sir Alexander Cuming, Bart. to Great 
Britain, where you have ſeen the Great King George, 
at whoſe Feet the ſaid Sir Alexander Cuming, by expreſs 
Authority for that Purpoſe from the ſaid Moytoy and all 
the Cherrokee People, has laid the Crown of your Na. 
tion, with the Scalps of your Enemics, and Feathers of 
Glory, in Token of your Obedience: Now the King of 
Great Britain bearing Love in his Heart to the power- 
ful and great Nation of the Chcrrokee Indians, his good 
Children and Subjects, his Majeſty has impower'd us to 
treat with you here, and accordingly we now ſpeak to 
8 as if the whole Nation of the Cherrokces, their old 

en, young Men, Wives and Children, were all pre: 
ſent; and you are to underſtand the Words we ſpeak, 
as the Words of the Great King our Maſter, whom you 
have ſeen ; and we ſhall nderſtand the Words you ſpeak 


to us, as the Words of all your People, with open 5 a

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nue Hearts to the Great King; and thereupon we give 
four Pieces of Strip'd Duffles. 

Hear then the Words of the Great King whom you 
have ſeen, and who has commanded us to tell you, that 
the Englifh every where on all Sides of the great Moun- 
tzins and Lakes, are his People and Children, whom he 
loves; that their Friends are his Friends, and their 
Enemies are his Enemies: That he takes it kindly that 
the great Nation of the Cherrokees have ſent you hither 
a great Way, to brighten the Chain of Friendſhi p be- 
tween him and them, and between your People and 
his People: That the Chain of Friendſhip between him 
and the Cherrokee Indians is like the Sun, which both 
ſhines here and alſo upon the great Mountains where 
they live, and equally warms the Hearts of the Indians 
and of the Engli/h That as there are no Spots or Black- 
neſs in the Sun, ſo is there not any Ruſt or Foulneſs in 
this Chain; and as the great King has faften'd one End 
of it to his own Breaſt, he defires you will carry the 
other End of the Chain, and faſten it well to the Breaſt 
of Moytoy of Telliquo, and to the Breaſts of your old Wiſe 
Men, your Captains, and all your People, never mor. 
to be broken or made loofe, and hereupon we give twa 
Pieces of Blue Cloth. 

The Great King and the Cherrokee Indians being thus 
faſten'd together by the Chain of Friendſhip, he has or- 
der'd his People and Children, the Engliſh in Carolina, 
to trade with the Indians, end to furniſh them with all 
Manner of Goods that they %ant, and to make haſte to 
| build Houſes, and to plant Corn from Charles-Toww: to- 
wards the Town of the Cherrokees behind the great 
Mountains; for he deſires that the Indians and the Eng- 
liſh may live together as the Children of one Family, 
vhereof the Great King is a kind and loving Father ; 
and as the King has given his Land on both Sides of 
the great Mountains to his own Children the Engliſi, fo 
ke now gives to the Cherrokee Indians the Privilege of 
living where they pleaſe z and hereupon we give one 
Piece of Red Cloth. | 

The great Nation of Cherrokees being now the Children 
of the Great King of Great Britain, and he their Fa- 
ther, the Cherrokees muſt treat the Engliſh as Brethren of 
the ſame Family, and muſt be always ready, at the 
Governor's Command, to fight againſt any Nation, whe- 
ther they be White Men or Indians, who ſhall aches to 

END moleſt 
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moleſt or hurt the Engliſh ; and hereu pon we give twen. 
ty Guns. | 
The Nation of the Cherrokees ſhall, on their Part, 
take Care to keep the Trading Path clean, and that 
there be no Blood in the Path where the Engli/k White 
Men tread, even tho? they ſhould be accompany' by 
any other People with whom the Cherrokees are at War; 
whereupon we give 400 Ib. Weight of Gun Powder, 

That the Cherrokees ſhall not ſuffer their People to 
trade with the White Men of any other Nation but the 
Engliſh, nor permit the White Men of any other Nation 
to build any Forts, Cabins, or plant Corn amongſt them 
or near to any of the Indian Towns, or upon the Lands 
which belong to the Great King; and if any ſuch At. 
tempt ſhall be made, you muſt acquaint the Engliſh Go- 
vernor therewith, and do whatever he direQs, in order 
to maintain and defend the Great King's Right to the 
Country of Carolina; whereupon we give 500 lb. Weight 
of Swan Shot, and 500 Ib. Weight of Bullets. 

That if any Negroe Slaves ſhall run away into the 
Woods from their Engli/k Maſters, the Cherrokee Indiam 
ſhall endeavour to apprehend them, and either bring 


them back to the Plantation from whence they run- 


away, or to the Gpvernorz and for every Negroe ſo ap- 
prehended and ght back, the Indian who brings 
Him ſhall receive a Gun and a Watch Coat; whereupon 
we give a Box of Vermillion, 10,000 Gun Flints, and 
ſis Dozen of Hatchets. 

That if by any accidental Misfortune it ſhould hap- 
pen, that an Engliſhman ſhould kill an Indian, the King 
or Great Man of the Cherrokees ſhall firſt complain to the 
Enzliſh Governor, and the Man who did it ſhall be pu- 
niſh'd by the Engliſh Laws, as if he had kill'd an Ex- 
liſkman ; and in the like Manner, if an Indian kills an 


_ Evugliſhman, the Indian who did it ſhall be deliver'd up 


to the Governor, and be puniſh'd by the ſame Engliſe 
Law as if he were an Engliſinan; whereupon we give 
twelve Dozen of Spring Knives, four Dozen of Kettles, 
and ten Dozen of Belts. | 

You are to underſtand all that we have now ſaid to 
be the Words of the Great King whem you have ſeen; 
and as a Token that his Heart is open and true to his 
Children and Friends the Cherrokees, and to all their 
People, he gives his Hand in this Belt, which he deſires

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children, and Childrens Children, to confirm what is 
now ſpoken, and to bind this Agreement of Peace and 
Friendſhip betwixt the Engliſh and Cherrokees, as long as 
he Mountains and Rivers ſhall laſt, or the Sun ſhine ;

N the 10th of Auguſt, his Excellency Jonathan Bel-

21. is one of the ſhining Graces of his Majeſty's Reign, 
that Diſſenters of all Denominations in Great? Britain, 
enjoy the Toleration in its full Eaſe and Extent, and it 


our gracious Sovereign, that none of our Laws may car- 
ry in them a Spirit of Rigour or Severity to thoſe wh 
may conſcientiouſly differ from us in the Modes of Di. 
vine Worſhip: We, I fay, of all his Majeſty's Subject, 
ought as much as poſſible to ſteer clear of this, fince 
our Anceſtors (but in the laſt Century) left their Na. 
tive Country, as not able to comply with any Impoſi 
tions on their Conſciences, or endure the Hardſhips of 
not doing it. And I can't paſs from this Article, with- 
out putting you in Mind of the Happineſs peculiar to 
this Province, in the early Care our Fathers took for a 
liberal and pious Education of their Poſterity, I mean, 
the Founding of a College at Cambridge; and I doal- 
fure you, I ſhall gladly embrace every Opportunity 
you'll put in my Power, of nouriſhing that Seminary 
of Religion and Learning. 

The King's placing me at the Head of his Govert- 
ment here, taken in all Circumſtances of it, (without 
aſſuming any Perſonal Merit to myſelf) is ſuch an In- 
flance of his Majeſty's Grace and Favour to this People, 
as I want Words to expreſs: But if it produces from | 
you that Duty, Loyalty, and Gratitude, juſtly due to 
ſo gracious a Prince, I ſhall think it a good Omen af 
the laſting Tranquillity of New England. The Honour 
of the Crown, and the Intereſt of Great Britain, dre, 
doubtleſs, very compatible with the Privileges and Li- 
berties of her Plantations; and it being my Duty © 
ſupport the former, it will alſo be my Care to protect 
the latter. I have it in Command from my Royal 
Maſter, to communicate to you his 27th Inſtruktion to 
me, reſpecting the Support of his Governors in this 
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my repeating it. While I reſided at the Court of Great 
Britain, I hope you are ſenſible I did every Thing in 
my Power, conſiſtent with Reaſon and Juſtice, for pre- 
ſerving and lengthning out the Peace and Welfare of 
this Province 3 and what Steps have been taken by his 
Majeſty, with reſpett to the unhappy Diſpute betwixt 
your late Governor and you, you are no Strangers to; 
and I hope, after all the paſt Struggle and Controverſy, 
you will think it for the true Intereſt of the Province 
to do in this Matter what may be perfectly acceptable 
to his Majeſty. Pleaſing is the Sight! while I behold 
and ſay, Ye are my Brethren ; Ye are my Bones and my 
Fit; and I have no Intereſt ſeparate from your true 
and real Intereſt: And on this Head I muſt add, in Fi- 
delity to the King my Maſter, and to my Country, that 
from the Honour I had of waiting often on his Maje- 
ſty's Miniſters, and from my Acquaintance with the ſe- 
veral Offices thro' which this Diſpute has paſs'd, I 
can't ſuppoſe any Thing could have prevented this, and 
many other Matters of dangerous Conſequence to the 
Province, being laid before the Parliament of Great Bri- 
tain the laſt Winter; but that his Majeſty, in his great 
Lenity and Goodneſs,was inclined to give you once more 
Opportunity of paying a due Regard and Deference to 
what in his Royal Wiſdom he thinks ſo juſt and rea- 
ſonable: And this, I ſay, he has done in the kindeſt 
Manner, by placing one at the Head of this Govern- 
ment here, in whom you yourſelves had placed the 
Truſt and Confidence of your Affairs. The Fame of 
Cat's Wiſdom reflected Honour on Old Rome, while he 
made ſo brave a Stand for the Liberty of his Country ; 
but when Cæſar had ſhut him up in his little Utica, 
and offered him Terms of Honour, his murdering him- 
ſelf, rather than ſubmit to a Power he could no longer 
rationally reſiſt, has left a laſting Brand of Infamy on 
the Memory of that great Patriot. This, Gentlemen, 
I mention as ſome IIluſtration of the Diſpute lately ſub- 
lifting between his Majeſty and his People of this Pro- 
vince, tho' I by no means allow it to run parallel: 
Ceſar uſurped the Empire, and invaded the Common- 
wealth; but happy, how happy New England! that 
lives under the Government of their lawful, rightful 
Sovereign, the beſt of Kings, who aſcended the Throne 
of his Royal Anceſtors, with the univerſal Joy of his 
udjefts; and while he maintains the Dignity of his 
toyn with the firiteſt Honour, he at the ſame Time 
bounds 
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celfarily reduced; and you could in nothing more fe, 


bounds his Power by the excellent Conſtitution and Lays 
of his Kingdom, and defends and protects the Liberties 
of his People with a moſt tender paternal Care : I there.

This Province is generally thought to be the greateſt 
Mart for all Britiſn Manufactures, of any of his Maje- 
ſty's American Dominions, which makes the Trade of 
it (for a young Plantation) large and extenſive: And 
here I am ſorry for the Occaſion of obſerving to you, 
that notwithſtanding the Laws you now have for regu- 
lating ſeveral of your Manufactures, yet Means are 
found to evade and elude them, to the great Detriment 
and Reproach of the Trade of this Country in general, 
and to the Juſtification of Complaints from Abroad, 
whither your Products are ex ported. But as nothing 
can tend more to make you a flouriſhing People than 
Trade and Commerce, it is certainly well worthy your 
Conſideration in what beſt Ways and Methods to im- 
prove and increaſe it; and I ſhall very cheerfully give 
my Conſent to ſuch Laws as may be further neceſſary 
to give you a juſt Claim, not only to a profitable but 
an honourable Trade; and I could heartily wiſh you 
would join with me in ſeriouſly conſidering the miſe- 
Table State of 'your Bills of Credit ; how much Publick 
Credit has funk, and the Value of every Man's Eſtate 
depreciated by ſome Defects in their Funds, or by the 
long Periods at which they are ſet. And I can aſſure 
you, the Merchants of @reat Britain trading hither, are 
under great Diſcouragements on this Head: Let us then, 
if poſſible, find out ſome Remedy to the growing Evil 
of the ſinking Credit of the Bills. Nor muſt I diſmiſs 
the great Aﬀair of Trade, without putting you in Mind 
how exceſſively the Exchange betwixt Great Britain and 
this Province is riſen in a few Years, from 60 to more 
than 200 per Cent. This I ſhould think might in ſome 
good Meaſure be brought to Rights, by the Govern- 
ment's giving the greateſt Encouragement to the Huſ- 
bandry, in every Branch of it, and to the raifing all 
other Products peculiar to the Climate; for the more 
you can raiſe and export, the leſs will be the Balance to 
vour Prejudice Abroad, and ſo your Exchange be ne- 


commend yourſelves to the Favour of the Crown, 2 
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the Good-Will of the Mother Kingdom, or more ſerve 

aur own Intereſt, than to promote the raiſing large 

Quantities of Hemp, Flax, and all other Naval Stores. 
Gentlemen, ; 

By the Proclamation I have lately iſſued, you ſee his 
Majeſty's great Wiſdom and ſteady Reſolution, has pro- 
duced an honourable and advantageous Peace with Spain,

vouring to wreſt the ſmall* Remains of Power out af 
the Hands of the Crown, and to become independent 
of their Mother Kingdom: The Nature of their Sl 
and Product are much the ſame with thoſe of Crest 
Britain; the Inhabitants are numerous, upwards of 
ninety four thouſand ; their Militia conſiſts of fixteen 
Regiments of Foot, and fifteen Troops of Horſe, m. 
king in the Year 1718, fifteen thouſand Men andby 
Medium taken from the Naval Officers Account for 
three Years, (from the 24th of June 1714, to the 24th 
of June 1717) for the Ports of Boſton and Salem only, 
it appears that the Trade of this Province annually 
employs no leſs than 3493 Sailors, and 492 Ships, m.. 
king 25,406 Tons: Hence your Excellencies will be 
apprized of what Importance it is to his Majeſty's 
Service, that ſo powerful a Colony ſhould be reſtrained 
within the due Bounds of Obedience to the Crown, 
and be more firmly attached to the Intereſt of Great 
Britain, than they at preſent ſeem to be : Which ve 
conceive cannot effeQually be done without the Inter 
poſition of the Britiſh Legiſlature, wherein, in out 
humble Opinion, no Time ſhould be Joſt. *_ 

And I muſt deſire you duly to conſider the Letters 
wrote you the 24th of October laſt by Mr. Wilks and my. 
ſelf, and his Letter of the 2 1(t of May following. Fra 
Gentlemen, give yourſelves Liberty to reflect and ex- 
amine what you have gain'd (beſides the vaſt Charge 
you have been put to) by the Diſputes you have had 
with the Crown: I ſuppoſe, on a modeſt Computation 
(all Things being brought to Accompt) the Expen?

Centlemen, T muſt tell you again, that I had the Ho- 
nour of being often with his Majeſty's Miniſters, and at- 
tended very diligently at all the publick Offices thro? 
which the Affair now before you has paſs'd; and I do 
aſſure you, from the beſt Information, and from the moſt 
critical Obſervation I could make, nothing had prevented 
i Parliamentary Proceeding againſt you the laſt Winter, 
but the King being willing to give you one more Op- 
portunity to ſhew your Duty and Gratitude, by doing 
what is ſo juſt and reaſonable. I muſt alſo tell you, I 
have the ſtrongeſt Reaſon to fear you have ſo few Friends 
among the King's Miniſters, or in either Houſe of Par- 
liament, as that your Proceeding in a Way, the King 
ſays, your final Non-Compliance muſt bring it to, will 
bring into the utmoſt Hazard every Thing that is dear 
to the good People of this Country. 

That you may not be amuſed or frighted with ground- 
leſs Surmiſes and Inſinuations, I think it proper to de- 
clate to you, that I have no Inſtruction from his Ma- 
jeſty for demanding from you any Support to his Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, Secretary, or any other Officer (his 
Governor excepted) than what has been in your uſual 
Way. | 
Gentlemen of the Houſe of Repreſentatives, 

You have from Time to Time ſeemed to give the moſt 
folemn Aſſurances for yourſelves, and to declare your 
firm Belief, that ſucceeding Aſſemblies will, with the 
utmoſt Chearfulneſs, afford all honourable and ample 
Support to his Majeſty's Governor . If then you truly 
and Sona fide deſign always to do as you ſay, and ſin- 
cerely deſire, that all ſucceeding Aſſemblies ſhould do 
the ſame, why will you not ſet yourſelves right with 
the King, by doing the Matter in the Manner he re- 
quires ? For I do affure you, that the Offer you make 
me, is not the leaſt Temptation to me to deviate from 
the King's Royal Inſtruct ion. 

I haye deſcended into many Particulars, that you may 
not be deluded by falſe Hopes, or be deceived, or deceive 
yourſelves; and alſo from a Dependance that you will 
inlert what I have here ſaid in your printed Journals,

"vince, It will alſo be a Piece of Juſtice to this

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People, that you print the two Letters which I have 
herein referred to. 

Upon the whole, I demand it of you, as you would 
convince the King of the Duty and Loyalty you & 
much profeſs to him, and as you would approve your 
Love and Care for your Country, to give all I have faid 
ſuch a Confideration, as may prevent my executing that 
Part of the King's Orders, wherein he commands me

VO have herewith Duplicates of what we wrote 

you per Steel, to which we crave a Reference, and 
are now to inform you, that after the Right Honourable 
the Lords of Trade had made Report on the Complaint ve 
Jaid before his Majeſty againſt Governor Burnet, to the 
Lords of the Privy Council, we waited on the Right 
Honourable the Lord Viſcount Townſhend, his Majelty's 
firſt Secretary of State; although he had (by Indiſpo- 
ſit ion) been confined to his Chamber, and did not ſee 
Compeny, yet from a Greatneſs and Goodneſs naturil 
to his Lordſhip, he directed we ſhould be brought int 
his Chamber, where he received us very kindly, and 
heard us on the Affairs of the Province very patient!z, 
and told us, the Grievances we had complain'd of ſhouls 
not want his Aſſiſtance towards a Redreſs, and that while 
he had any Intereſt in the King, he would endeavour 
no Governor ſhould be countenanced and protected in 
Wy illegal Proceeding : And when we took no 
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his Lordſhip, he told us, his Doors were always open, 
and he was ready to har us upon any Thing we thought 
1 Hardſhip, The Favour we ask'd of his Lordſhip was, 
that a ſhort Day might be ſet for the Lords of Council 
to hear our Complaint, that ſo a Report might be made 
to the King, that we might obtain his Majeſty's Plea- 
ſure to his Governor to go by this Ship. We were ac- 
cordingly indulg'd with a Hearing laſt Night, before a 
Committee of his Majeſty's moſt Honourable Privy 
Councilz where the Lords told us, that although the 
Aſſembly had the Power of railing and appropriating 
Moneys, yet the iſſuing of Moneys was by the Charter 
veſted ſolely in the Governor and Council, and the Afſ- 
ſembly had not a Power of ſaying no Monevs ſhould be 
paid, but for ſuch Accompts as were paſſed for Pay- 
ment by the General Court. This, their Lordſhips 
ſaid, was a Power the Parliament of Great Britain never 
pretended to; but if at any Time the Governor and 
Council ſhould make a Miſapplicition of Moneys, they 
might be reaſonably called to an Account for it. The 
Attorney and Solicitor General were by, and privately 
ſaid to us, the Houſe could never juſtify ſuch a Pro- 
ceeding; after ſome Reaſoning by their Lordſhips and 
on our Part, we told their Lordſhips, we ſubmitted that 
Matter, and would write to the Honourable Houſe ac- 
cordingly, We therefore ſay, with Submiſſion, we 
ſhould think it wiſe and prudent to be content with rai- 
ling and appropriating the Moneys, and leaving the if- 
ſuing the Money as before the Year 1721. Nor can we 
ſor the ſuture appear to juſtify the Supply of the Trea- 
fury in any other Way ; ſo we wiſh this Matter may be 
thus brought to rights. 

As to the exating undue and exorbitant Fees on the 
Shipping, their Lordſhips, after producing cur Proofs, 
told us, we need not doubt but his Majeſty would give 
ſuch Orders, as to prevent any Governor's practiſing 
ſuch Things for the future: And upon the Cloſe, their 
Lordſhips ſaid, the Grand Article of fixing a Salary ftill 
remained, and as the Sitting of the Parliament grows 
nearer, we are now aſſured by the Miniſtry, thit the 

itter of fixing a Salary for the future on our Gover- 
nors, will be laid before the Parliament, and we are 
told, the Lords of Trade are adtually preparing Things 
thereto: We ſhall therefore be vigilant and careful to 
duke the beſt Defence, and do all in our Power to pre- 
dent ſo great an Evil coming on the Province ; But as 
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the Affair will create a great Charge, we mul depend 
on the Care of the Honourable Houſe, to make a fu. 
cient and ſpeedy Remittance of Money; otherwiſ: all 
Things mult drop, and the People ſubmit without the 
Opportunity of being heard. The Expence has been 
ſo confiderable ſince the laſt Accompt, that we have no 
Money in Hand; conſidering therefore the Hazard the 
Province may be expoſed to in Parliament, whether b 
curtailing the Charter, or otherwiſe, we doubt not but 
at this Juncture the whole General Court, in Fidelit 
to themſelves and the People, will exert themſelves, 
and come into an ample Supply of Money, and not lofe 
fo valuable a Privilege for want of Money to defray the 
Charge of its Defence.

I cannot help mentioning to you the Opinion of your 
preſent Agent, that any longer Contention will be but a 
fruitleſs ſpending of Money, and till bring this Pro- 
vince into a leſs Efteem with his Majeſty and his Mini- 


len. You may be ſure, the King will take Care that 


what he has now direQed, ſhall be finally effected: 
And as I have often told you, ſo I till fear, in ſuch a 
Manner as may make you wiſh, too late, that you had 
come into an early dutiful Compliance. 

Pray, Gentlemen, look into the Letter wrote by your 
Agents, 24th of October 1729, where they ſay, And 
* upon the Cloſe their Lordſhips ſaid, the Grand Article 
{of fixing the Salary ſtill remained, and as the Sitting 
of the Parliament grows nearer, we are now aſſured by 
| the Miniſtry, that the Matter of fixing a Salary for 
| the future on your Governors, will be laid before the 
Parliament ; and we are told, the Lords of Trade are 
| Hyally preparing Things thereto.* And again, 
 Confilering therefore the Hazard the Province may be 
 xpoſed to, whether by curtailing the Charter or o- 
, nerwiſe, we doubt not, but at this JunRure, the 
 Vhole General Court, in Fidelity to themſelves and 
their People, will exert themſelves, and come into 
ae ample Supply of Money to defray the Charges of 
9 Defence.”

IN 
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Imperial Majeſty purchaſed on the other Hand by the 
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N the firſt Place the Author inſiſts, That what is af. 

ſerted in the Remarks is abſolutely falſe and un. 
grounded, as it reſpects the Dukedoms of Tuſcany and 
Parma, now in Diſpute. The Remarker, for Inflance 
had alledg'd, That the Emperor made no haſte to exe. 
cute the Treaty of London, with Regard to the Security 
of Don Carlos's Eſtabliſhment, though it was on that 
Condition agreed to procure them ſo great an Addition 
of Power, as that of Sicily. To this the Author of the 
Anſwer ſays, That the Emperor having by that Treaty 
ſacrificed his Right to ſuch vaſt Kingdoms as thoſe the 
Catholick King enjoys, there is no Compariſon between 
ſuch a Sacrifice and the Acquiſition of Sicily, which his 


Surrender of another Kingdom. That the Offer of $i. 
cily was made to the Emperor by England and Fran, 
before the Succeſſions of Tuſcany and Parma were brought 
upon the Carpet : That thoſe two Powers blamed the 
Enterprize of Spain upon that Kingdom, at a Time when 
his Imperial Majeſty was engaged in the War againſt the 
Infidels : That when, after abundance of Negotiations, 
that Court was brought to conſent to what was ſtipu- 
lated by the Treaty of London, the Emperor laid the 
Affair of the Succeſſion of Tuſcany before the Diet, and 
obtain'd their Conſent in Favour of the Infante Don 
Carlos, upon Condition, however, that no Alteration 
ſhould be made in the Diſpoſition of the Fifth Article 
of the ſaid Treaty: That in Conſequence of the Reſo- 
Intion of the Diet, ratify'd by the Emperor, the Let- 
ters of Eventual Inveſtiture were expedited and tranſ- 
mitted to the Spaniſh Plenipotentiaries at Cambray : That 
it is upon this Title, that the Right of the Male De. 
ſcendants of the Queen of Spain is grounded : And that 
that Court could not do any Thing contrary theret?, 
without ſhaking the Title itfelf. The Author of the 
Anſwer having thus demonſtrated, That the Emperot 
ſulfill'd his Engagements as ſoon as it was in his Power, 
though Experience has ſhewn that he would not have 
been to biame, had he been Jeſs haſty, he pretends to 
Prove that Spain has not acted with the ſame Sincerity* 
For, ſays he, the King of Spain had accecded to the 
Treaty of London, but the very next Year he labourd 
to engage England and France to depart from it.

Hein. It was not communicated to the Emperor till 
the Year 1728. *Tis true, adds the Author, it looks as 
if England and France thought from the very Beginning, 
that they ought not to truſt to Span Garriſons, ſince 
they took Care to ſtipulate, that that Alteration, ſhould 
not be made without his Imperial Majeſty's Conſent. 
Nevertheleſs, obſerves the Author, it was no Fault of the 
Allies of Seville, after all their boaſted Affection for the 
Germanick Body, its Rights and Liberties, that the Em- 
peror, its Head, did not act contrary to a Reſolution of 
the Diet which was become a pragmatick Law, and con- 
ſequently could not be broke through by his Imperial 
Majeſty without the States, nor by the States without 
the Emperor. 

As for what is ſaid, That a wrong Application is made 
of what was ſtipulated by the Fifth Article of the Trea- 
ty of London, with Relation to the Empire's Conſent to 
the expediting the Acts of Inveſtiture ; that the Empe- 
ror took that upon himſelf ; that the Empire gave their 
Conſent to it; but that neither in the Decree directed 
to the Empire, nor in their Reſolution, the leaſt Men- 
tion is made of the Meaſures already taken, or that may 
hereafter be taken, to ſecure and effectuate the Intro- 
duftion of Don Carlos into the Countries reſerv'd for 
him; the Author of the An/awer refers to the ſaid Fifth 
Article, and to the Reſolution of the Diet in 1722, to 
know on which Side a right or wrong Application has 
been made. It is true, ſays he, that the Emperor did 
conſent to what was ſtipulated in Favour of Don Carlos, 
before the States had explain'd their Sentiments there- 
upon; but it was upon Condition, that the Empire 
would acquieſce therewith, and that no Alteration ſhould 
be made in the other Clauſes of the Article in Queſtion :

Holland acted conformably hereto, *till the Treaty of 
geville came out in the Month of November laſt. Such 
a Proceeding, adds the Author, appear'd fo much the 
more firange to the Imperial Court, that it ſeem'd very 
remote from the Deſire they had before expreſs'd to con- 
duct Matters to a general Pacification : *Tis true, con- 
tinues the Author, that after the Concluſion of that Trea- - 
ty, the Miniſters of the new Allies of Seville who were 
at Paris, went to the Baron de Fonſeca, who then kept 
his Chamber, where meeting with Count Kinski, they 
communicated to both of them ſo much of the Treaty 
as they thought fit not to conceal from the Publicx: 
But this was done in a dry Manner, without any Pre- 
awble, or Invitation of his Imperial Majeſty to come 
into it: That they centented themſelves with deliver- 
ing a Copy of it to Count Kinski and the Baron de Fon- 
ſera, without making the leaſt Addition to it: That the 
ſame Method was obſerv'd at Vienna by the Miniſters of 
the Allies of Seville, who deliver'd to every Miniſter of 
his Imperial Majeſty's Conference, a Copy entirely con- 
ſormable to that which the Keeper of the Seals had 
communicated to the Imperial Pleni potentiaries: That 
it was in this Manner the Emperor was defired to accede 
to the new Treaty : And that that Prince's Anſwers, 
which the Author of the Remarks produces as Proofs of 
what he aſſerts, bear Witnefs of the Manner how his 
Imperial Majeſty was invited to put the laſt Hand to 
ſo wholeſome a Work as the Peace; fince the Miniſtry 
of France cannot be ignorant that his Imperial Majeſty's 
Plenipotentiaries were order'd to complain both of the 
Injultice of that Treaty itſelf, and of the irregular Man- 
ner in which it was communicated te him, at the ſame 


Time. | 
What 
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What Compariſon, cries the Author, is there, betwe 
what paſſed at the Time of the Treaty of London ky 
what was done at the Concluſion of that of Seville 2 How 
can it be ſaid that that Method never diſpleaſed 
the Emperor's Miniſters when it ſerved their private 
Ends? And after ſo many continued Repreſentations on 
the Part of the Emperor, in France, Spain, and Hollayy 
againſt the Violation of the Quadruple Alliance, by fi. 
pulating Spaniſh Garriſons, could the Allies of vile 
Have that Confidence, that the Emperor could or would 
come into it? There was not therefore, concludes tie 
«thor, one Fact alledg'd in the Emperor's Decree, but 
hat was agreeable to Truth; and we cannot imagine 
the Author of the Remarks deſign'd to call the above 
Circumſtances in Queſtion, of which, were it needful, 
we could bring ſuch Proofs, and ſuch Witneſſes, as could 
not be objeRed againſt. 
As for what the Author of the Remarks ſays, That 
the Meaſures newly taken would not appear ſo ſtrange 
to the Court of Vienna, if they would be pleaſed to call 
to Mind, that they did in ſome Meaſure put the Al- 
lies of Hanover in the Way of that very Negociation 
which is at preſent the Obje& of their Anger and Re. 
ſentment; and that they have done nothing but what 
the Emperor was readv to do himſelf, if they had come 
into certain Terms eſſential to the Intereſts of his Fa- 
mily ; the An/awerer ſays, It is not very eaſy to divine 
what that Author means by the Words above cited, be- 
cauſe it was in the Emperor's Power to break all Mea- 
ſures which the Allies of Hanover had taken to draw off 
Spain from his Alliance, if he had been capable of tram- 
pling under Foot the Rights of the Empire, and break- 
ing through the ſolemn Conventions that were yet ſub- 
fiſting ; the rather, becauſe it was not 'till the Month 
of May, laſt Year, that Spain made Application to the 
Cardinal de Fleury, after all the Attempts ſhe had made 
at the Court of Vienna And he abſolutely denies, that 
the Emperor ever conſented te the Spaniſh Garriſons for 
anv Advantage that could be offer'd him, or that he 
would have ask'd for the Intereſts of his Family, for 
that it was never brought upon the Carpet. 
| Whereas it is ſaid, That it cannot be for the Defence 
of the preſent Poſſeſſors, and of the Rights of the Em- 
Pire, that the Emperor ſends ſo many Troops to Italy; 
becauſe, on the one Hand the Treaty of London, made 


at the Inflances of the Emperor himſelf, ſubjefts the 
| preſent 
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preſent Pofſefſors to receive Garriſons; and, on the other 
Hand, no Attack has been made upon what the Em- 
pire is concern'd in. The Author of the Anſwer pre- 
tends, * That the Treaty of London was not mide at 
the Inſtances of the Emperor, who came into it only to 
avoid an univerſal War in Europe, and after many In- 
nnces made to him by England and France to engage 
him ſo to do 3 that it is true, thoſe two Powers did not 
conclude it without his Participation, as they have late- 
y done : But ſuppoſing, adds the Author, that that 
Treaty had been concluded at the Inſtances of the Em- 
peror, ſince the new Allies of Seville, in ſigning the 
Treaty of that Name, did no more than purſue the Me- 
mod that was obſerv'd at the Time of concluding the 
Quadruple Alliance, as is alledg'd above, it would fol- 
low, that it was likewiſe at the Inſtances of the Empe- 
peror, that that of Seville was concluded; which is a 
manifeſt Contrad iction. Several Motives, continues the 
Author, ha ve engaged his Imperial Majeſty to cauſe his 
Troops to march to Italy; the Defence of the preſent 
Poſſeſſors, that of the Rights of the Empire, and the 
Maintenance of thoſe that belong to him, whether as 
Head of that auguſt Body, or as Sovereign of his here- 
ditary Kingdoms and Provinces. He adds, That all 
theſe Motives are equally ſtruck at, by the Conditions 
agreed upon at Seville That to be convinc'd of this, 
one needs only to read the Fifth Article of the Treaty 
of London, where it appears, that neither before nor af- 
ter the Caſe of the Devolution of the Succeſſion de ſign'd 
for Don Carlos, Spaniſh Troops, or Troops in the Pay of 
dein, may enter the ſtrong Places depending thereon : 
That it is preciſely of the Time when the Succeſſion is 
not yet devolved, that the Paragraph of that Article, 
which begins thus, Denique conventum eft, Kc. ſpeaks in 
ſuch clear and expreſſive Terms, that if one of the con- 
tracking Powers could depart from the Diſpoſition it 
Mikes, without the Knowledge or Confent of the other, 
there would be no ſuch Thing as Safety to be ſound in 
my Convention, let it be never fo ſtrong and empha- 
tical: That if the Allies themſelves had not foreſeen 
the Prejudice which the Spaniſh Garriſons would do to 
the Intereſts of the Emperor and the Empire, they 
would not have mention'd their Departure in the Ele- 
venth Article of the Treaty of Seville: That ſince there 
ne Inconveniencies for his Imperial Majeſty to fear, 
the Spaniſh Troops were to remain in the ſtrorg Places 

| in 
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in Tuſcany and Parma, they will not be able toguaray,

to that Prince, that thoſe Inconveniences are no « 
much to be fear'd now, as they will be hereifter : Ay; 
that there are even Reaſons why the Garriſons in Que 
Kion ought rather to be kept out before, than after the 
Caſe of the Devolution; becauſe, beſides the Prejudice 
which would thence accrue at any Time to the Interegs 
of the Emperor and the Empire, another would like. 
wife reſult from it to the Princes who are the hafyl 
Poſſeſſors of the Territories in Queſtion : Innocent 
Princes, upon whom nothing has drawn down their pre, 
ſent Diſgrace, but the Fate of ſecing their Succeſſu 
too haſty in puſhing his Hopes. And whereas the 
Paper diſpers'd at Ratisbon.alledges, that even the Tres. 
ty of London ſubjetts the preſent Poſſeſſors to receive 
Garriſons, the Author ſays, It is true, that Treaty does 
mention them, but that it ſpeaks only of neutral Gar. 
riſons; that is no where ſtipulated therein, that the 
contracting Powers reciprocally engag'd to force the pre- 
fent Poſſeſſors to receive them in caſe of Refuſal; thit 
on the contrary, after having refledted, in the Congreſs 
of Cambray, upon the Inconveniences with which even 
thoſe neutral Garriſons might be attended, they agreed 
upon gentler Methods of ſecuring the Succeſſion to Don 
Carlos; that the Conſent of the Empire was obtain'd for 
this End; that the Letters of Eventual Inveſtiture were 
deliver'd to the Spaniſh Plenipotentiaries; that the Mar- 
datum ad Subditos was expedited before-hand, to be made 
uſe of by Don Carlos as ſoon as the Caſe ſhould happen; 
and that Orders were given, as well to the Imperial 
Commiſſary in Italy, as to the Governor of Milan, t 
put the Fifth Article of the Quadruple Alliance in Exe 
cution, as ſoon as the Cafe mention'd therein ſhould 
. happen. After this, continues the Author, if the Views 
of the Court of Spain were limited to what is granted 
by the Treaties to the Male Deſcendants of the Qued,, 
could they defire more? And if there was any Thing 
farther they wanted, ought it not to ſuffice them, that 
the Emperor has offer'd, for above a Year paſt, to at 
to any Licher Security conſiſtent with the Treaties, and 
with the Rights of another Perſon ? He adds, that cv 
if they conſider only the Intereſts of the Princes Poſleſ- 
fors of Tuſcany and Parma, it will be found, that the 
Garriſons mention'd in the Treaty of London are in 8 
veral ReſpeRs preferable to thoſe agreed upon by It 


new Allies of Seville; that the firſt ought to wy 
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| among a Nation no more ſuſpeRted by them, than by any 
if the contracting Powers; that by the Precautions that 
| had been taken, they were not to be chargeable either 
1 the Country, or to them that govern'd it; that they 
vere to take an Oath to the Princes now in Poſſeſſion g 
ind that in every Thing wherein the Succeſhon defign'd 
tr Don Carlos was not concern'd, they were to be look d 
upon in the Life · time of thoſe Princes, rather as their 
aun Troops than as Foreigners; whereas the ſame Care 
his not been taken of the preſent Poſſeſſors, in the Gar- 
tilons ſtipulated by the Treaty of Seville. In ſhort, ſays 
the Author, to ſee the Eagerneſs of Spain to acknowledge 
the Rights of the Empire, one needs only compare 
Count Konigſeggs's Memorial, preſented to their Catho- 
lick Majeſties a little before the Concluſion of the Trea- 
ty of Seville, and the Anſwer which the Marqueſs de la 
Paz, made to it, the 4th of November laſt. There it 
will appear, how highly the Rights of the Empire are 
eſteem'd in Spain; that it is quite another Title upon 
which they pretend. to found Don Carlos's Succeſſion to 
the Territories of Tuſcany and Parma; and that the Court 
of Spain was not determined to ſign the Treaty of Seville, 
the Concluſion whereof was ſuſpended *till the Return 
of the Courier that had been ſent to Vienna about the 
Spariſh Garriſons, till a few Days after the Declaration 
that was made by Count Konigſegg. And the Author con- 
cludes, that after ſuch authentick Proofs, it can never 
more becalled in Queſtion, that it was for the Defence of 
the Rights of the Empire, that the Emperor ventur'd 
the Loſs of one of his moſt powerful Allies; as he has 

atually loſt him. | 5 DOES 
As for what is ſaid, That we muſt diſtinguiſh between 
Pretenſions and Rights ſettled eventually, and an aQtual

tion is made in the fifth Article of the Quadruple Al. 
lance, of the Rights which the Emperor and the En. 

ire claim to Tuſcany, and the Dutchies of Parma and 

lacentia, before the eventual Feudality is ſettled there. 
in, which is not mention'd *till afterwards: That every 
Body knows the Republick of Florence was new modell 
by Charles V. who placed Alexander de Medicis at the Head 
of it, and after his Death conferr'd the Dutchy of fl 
rence upon Coſmo de Medici, and his Male Heirs ; That 
every Body knows the City of Sienna is an Arrear-Fief 
of the Empire; that Charles V. conſtituted his Son Phi. 
lip Vicar-General of it; and that Philip ſome Years i. 
ter inveſted the ſame Co/mo with it: That in fine it 
is well known, how ſtrenuouſly Maximilian II. diſputed 
the Title of Great Duke, ſo ſoon as it was taken up, 
without being held of him. The Author adds, That the 
Advice of the Electoral College, whereby they exhorted 
that Prince to maintain the Rights of the Empire, and 
the Thanks they gave him when he had maintain't 
them, are ſtill to be found among the Ass of the Em- 
pire: That it is not to be doubted, but Parma and Ple 
centia formerly made a Part of the Dutchy of Mile, 
which all the World knows to be dependent upon the 
Empire: That it is not for the Author of the Remarks 
publiſh'd at Ratisbon, to give Judgment in Contradic- 
tion to the ſupreme Rights which the Emperor and the 
Empire have at all Times claim'd to the Territories in 
Queſtion ; That it cannot be ſuppos'd that France would 
authorize ſuch a Deciſion ; and beſides, tho' the Eſtates 
and Queſtions were not entirely actual Fiefs, it cannot 
be denied but there may be ſome that are comprehended 
in it; Porto-Feraio, for Inſtance, where they pretend to 
introduce a Spaniſh Gariſon, being of the Number of 
thoſe actually in the Poſſeſſion of the Emperor and the 
Empire. But ſuppoſing, for once, continues the Authir, 
that the Supreme Rights in Queſtion were only eventual, 
the Right of Don Carlos's Succeſſion is equally ſo; cn 
ſequently as it appeared to be necefſary at the Tine 
of the Quadruple Alliance, to make ſure of the Em: 
pire's Conſent for the Validity of the Eventual Con- 


vention, it is indiſpenſably neceſſary to do it now * 
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vhen they are departing from a Point formerly agreed 


upon by all the Parties that concurr'd therein. Whence 
he concludes, that in the preſent Diſpute, the Affair 
Joes not turn upon the Precautions to be taken to ſecure 
the exact and faithful Obſervation of the Treaty of 
London, nor upon the juſt and ſolid Meaſures for the 
Etecution of the fifth Article thereof; ſeeing the Em- 

or has all along offer'd to come into any Precautions 
and Meaſures, conſiſtent with the Spirit and Letter of 
that Treaty; but that his Imperial Majeſty cannot 
he perſuaded, that thoſe which are contrary thereto can 
paſs for juſt and ſolid. 

As for the Queſtion put by the Author of the Re- 
. narks, Whether it is to be by the Entrance of the Impe- 
rial Troops, which is to precede the Introduttion of the 
Infante Don Carlos, according to the Mandate annexed to 
the Commiſſorial Decree, the Spirit and Terms whereof 
diſcover all the Injury dene to Spain by the Treaty of 
Vienna, that they pretend to ſecure the exact and faithful 
Obſervation of the Treaty of London ? And whether it 
vas cenſiſtent with the Forecaſt which united ſo many 
Powers by the Treaty of Seville, to negle among 
themſelves juſt and ſolid Meaſures for the Execution of 
the Treaty of London, after the woful Experience of the 
Non-execution of the Treaty of Baden; as alſo of the 
Uſefulneſs of the Remonſtrances and Counſels of the 
Electoral College, in relation to the Dutchy of Mantua, 
and many other Fiefs dependent on the Empire ? It is 
aſwer'd, that it is ſtrange, That after having reproach'd 
the Emperor for not being haſty enough in the Execu- 
tion of the Quadruple Alliance, concerning the Securi- 


ty of the Proviſional Eſtabliſhment of Don Carlos, they. 


ſhould find Fault with him for uſing Means in order 
thereunto, which he was not obliged to do, though 
they are not contrary to the Diſpofition of the ſaid Al- 
liance ; That it is no leſs ſtrange, that they ſhould pre- 
tend to an Injury done to Spain, in an Order for which, 
the Ambafſador for that Crown made preſſing Inſtances 
it Venga, and for which their Catholick Majeſties ex- 
preſs'd their Satisfaction to Count Konig ſegg: And laſt- 
ly, that it is ſurprĩ ſing they ſhould charge the Treaty 
of Vienna with doing Injury, when it is grounded upon, 
ind entirely conformable to that of London, on which 
they lay no ſuch Imputation. That the Reproach con- 
<rning the Non-execution of the Treaty of Baden, is 
pretty fingular; and that the Imperial Court had no 
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Reaſon to expect it, after ſo many Grievances as the 
Have been complaining of to France, for theſe Fix. 
teen Years together, by her Non-execution of the ſame 
Treaty: That the Elector Palatine, the Biſhop of Shire 
the Duke of Wirtemberg, and many other States of the 
Empire know what this means: And that the Car. 
dinal de Fleury will not diſown, but it was the Fn. 
peror that made the moſt vigorous Inſtances at the 
Congreſs of Soiſſons, that the Grievances might be re- 
dreſs'd forthwith. The Imperial Court, continues the 
Author, as little expected, that the Apologiſt for the 
Treaty of Seville ſhould give himſelf ſuch a deal of 
Trouble about the Fiefs which depend upon the Em- 
pire in Italy, as they did the Reproach that is cif 
upon the ſaid Court touching the Non-execution of the 
Treaty of Baden; and the leſs, becauſe that Affair 
did not much concern the Powers engag'd in the Treaty 
of Seville. He ſavs, It is true the Emperor has under- 
taken by the tenth Article of his Capitulation, to lee 
to the Preſervation of the Rights and Fiefs of the 
Empire in Italy, to defend them againſt all Foreign 
Violence and Uſurpation, and to take the Inveſtiture 
of thoſe he poſſeſſes himſelf, or at leaſt to acknowledge 
their Feudality by the Reverſals he ſhould give. 4 
he adds, That his Imperial Majeſty has never afted con- 
trary hereto ;z that he has never pretended to call in 
Queſtion the Quality of the Fiefs he poſſeſſes; that he 
has taken the Inveſtiture of them; that nothing is 
wanting to the Security he has promiſed to give in 
that Reſpect; that he poſſefles the Dutchy of Mantua 
with the unanimous Conſent of the Electoral College. 
Laſtly, he concludes, Have the Allies any Reaſon to 
complain, that he neglects ſome Fiefs and thoſe Rights, 
or that he abandons the Vaſſals of the Empire to foreign 
Violence, by marching his Troops for the Defence ol 
both? | 

As for what the Author of the Remarks ſays, thut 
the Emperor has no Reaſon to upbraid France with her 
unwearied Endeavours to maintain Peace and good Or- 
der in the Empire; neither can he complain thereof, 
without wounding the Honour of the Guaranty of the 
Treaty of Weftphalia, ſo dear to the whole Germanick 
Body: It is anſwer'd, That the Guaranty of the Ire 
ty of Weſtphalia is certainly dear to the whole Germanick 
Body; but it does not thence follow, that under ſuch 
a Pretence France is at Liberty to intrude herſelf * 
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il the domeſtick Affairs of the Empire; and that un- 
der Colsur of maintaining Peace and good Order therein, 
he is author iz d to diſturb the ſame: That the Em- 
ror and the States do not want the Inter poſit ion of a 
oreign Power, to maintain that Peace and good Order: 
And that as they do not pretend to ſtrike at what was 
i pulated by the Treaty of Weſtphalia, no more do they 
pretend to ſuffer that in Aﬀairs purely judicial, and de- 
ndent on the ſupreme Tribunals of Germany, France 
hall arrogate to herſelf the Power of concurring in a 
Judicature, which the Emperor has the ſole Right of 

aſſuming. 
To What is ſaid, That France deſires nothing in the 
Affair of Mecklemburgh, or in that of Eaſt - Frieſland, 
but what every particular State and the Emperor ought 
to defire more than ſne; that the Emperor did, at the 
Inſtances of the King, enter into ſome particular En- 
eagements about the Management of the Affair of Eaſt- 
Friefland, in Conſideration of which, the States-General 
prevail'd with the Embdeners to ſubmit themſelves 3 
and that their High-Mightineſſes ated in this Affair 
in Concert with the Emperor's Miniſter in Holland, 
and he with them: It is anſwer'd, That the Emperor 
does not pretend to gain any Thing by the Affair of 
Mecklemburgh ; that he is deſirous of Duke Charles Leo- 
pold's returning to his Duty; that he aims at nothing 
but the entire Preſervation of ſo conſiderable a Dutchy ; 
that he cannot be ſuſpected of deſigning to gain an 
Inch of Land; and if every Body was of his Mind in 
that Reſpect, we ſhould ſoon fee good Order reſtor'd 
therein, and the Fear ef its being diſmember'd, would 
vaniſh. He adds, That his Imperial Majeſty's Endea- 
vours have no other View, than to take Care that Duke 
Charles Leopold ſhall not tyrannize over his Subjects, and 
to ſee that the Debts which are contracted, be paid 
without parting with any of the Dutchy ; and that by 
the Declarations which the Emperor has ſo often made, 
that he did not pretend to derogate in the leaſt from the 
Rights, Prerogatives, and Liberties of the States of the 
mpire, nor to act contrarily to the twentieth Article of 
the Capitulation, and by the Care he took to lay the 
Affair of the Duke of Mecklemburgh before the Dyet in 
Cue Time, the whole World may be convinced that in eve-

laſt to Kuſtrin, and the next Day notify'd to the prince 
Royal that the King, from a pure Motive of Paterny 
Love, and a due Regard to the moving Letter ſent by 
the Emperor in his Behalf, was pleaſed to pardon hin: 
Then they laid the King's Orders down before him 
which the Prince accepted with decent Submiſſon, * 
expreſs'd his Joy for his happy Return into Favour; 
then receiv'd from the Hands of M. de Thulemeyer, a C. 
Py of the Oath he was to take, to examine and keep it 
for twenty-four Hours, purſuant to Orders. On Sundy 
his Royal Highneſs was conducted by the Gentlemen in 
Commiſſion to the Preſident de Moncho's Apartment, 
where the Lieutenant General Lepel, Governor of Kuftin, 
return'd him his Sword in the King's Name, with the 
Enſigns of the Order. M. de Thulemeyer read the Oh 
aloud, and the Prince, who had got it by Heart, te- 
peated every Word diſtinctly, and fign'd it, Upon 
which a Courier was diſpatch'd to the King, and the 
whole Company repair'd to Church, to give God Thanks, 
where his Royal Highneſs appear'd with great Dero- 
tion, and all the viſible Marks of Contrition. The 
Prince will remain at Kuſtrin ſome Time, where a w. 
ble Palace is preparing for his Reception. His Royal 
Highneſs will aſſiſt at the Conferences of the Regency 
and the Chamber of the Nouvelle Marche, to be thorough- 
ly inſtructed in the Affairs relating to the inner Part af 
the Country, wherein his excellent Wit gives Hopes of

Theſe Particulars are confirm'd by freſher Letters, 
which ſav, That on. Sunday, Nov. 26, the Prince Royal 
receiv'd the Communion in the Church of the Caſtle of 
Kuſtrin, with extraordinary Marks of Devotion. They 
tell us, that his Royal Highnefs is ſhortly to come to 
Potſdam, to pay his Duty to the King his Father.

Ardinal Coſcia having ask'd the Pope's Leave to go to 
* Naples and Benevento, for Change of Air for the 
Recovery of his Health, he was anſwer'd, that if he 
had a Mind for Change of Air, he might have it in the 
Suburbs of Rome; but he was charged at the ſame 
Time, not to go out of the Territories of the Church. 
His Holineſs has nominated an Apoſtolical Vicar at Be- 
nevento, of which the ſaid Cardinal is Archbiſhop, and 
has reſerv'd to himſelf the Diſpoſal of all the Bene- 
ces that ſhall become vacant in that Dioceſe ; ſo that 
his Coſcian Eminency is diveſted of all his Power there. 
The Cameral Congregation has, we hear, order'd Cardinal 
Ciſcia to repay to the Apoſtolical Chamber the Sum of 
36,000 Crowns, ariſing from a Penſion he obtained of 
the late Pope, as if he had been one of his Nephews, 
who have generally a Penſion of 12,000 Crowns a-piece, 
but his Eminency had found Means to get three Years 
Advance, There is a further Demand of 500,000 
Crowns, which he made the Apoſtolick Chamber pay him, 
though they were not due to him, as appears by the Ac- 
counts of the Chamber. The ſame Cameral Congregation 
have likewiſe order'd Signior Negroni, formerly Treaſu- 
der, to pay into the Chamber forthwith the 40,000 
Crowns due from him, beſides 53,000 Crowns for which 
Kenior Compoſtini, Treaſurer of Ferrara and Comacc lia, is 
Debtor, having diſpoſed of that Sum by Order of Sig- 
mor Negroni, without acquainting the Chamber with it. 

Ts reported upon this Occaſion, that the Pope having 
«Kd Signior Sacripanti, Treaſurer-General, ſome Days 
2, how his Caſh ſtood affected, and that Prelate an- 
age, him, that there were yet a great many Blanks 
o fill up, his Holineſs reply'd, it ſhould not be long 2 
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On Monday laſt, Signior Pratti, a Beneventine, was com. 
mitted to Priſon by the Pope's Order, as were likewiſe 
his Domeſticks: The ſame Day an Inventory was taken 
of all his Effects; and they found among other Thing, 
40,000 Crowns in Gold and Silver Specie, 300 Spanik 
Piſtoles, Bills for ſome Thouſands of Crowns, and 
10,022 Ounces of Silver Plate; all which were carry 
to the Apoſtolick Chamber. Signior Genoueſi hearing 
this, broke the Seal that was put upon his Effeds, and 
made his Eſcape with all the Money he could carry, 
On Tueſday Signior Romani was examined in his Priſon 
for three Hours, by Signior Forelli, Secretary to the Cri. 
mina! Congregation; and *tis ſaid, his Affairs are in 
very bad Way, Signiors Iſoldi, Gallerati, and Clementini, 
who were confined to their Houſes, have been ſince com- 
mitted to Prifon by Order of the ſaid Congregation, 
Signor Fiorelli went ſome Days ago to Cardinal Fiss, 
to demand all the Papers out of his Hands, that re- 
lated to the Congregation of the Holy Office, and his 
Eminency not ſhewing a ready Compliance, he gave 
him to underſtand, that if he made the leaſt Heſitation, 
he had thoſe with him who would take them by Force. 
The Cardinal ſurpriz'd with ſuch a rough Sort of Uſage, 
immediately deliver'd up the Papers he came for. 
Rome, Dec. 27. Cardinal Coſcia has at laſt offer'd ts 
reſign his Archbiſhoprick of Benewento; but as he pre- 
tended to reſerve to himſelf a conſiderable Penfion out 
of the Revenues of that See, his Reſignation was not 
accepted. His Friends have uſed all imaginable Argu- 
ments, to perſwade him to comply with the Defire of 
the Pope, as the beſt Way to obtain his Favour ; but his 
Eminence continuing obſtinate and inflexible, a Monito- 
ry againſt him was publiſh'd the 23d of this Month, 
and afhx'd in the uſual Places; by which, Cardinal 
Coſcia was peremptorily required to reſign his Arch. 
biſhoprick of Benevento to the Pope. That Monitot) 
contains in Subſtance, © That the Cardinals appointed to 
© examine this Affair, have, upon the Evidence Pio 
© duc'd againſt him, judg'd him incapable of poet 
© that Archbiſhoprick ; and beſides that, the Peopie e 
© Bencvento have declar'd, that they will never receive 
© and acknowledge him for their Paſtor, nor obey his 
Orders; and therefore, that if his Eminence docs _ 
© forthwith reſign the ſame. his Holineſs, who has 1 
ready nominated an Adminiſtrator of that Archvt- 
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© Thoprick, will by his own Authority, beſtow . 
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© another Perſon. * As ſoon as this Monitory was ſigni- 
fy'd to Cardinal Coſcia, he ſent for his Advocates, with 
whom he had a long Conference, in which they pre- 

rd a Memorial, to be preſented to the Cungr-gati- 
on Supernonnullis, by which he deſir'd a convenient 
Delay, in order to make his Reſignation upon certain 
Conditions; but that Memorial was ſent back to him, 
with theſe Latin Words; Lectum e quia ſufficit notoria 
diffamatio pro dimiſſione Archiepiſcopatus abſque mora, 
to let him know it was rejected, and that the notorious 


Defamation he labeur'd under, was ſufficient Ground for 


his immediate Expulſion, 
This determin'd the unwilling Cardinal to obey, and 
he has actually reſign'd the ſaid Archbiſhoprick to the 


Pope, in the Form requir'd of him, without any Pen- 


ſin or Reſervation whatever. 

Rome, Jan. 3. Cardinal Coſcia having deferr*d as Jong 
as he could to reſign the Archbiſhoprick of Benevento, 
was at laſt peremptorily commanded to do it by a Moni- 
tory, dated the 19th of December; in which, the Hatred 
of the Beneventines is alledg'd as a Reaſon for his Reſig- 
nation; becauſe, it is impoſſible that a Perſon who has 
made himſelf ſo odious to that People, could exerciſe his 
Miniſtry with Honour and Edifcation amongſt them. 
The Tumult which happen'd abcut that Time at Bene- 
vento, contributed very much to fix the Irrefolution of 
Cardinal Coſcia. The Populace met together in prodigi- 
dus Multitudes, ran to the Archbiſhop's Palace, tore 
down the Arms of Cardinal Co/cia which had been put 
over the great Gate, and dragged it about the Streets. 
They deſigned afterwards to ſet it on Fire, and demoliſh 
it to the Foundations, as a laſting Monument of his ty- 
rannical Government, and their juſt Reſentment ; but 
they were prevented by Signor Bondelmonte, the Apoſſo- 
lical Commiſſary, who ſent a ſtrong Detachment of Sol- 
diers and Sirri to ſecure the Palace; and at the ſame 
Time ſent Word to the People, that he would aſſure them 
they ſhould hear by the next Letters from Rome, that 
Cardinal Coſcia had aQually reſign'd that Archbiſhoprick. 
dignor Bondelmonte did not deceive them, for the next 
Advices brought an Account of his Reſignation z where- 
upon, the Beneventines made Bonfires all over the City for 
three Nights ſucceſſively, and had a ſolemn Proceſſion to 
return God Thanks for their Delivery from the Oppreſ- 
fon they have groan'd under that inſatiable Prelate. The 
Complaints and Remonſtrances made by the People of 
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B enevento by the Commiſſary aforeſaid, and by hin 
tranſmitted to the Congregation Supernonnullis is 
500 Pages long, and is ſubſcrib'd by all the princi

Cardinal Fini, wiſer than Cardinal 
Coſcia, did not diſpute with the Pope; but having im- 
mediately cauſed an A of Renunciation and Sub- 
miſſion, which he concluded in theſe Words written with 
his own Hand, Since this is the Will of the Father, I con 
form myſelf to it with Reſpect and Submiſſion, he ſent the 
ſame to Cardinal Banchieri. The Congregation aforeſaid 
will ſoon proceed againſt Cardinal Marini, one of the 
Favourites of the late Pontiff; which makes People 
believe, that the Emperor has withdrawn his Protection 
from thoſe Delinquents. The Sieur Bondelmonte, Commiſ- 
ſary at Benevento, has ſeiz'd and cofiſcated a great Quan- 
tity of Plate and other Goods belonging to Cardinal Coſcia, 
valued at 250,000 Crowns, and hopes to make farther 
Diſcoveries.

Gentlemen, | 
lf his Imperial and Catholick Majeſty has order'd me 


to communicate to you the Lreaty concluded and 
ſigned at Vienna the 16th paſt, between his Imperial and 
Catholick Majeſty and his Majeſty the King of Great 
Britain, and to invite the Republick to enter into it, as 
a principal Contracting Party, ſhe is therein named as 
ſuch, becauſe his Imperial and Catholick Majelty 
thought it would redound to the Honour of the States- 
General, and becauſe that Expreſſion is the beſt Proof 
of the great Value which his Imperial and Catholick 
Majeſty ſets upon the Friendſhip of your Republick. 
Her Intereſts are ſo well provided for therein, that I 
hope you will Jook upon the ſaid Treaty as advanta- 
geous, and (I will venture to ſay) neceſſary for the 
common Welfare of both Parties; and that you will not 
heſitate to enter into reciprocal Engagements with the 
Emperor, | 

His Imperial and Catholick Majeſty would have been 
extremely glad to have carry'd on this Negociation, from the 
Beginning to the End, with the Republick's Participation;

tho' ſhe has ſpent a great Part of her Life in Privacy, 
and little taken Notice of, ſeems to follow as prudent 
and happy Maxims of State as could have been expected 
from the longeſt Experience, The great End purſued 
under her Government is the cultivating diligently the 
Arts of Peace; among which her Miniſters have parti- 
cularly under their Care the promoting of Commerce; 
which the Situation of that vaſl Empire (bordering on 
alwoft all the Northern and Eaftern Parts of Aſia) gives 
them peculiar Opportunities for. They have at pre- 
ſent under their Conſiderat ion the opening a Trade with 
Perfia and China; by which they hope to make their 
Country the Staple of Eaft-India Commodities for the 
Northern Parts of Europe, The former they propoſe to 
compaſs by Means of the Rivers, which, from Muſcovy 
on one Side, and from Perſia on the other, fall into the 
Caſpian Sea, and make, bv that Means, a navigable 
Communication between the Inland Parts of thoſe great 
Empires. As they want this Convenience on the Side 
of China, thev propoſe to ſupply it by making a con- 
venient Road quite thro' the Dominions of Muſcovy, 
to the very Frontiers of China, which ſhall be ſupply'd 
by the Care of the Government, with every Thing that 
may render the Paſſage eaſy and convenient. For the

HE ſaid Committee report, That the Clerk of this 
Houſe, according to Order, laid before them, a 
Copy of the Petition of the General Aſſembly of this 
lnand to his Majeſty, which paſs'd the Houſe on the 
1th Day of Jul), 1728, and at the ſame Time aſſured 
them, that he had not, nor ever had, in his Cuſtody, 


any Papers or Proceedings whatever relating thereto z 


and the ſaid Committee ſay, that they cannot learn whe- 
ther the ſaid Petition was ever preferred, or not: But 
they are inform'd, that it was tranſmitted to Great Bri- 
min, in order to be preferred to his Majeſty, and miſcar- 
ry'd for Want of proper Agents to ſolicite the ſame. _ 

Ide Committee beg Leave to repreſent to the Houſe, 
that the ſaid Petition ſet forth, That in the Year 1722, 
when his Excellency Henry Worſley, Eſq; took the Ad- 
miniſtration of this Government upon him, and for ma- 
ny Years before, the Gentlemen of the Ifland having 
been haraſs'd with Parties and Diviſtons, in hopes to 
put an End to the ſame, and to obtain the Redreſs of ſe- 
veral Grievances, were wrought upon to ſubmit to a 
dettlement of 6000 J. Sterling per Annum on the ſaid Go- 
vernor during his Reſidence here, in the Quality of his 
lte Majeſty's Governor; a Settlement ſo very extrava-

it is the greater Surprize to us, that any Objection ſhould 
poſtbly be made to the immediate Payment of what is 
due thereon. Nothing ſurely is more reaſonable, than that 
Services done the Publick ſhould be rewarded by the 
Publick, fince no private Perſon is oblig'd to do it; and 
uthis has been always uſed, and is now conſtantly prac- 
tiſed, even with reſpeQ to the Officers of the General

The Sugar Trade was originally in the Hands of the 
Portugueſe, who ſupply'd moſt part of Europe with their 
Brazil Sugars; which were at firſt ſold (that is the white 
dugars) from ſeven to Eight Pounds per Hundred. But 
asthe Engliſh Plantations increas'd in making Sugars, they 
drought the Price of thoſe of the Braxils to Fifty Shil- 
lings or Three Pounds per Hundred; and fince that Time 
ve have beat them out of almoſt all. that Trade on this 
vide the Streights Mouth. But before this could be done, 
our Planters of Barbadboes and other Ilands, were forc'd 
gell theirs at Six, Seven, or Eight Shillings per Hun- 

fed; by which the Portuguexe in Brazil being diſ- 
courag'd from going on, the Trade was left in our Hands, 
in good Meaſure; and the Conſumption of Sugars increa- 
mc gave us an Opportunity of raiſing ours exceed-

The late King of France, among his other Schemes for 

making himſelf Sovereign of Europe, was very attentive 


to 
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to the Aﬀair of Commerce, as knowing that to be the 
ſureſt Way of bringing in that Wealth which is calla the 
Sinews of War. He gave all imaginable Aſſiſtance to thoſe 
who were capable, and diſpoſed to carry jt on; and he. 
ing poſſeſs'd of Martinico, Cuardalupe, and other INands 
in the Gylph of Mexico, he ſet. the People at work ty 
raiſe Sugars there; and from thoſe Places Fravce had not 
only a ſufficient ſupply for their own Conſumption, but 
brought a conſiderable Treaſure into that Kingdom. This 
ſucceſs put the French upon ſeizing Part of the Iſland of 
Hiſpaniola, which being very fertile, and proper for Su- 
gar, inclined the Planters to ſettle there ; but wanting 
Stocks to tranſport themſelves, and to ere Works, the 
King, as tis fajd, paid the Paſſage of all ſuch as were 
willing to ſettle themſelves and Families in thoſe Co- 
Jonies, with an Allowance for Proviſions, and other 
Neceſlaries for maintaining them a whole Year after their 
Arrival, befides other large Encouragements; this ſoon 
put them upon making ſuch Quantities of Sugar, that 
they have of late Years generally underſold us in the 
Markets of Hamburg, Holland, Flanders, &c. which about 
35 or 40 Years ago were chietly ſupplied by us. Beſides 
this, the Iſland of Barbados is very much worn out, and 
docs not afford the ſame Quantity of Sugars it did here- 
tofore ; yet the Planters live in great Splendor, andat 
a vaſt Expence; while the French in the Iſland of Hi-

are carried on in this Kingdom; and the Czar of My 
covy being ſenſible we muſt have our Supply of Hemp 
Oc. from him, has, in a Manner, made a Monopolyq 
it; and what he fells, will have his own Price tir 
in ready Money or Bills of Exchange, and the reſt! 
ſuch Goods as he thinks fit. The Neceſty we at 
under for thoſe Commodities, ought to put us up 
all imaginable Care and Study how to provide them 
Jeſt we ſhould happen to be under the ſame Necelit 
for them, that we were in the Year 1703, for Pite 
and Tar. when the Government of Sweden abſolute! 
reſuſcd to let us have them fonour ready Money, othe 
wiſe than in their own Shipping from their Tar Cort 
pany here, at their own Price, and only in ſuc 
Quantities as they thought fit. Upon that Dia 
pointment, the Government, by allowing a conſid 
rable Encouragement for carrying on the Manufaturf 
of Pitch and Tar, had ſufficient Quantities from out os 
Plantations; and it is greatly to be deſired the lis 
Encouragement was given for raiſing Hemp and Flax 
for fince we have Plantations where Hemp! 
Flax, and ali Sorts of Naval Stores may be rais d, 1. 
ſo many and ſo great Advantages to this Kingdom, 
would be unaccountable to leave us dependent and 
an Uncertainty for them, and to be ſupplied only 
a Prince that will be pid for them juli as he pleaſes 
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© It is very well known, that our Land is too dear 
for raiſing Hemp and Flax, and what is grown here 
(though it is tough and makes ſtrong Linnen) neither 
 drefſes ſo kindly nor whitens ſo well as that which 
grows in warmer Climates. In Ruſſia the beſt Hemp 
© ind Flax grow in the Southermoſt Parts of the King- 
„dom, where the Summer is hot and the Air clear, 
and yet the Flax is not accounted ſo good as that 
© which grows in Egypt or Italy. | 

© Egypt has always been eſteem'd for its Linnen, 
© and now ſupplies Leghorne with Quantities, and the 
© Coaſt of Syria, Aſia Minor, Smyrna, Conſtantinople, and 
© qther great Cities have a Supply of Hemp and Flax 
© from thence. All our Colonies (which run twelve or 
© fourteen Hundred Miles in Length, and all the Way 
© border upon the Sea) have very hot Summers, the 
gouthermoſt Parts of them lie near the ſame Latitude 
© with Egypt, and the North Part much about the ſame 


© with Ancona, or Bologna in Italy, where excellent Hemp

Part of thoſe Linnens made in the three Kingdoms, 
All other Nations of Europe are ſo wiſe as to make 
Linnen enough for their own Uſe, Portugal, Spain, and 
what is imported into 1ta/y excepted ; and if the Go- 
vernment does not take Care to put thoſe poor People 
into proper Regulations and Employments, they wuli 
continue in Miſery and Want. | 

He farther obſerves, © That Silk, Hemp, and Flar, 
may be carried on by the ſame Hands, and not inter- 
fere one with another; for after the ſowing of Hemp 
and Flax, the Mulberry-Leaves come to be in Per- 
fection for feeding the Silk-Worms ; and the Silk Har- 
veſt (as it is called) is over before Hemp and Flax are 
ripe; thus the Perſons employ'd in the Silk, may turn 
their Hands to that of Hemp and Flax, the breaking 
and dreſſing of which may be Work for them all the 
reſt of the Vear. The Stocks and Utenſils to be em. 
ploy'd in them, will coſt but a ſmall Matter; but 
the Care of the Government to ſupply them with Flax 
and Hemp-Seed, at their firſt Beginning, as well u 
Seed for producing Silk-Worms, to be deliver'd to the 
Planters at the proper Seaſons, will be abſolutely ne:

Louis XIII. his Son, could not immediately reſume 
that Deſign, by reaſon of his Minority, croſs'd by the 
Ambition of the Grandees and Favourites, Every thing 
was ſuſpended by the Concluſion of a double Marriage 
between the Two Crowns. Spain, where the Salique 
Law does not prevail, requir'd a Renunciation of the 
Infanta Anne of Auſtria, to keep up the Equilibrium be. 
tween thoſe two Rival and incompatible Crowns; 4 
teeble Rampart, as the Conſequences proved. The 
Cardinal de Richlieu, being fix'd in the Miniſtry, ſwon i 
thew'd what a great Genius was capable of undertaking 
and executing. He humbled the Grandees, raiſed the 
Royal Authority; and then turning his Views againit 
the Houſe of Auſtria, he excited that great Motion which 
was then ſeen throughout Europe, and notwithſtanding the 
Briars that obſtructed his Paſſage at Court, he clear'd the 
Way to all that we now behold. But his Death, follow'd 
by that of the King, changed the Face of Aff irs for 2 
Time. 4 

Louis le Grand, coming to the Crown very young, I 
under the Regency of the Queen his Mother, and tie 
Miniſtry of Cardinal Mazarin, the early Aufpices of 2 
Glorious Reign were nipp'd in the Bud, and interrupted 
by a Civil War, which endanger'd his Crown, and gave 
the Proteſtants an Opportunity of ſignalizing their Fide- 8 
lity, tho? in the End it could not preſerve them from 
Ruin. The Peace of Munſter, which put an End to the 
Troubles of Germany, and ſtrengthen'd the United Pra- 
vinces, was follow'd a few Years after by that of the 
Pyrences, and the Marriage of the Moſt Chriſtian King 
with the Infanta Maria-Tere«ſa ; a Source of new Preten-g 
ſions, and of new Broils, of which we cannot yet [ce the 
End. Spain then believ'd ſhe had ſhut the Door with 
the Seal of a ſolemn Renunciation ; but ſhe ſoon ay 
it open again upon the Death of Philip IV. France ha 'Y 
had Time to gather new Strength; the Face of Ati 
England was chang'd by the Reſtoration of K. Charles II 
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Power in his own Dominions had no Bounds but his 
Will and Pleaſure 3 and the Conjuncture favour'd on all 
Hands the Execution of his Grandfather's great De- 
ſigns. Thus nothing appear'd impoſſible to the Grand 
Monarch z no, not even the making all France Catholicks 
i Reunion, which, in the Judgment of Monſieur Talon 
in the Arret of Jan. 23, 1688, appear'd not only to tue 
Paliticans, Gut even to Perſons of the greateft Piety and 
Leal, a Project equally dangerous and chimerical, and which 
had indeed deſerv'd immortal Praiſe, had the Spirit of 
the Goſpel d.refted the Plan and Execution of it, in 
thoſe who were entruſted with it, inſtead of the Revoca- 
cation of the Edict of Nantes, and ſo many crying Me- 
thods, as were practiſed to make Converſions which at this 
Day have nothing but the Name. 

The Conſequences have ſhewn, in the Courſe of al- 
moſt 40 Years, what have been the Effects, of which 
that great Power has made the others ſenſible, and how 
many Efforts, they were oblig'd to multiply, in pro- 
portion to the Delay, to reſtore the Equilibrium. The 
Storm was no ſooner diſperſed in one Place, but it ga- 
ther'd in another, Oc.

I come now to examine the Situation in which the 
Houſes of Auſtria and Baurbon find themſelves at this In- 
ſtant. Is there that Equality of Strength and Power be- 
twixt them, which can eſtabliſh the Safety and Tran- 
quillity of the Republick ? 


I ſee, on the one Hand, France equally formidable, 
both for the Extent of her Commerce, the Fertility and 


Riches of Country, and for her Situation and Form df 
Government, abſolutely Deſpotick She has above 
200,000 Men on foot, and upwards of 200 Millions of 
Livres Revenue : She is the only Power that has any 
Ways improv'd the Peace we have enjoy'd theſe 19 Years, 
by redreſling her Finances, which ſhe has done to ſo good 
purpoſe, that the Annuities upon the Hotel de Ville, and 
all her Expences for the Maintenance of her Troops, 
her Navy, Oc. are punRtually paid, and ſeveral Mil- 
lions ſav'd every Year. Add to this, that the preſent 
King's Age, who is already provided with Succeſſors, 
(morally ſpeaking) ſecures this Kingdom from the Trou- 
bles that generally attend a Minority. 

I ſee on the other Hand, that the Houſe of Auſtria is 
indeed poſſeſt of a vaſt Extent of Countries, but without 
wy Commerce or Shipping, and ſo little Wealth, oat 
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| er inn 
the Revenues of them are hardly ſufficient to maintzi 
the Troops neceſſary for their Defence. Nay, their ver 
Situation renders the keeping of them Difficult, becayrM 
they are at a great Diſtance from each other, and beſides M 
one Part of them is continually expoſed to an Invafnll 
of the Turks. I agree, that the Emperor has now 160.00 
Men on Foot; but do you not know, Sir, how dear ſuch 
an Effort has coft him? how many Millions he has been 
forc'd to borrow ? and the Impoſlibillity of his continuing 
that Expence ? _ 
I could ſay a great deal more to make you ſenſible of 
the great Diſproportion of Power between thoſe Tua 
Houſes. ¶ Auſtria and Bourbon. |} How many Miracles 
were wanted, at the Beginning of the laſt War, to fave 
the Houſe of Auſtria, though theTwo Martime Powers 
had join'd all their Forces with hers and the Empire's 2 
This is enough to convince you, that far from contri- 


buting to leſſen the Houſe of Auſtria, already 1 inferior : 
to her Rival, it is our Intereff to fall in with all proper 
Meaſures to eſtabliſh and maintain the Su cceſſion to his 
Imperial Majeſty's Dominions entire in one and the 
ſame Perſon. Can you then think it dangerous for the 
Republick, Sir, to enter into an Engagement of this N- 
ture? Is it not, on the contrary, abſolutely neceſſary 
for her Security? Have I not often heard you ſay, it 
would be the greateſt Happineſs that could befall Europe, 
for the Emperor to have an Archduke? Now this Want 4 
is ſupplied ; and we obtain the ſame Advantage in ſomeW 
meaſure, by preventing the Partition of the Emperor's 

minions. | 1 

2. But ſuppoſing our Safety did not ſo much depend up 
on it, the Guaranty propoſed opens to us an eaſy Way 10 
extricate our ſelves out of a fluftuating and painful Situation. 
It muſt be ſaid with ſome Sort of Reaſon, that ſince the 
Treaty of Utrecht, we have had a Peace without Quiet, 
and a War without a Rupture : In what a Condition are, 
we, in particular, ſince the Treaty of Seville? Obliged I 
on the one Hand to put that Treaty in Execution, up- 
on Forfeiture of the Friendſhip of Spain, and conl:-Þ 
quently the Advantages of our Commerce; we found 4 
ourſelves, on the other Hand, under an Impoſſibility oy 
executing it, by Reaſon of the Difficulties and Incon- 
veniencies which are very well known, and with which 5 
no Perſon is better acquainted than yourſelf, Sir, u hv 
have ſeen the Plans which were propoſed, and which 
would inevitably have engaged us in @ nal 
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pp is it for us, thereſore, that the Emperor has the 
cyranty of the Succeſhon to his Dominions ſo much 
Heart, that he condeſcends, for the ſake of an En- 
gement every way conducive to our own ſafety, to re- 
more ſuch ſubſtantial Difficulties, and to give us by that 
Means an Opportunity of extricating ourſelves out of the 
ſyils in which we find ourſelves entangled. 

To make this appear yet plainer, let us for once ſup- 
we the Emperor to be dead. Should we look, like in- 
ferent S pectators, upon the Wars that would ariſe be- 
ween the Pretenders to the Succeſſion of his Imperial 
Mjeſty's Territories? Should we not haſlily run in to 
nder the Diſmembering of a Power, which has already 
nuch ado to maintain the Ballance of Europe ! What do 
regrant now by the Guaranty demanded of us? Nothing 
tut what (whenever the Caſe happens) we ſhould give 
vithout any Engagement, and for our own Intereſt; Do 
wt you perceive this remarkable Difference? What we 
hould then do out of Neceſſity, and without any Cer- 
tinty of reaping the great Advantages that are offer'd 
ls, we can now do very ſerviceably for our ſelves in par- 


tcular, and attain at the ſame time all the Ends of the 


Miance of Hanover and of the Treaty of Seville. 

The Republick, no doubt, foreſaw, according to her 
ul Wiſdom, the Advantages that would accrue from the 
Guaranty propoſed ; for when the Emperor firſt de- 
nanded it, and it was rejected by France, the order'd her 
Viniſters at Paris to declare, that ſhe thought that Pro- 
poſition was not at all out of the Way, but that they 
toht to treat upon that Foot. Soon after, ihe offer'd to 
te Emperor, in Conjunction with Exgland and France, 
lhe Guaranty of all his Territories in Ifaly; a Guaranty 
n which, of all others, we are the leaſt concern'd. Since 
ve would engage, therefore, to guaranty that Purt of his 
Imperial Majeſty's Dominions, have we not certainly 
much ſtronger Reaſons to guaranty the other, which 
comes nearer Home to us?

n purſuance of the 26th Article they are allow'd the 
pblick Exerciſe thereof, in ſome certain Places only:

II. There ſhall be no Miniſters, except in the Places 
pecified in the ſaid Article, for the publick Exerciſe of 
Religion of thoſe of the ſaid Confeſhons who actually

In our laſt we gave the Emperor's Commiſſorial De. 
cree to the Dyet of Ratisbon, deſiring their Conſent to 
the Treaty of Vienna. They have ſince return'd that! 
deſir'd Conſent in the following Words. 


TW O his Excellency the Lord Frobenius Ferdinand, 
Landgrave and Prince of Furſtembuyg, Oc. Knight 
of the Golden Fleece, Privy Councellor to the Emperor, 
and his Principal Commiſſioner to the Dyet of the Em- 
pire: Be it known to your Highneſs, That having ſeen and 
maturely conſidered, in the Three Colleges of the Em- 

pire, the Imperial Commiſſorial Decree, the zd Arti. 
cle of the Treaty concluded between his Imperial Ma- 
Jeſty and the King of Great Britain, and two Declara- WI 
tions concerning the Succeſſion of Parma, and the Intro- 
duQtion of 6000 Spaniards into the ſtrong Places of Tu. 
cany, Parma and Placentia, ſigned at Vienna the 16th of 
March this preſent Vear, and communicated to the Dyet 
by publick Dictature the 21ſt of May laſt ; and having 
well weigh'd every thing according to the Importance of 
the Matter, and the Circumſtances of Affairs; it has been 
reſolv'd and agreed, moſt humbly to thank his Impe-Y 
rial Majeſty on the Part of the Empire, not only for the 
paternal and indefatigable Care he has taken (even by poſl- 
poning the private Intereſt of his Auguſt Houſe, and that 
after ſo great Expence) to preſerve and maintain the 
peace and Tranquillity of all Chriſtendom in general, and 
of our dear Country in particular; but alſo for commu- 
nicating the ſaid Treaty and Declarations : The rather 
becauſe in maintaining the ſaid Peace, his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty purſu'd the Advice of ſeveral Electors and Prin.

HE State of Things in this Northern Part of Ger-

inary Intimacy between the King of Pruſſia and the

o whoſe Proceedings in the EleSorate of Hanover 
lee Bift. Reg. Ne LVIII. . 139. ] ſome of the Articles 
ſtem to have a particular Regard. As it is very pro- 
hble this Treaty will be attended with ſome remar- 
table Conſequences, we ſhall here inſett it. 


Treaty of Union and Defenſive Alliance Betaveen the Electo- 
rates of Saxony and Hanover, concluded at Dreſden, 
the 34 of Auguſt 1731. | 


E it known, That whereas the Predeceſſors of the 

Electoral Houſes of Saxony and Brunſwick Lunenburg 
have from all Antiquity maintain'd a particular good 
Intelligence together, which did not only pave the Way 
to the Treaty of perpetual Hereditary Union, which 
ws concluded between the two Houſes in the Year 
1687, and has been continu'd without Interruption "till 
now, and tranſmitted down to the two Princes now 
reigning ; but has moreover been ſtrengthen'd by the 
Proximity of Blood eſtabliſh'd between them, and by 
the perſonal Conſideration which they mutually have 
fr each other; and whereas both Parties have agreed, 
upon theſe Grounds and Motives, to cultivate and ce» 
ment yet more that Band of Union, Friendſhip, Con- 
tdence and Good Neighbourhood, which have been found 
{ advantageous hitherto; and in order thereunto, to 
igree together upon a new Defenſive Treaty, accom- 
modated to the Circumſtances of the preſent Time, and 
to the Safety and Proſperity of their reſpective Coun» 
tries and Subjects: For theſe Cauſes, the two Parties have 
greed upon the following Articles, which have been 
negotiated and concluded by their Miniſters furniſh'd 
vith full Powers for that Purpoſe.

and conſult together frequently and with Confidence

But the Power 
A the Jeſuites was ſuch, that the Diſcovery had like 
tb have prov'd her Ruin: For the CircumſpeRion of 
that Society, which afts by Maxims of the moſt decp 
ind ſubtil Policy, ſoon alarm'd them with an Apprehen- 
bin, that ſo enormous a Crime in a Perſon of ſome Fi- 
fire among them, might reflect upon the whole Body 
nd as they make a great Profeſſion and Shew of the ut- 
moſt Sobriety and Regularity, they thought themſel ves 
obliged in all Haſte, to ſuppreſs this Scandal. To this 
End they uſed all their Power and Influence (which are 
"ery great both in Money and Intereſt) to ſtifle this 
Complaint as ſoon as it was made, tho' with the Ruin of 
the injur'd Perſon ; being too refin'd Politicians to re- 
pd the Injuſtice of ſuch a Proceeding, when the Re- 
putation” of the Order was at Stake.

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obliged her, in her own Defence, to demand Juſtice 
againſt her Seducer, for the Wrongs he had done her 
But the Intereft of the Jeſuits gave Father Girard the 
Superiority in all the Proceedings at Law); and his Par 
ty talk'd of no leſs than puniſhing her with Death; n«elf 
without putting her firſt to the Torture, to make her 
diſcover her Accomplices. But upon her Appeal to the 
Parliament of Aix, the found a little better Juſtice, tho 
not ſo complete as it ought to have been. For the Cauſe 
being there reheard, the Hardſhips ſhe had undergone 
were ſo clearly made put, that the Father very narroy. 
ly eſcaped the Puniſhment due to his Crimes; 12 Judges 
out of 24, voting that he ſhould be burnt alive; but 
the other 12 being for acquitting him, the Sentence, ac-| 
cording to the Cuſtom of France, paſſed for his Acquit- 
tal. The Particulars of this Affair we ſhall give the 
Reader in the following Pages; beginning with the Caſe 
of Mademoiſelle Cadiere, as it was exhibited by her] 
Advocate Monſ. Chaudon, in his Pleadings. for her before

The Caſe of Mary Catharine Cadiere, QO. 

Ademoiſelle Catharine, Cadiere, Daughter of Monſ. 
Joſeph Cadiere, Merchant, of the City of Toulon, 

and of Elizabeth Pomet, was born the 12th of November, 
1709. Her Father dy'd when ſhe was very young, and 
left his Widow, with -three Sons and this Daughter, an 
Eſtate ſuitable to her Rank. The Widow toak a com- 
mendable Care to bring up ber Children in a virtuous | 
and regular Way: Ker eldeſt Son, at his Mother's Re- 
queſt, marry'd; the ſecond: took the Habit of St. Doni- 
nick 3 the third went into Eceleſiaſtieal Orders; and ber 
Daughter, who was the youngeſt, was always the Ob- 
. je& of the Mother's Care and Affection. The chief Di- 
rectors of her Conſcience were Mont. Girard, Cure of 
the Cathedral Church of Pulon, a Man highly eſleem'd 
for his Merit and Virtue ; and Monſ. d'Qulonne, Vicar 
of the Pariſh of S. Lewis, Under their Direction, this 
young Lady was an Example of Virtue, and had ſuch 2 
Reliſh for Piety and Devotion, that ſhe refuſed ſeveral 
honourable and advantageous Matches. All this is no- 
torious, and has been proved in the Courſe of the Pro- 
ceedings ; and at the Age of 18, ſhe had yet that Holy 
Simplicity, and that Innocence of Manners, which is 
ſeldom found in Children turn'd of Seven. ch 
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puch was Mademoiſelle Catharine Cadiere, when Fa- 
her Joün- Baptiſt Girard, the Jeſuit, arriv'd at Toulon, 
n the Month of April 1728, in the Quality of Rector 
the Royal Seminary of Chaplains to the Navy. The 
Reputation he Had gain'd at Aix, by his Eloquence in 
the Pulpit, and by his Direction; and that Air of Mo- 
Ely, Auſterity, and Mortification, ſo viſible then in 
n Face, and in all his Actions, ſoon drew to him a 
eit Number of Penitents, and among the reſt, Made- 
noiſelle Cadiere; and what very much contributed 
thereto was, that Monſ. 4 Oulonne, who was then her Con- 
eſſor, having a great deal of Buſineſs upon his Hands, 
de could not go to Confeſſion fo often as ſhe would. 

Mademoiſelle Cadiere was under Father Girard's Di- 
rftion two Years and a half. The firſt Year nothing 
atraordinary happen'd ; only ſhe obſerved, that he was 
inquiſitive about the Circumſtances of her and her Fa- 
nily; and ſhe perceived ſome out-of-the-way Regards, 
which ſhe then attributed to the Charity of his Direc- 
tion : But the Conſequence has ſhewn, that they proceeded 
om ſome other Cauſe. That Confeſſor often told her 
n the Chair, that the gracious God required ſomething. 
ſtore of her; that he had great Deſigns upon her; that 
he ought to reſign herſelf up to God; and ſometimes 
te added, Will you not reſign yourſelf up to me? This 
pious Outſide of the Confeſſor, and the Simplicity of 
the Penitent, prevented her diſcovering the Poifon that 
vas concealed under thoſe Words. 

When he had been her Confeſſor about a Year, being 
me Day with Father Girard in the Jeſuits Parlcur, he 
Kindly reproached her for not ſending for him in a Fit 
a Sickneſs from which ſhe was juſt recover'd; and 
then ſaid to her, What, will you not reſign yourſelf up to 
* for once? After which, ſtooping and putting his 
Mouth near to hers, he blew upon her, which made 
ich an Impreſſion upon the poor young Lady, that im- 
nediately the found herſelf tranſported with the Love 
him, and cry'd out, I will reſign myſelf up to you. 
The Confeſſor reply'd, that he was overjoy'd to ſee her 
in ſuch a Diſpoſition z and ſo they went by Conſent 
nto the Confeſſionary, where he cultivated the Senti- 
ments he had juſt ſown in the Heart of his Penitent, 
vhom he order'd to receive the Sacrament every Dav, 
bit in different Churches; foretold her that ſhe would 
ve frequent Viſions ; and charged her to give him 
n Account every Day of the State the found herſelf in. 

| 11 2 Mademoiſelle 
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Mademoiſelle  Cadiere punctually  obſery'd all ber 
Confeſfor's Orders; She receiv*'d the Communion ev 
Day in different Churches: A. little aſter, ſhe had fre. 
quent Ecſtacies and Viſions : At the ſame Time ſhe fell 
into a terrible Impoſſibility of Praying. She went eve. 
ry Day, to give Father Girard the Hiſtory of all her 
Viſions, and other Affections of her Soul; and it was in 
theſe long and frequent Conferences, which were not all 
ſpent in Confeſſion, that the amorous Jeſuit found Op- 

rtunities of ſpeaking the Language and Buſineſt of his 
— z which, however, he took Care to wrap up in 
Terms conſecrated to Piety and Devotion. | 

The fair Penitent acquainting her Father Conſeſſor 
in the Chair, with her Uneaſineſs that ſhe could no lon- 
| make Uſe of vocal Prayer, and with the violent 

ove with which ſhe found herſelf tranſported for him, 
he gave her Courage and Conſolation as to both thoſe 
Complaints. Prayer, ſays he, is the Means of coming to 
Cad ; but when once we are there, and united to him, it is 
no longer neceſſary, The Love you have for me, added he, 
ought to give you no Uneafineſs ;, it is the Pleaſure of our 
good God, that we two ſhould be united. I carry you in 
my Boſom and in my Heart; you are hereafter one with ne; 
you are the Soul of my Soul. However, he endeavour'd to 
conceal his ſacrilegious and inceſtuous Flame, by ſaying fl 
to her, Let us love in the ſacred Heart of Jeſus. And 
in the Chair of Confeſſion, he often made her come to 
him, and then would blow upon her ; which doubled 
her Flame, and bewitched the Heart and Soul of that 
unfertunate Penitent. ; 

But ihe was not the only Perſon he had brought into 
this Condition, There were ſeveral other Votaries, and 
namely, La Laugier, La Baterelle, La Gravier, L Alle- 
mande, La Reboul, and the famous Guiol, that partock of 
that Conſeſſor's Affection. 

The Jeſuit grew. more and more enamour'd with his 
Votary 3 inſomuch that he was tired of his fruitleſs 
Thoughts, and reſolved to find ſome Means of reducing 
them to Practice: Nor was it Jong before he had an Op- 

rtunity. M. Cadiere had a Viſion, wherein ſhe ſaw 2 
Soul in the State of mortal Sin, and heard a Voice which 
told her, that if ſhe had a Mind to deliver it, ſhe muſt 
be contented to be poſſeſſed for one Year. She commu- 
nicated this to Father Girard, who was not at all ſur- 

rized at it, being himſelf the Author of it. He told 

r ſhe mutt accept of it; and in ſpite of her ROPE 

oa 
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cy, forced her to conſent. As ſoon as this was done, he 
made her repeat after him a Sort of Formulary, to this 
Effect: I accept, I ſubmit, I ſurrender myſelf to ſay, and 
do, and ſuffer all that is requir'd of me. 

Theſe Fits of Poſſeſſion ſoon obliged Mademoiſelle Ca- 
liere to keep her Chamber almoſt conſtantly, and fur. 
niſh'd her Confeſſor with Opportunities of going fre- 
quently and making her Viſits alone; when he lock'd 
himſelf up in her Chamber with her. Theſe Viſits be- 
gin in December 1729, and ended in June 1739, when he 
thought fir to ſend her to the Convent of S. Clare at 
Ollioules, in the Manner and for the Reaſons hereafter 
mention'd. | 

When Father Girard was thus lock'd up in her Cham- 
ber, and her Fits of Ecſtacy or Poſſeſſion took away her 
Senſes, he improv'd thoſe Moments to fatisfy his brutal 
Appetites, and to commit the moſt infamous Crimes 
upon his Penitent ; ſo that when theſe Fits left her, ſhe 

en found herſelt in very indecent Poſtures, and her 
Confefſor by her, with evident Tokens of the Perpetra- 
tion of his Villany : And whenever theſe Circumſtances, 
or the criminal Liberties he took with her, forced her to 
declare to him her Doubts and Uneaſineſs, his Anſwer 
was, that his good God would have it fo : Abominable 
Language in the Mouth of a Confeſſor, and worthy of 
all the Anathemas of the Church! And if at any Time 
ſhe told La Guio!, Father Girard's Confident, what he 
did to her; La Guio! would laugh at her, and tell her 
ſhe muſt be very weak and ſilly to think there was any 
Harm in that. M. Cadiere told the other Penitents all 
that paſs'd between her Confeſſor and herſelf, and they 
aſſured her they were all in the ſame Caſe x as was pro- 
ved in Court. We ſhall not enter here into a Detail of 
al that paſs'd in M Cadiere's Chamber: Modeſty com- 
mands us to caſt a Veil over it. 

Father Girard had foretold M. Cadiere, that upon 
ſuch a Day ſhe would be carry'd up into the Air in her 
Chamber; nor did he fail to go thither at the Time ap- 
pointed, to be the ſingle Witneſs of that Prodigy : He 
ſbut himſelf up with her in her Chamber, and ſitting 
down before her, the voung Ladv, who found ſhe was 
going up into the Air, had a Mind to ſtifle a proud 
Thought that juſt came into her Head, and took hold 
of the Chair to ſtop her Aſcent. He bid her ſeveral 
Times reſign herſelf up, and abandon herſelf to that 
spirit which ated, and which he call'd, the * 7 | 

d God ; 
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God ; but ſhe refuſing to comply, he flew into a Paſſion 
and immediately went away. Soon after he was pone, 
came La Guiol, to rate M.Cadiere for not purſuing her 
Confeſfor's Advice, and perſuaded her to excuſe it to 
Him in the beſt Manner the could. 

The firtt Time the poor young Lady went to Confef. 
fon, Father Girard was not backward in convincing her 
of the enormity of the Crime ſhe had committed; and 
that, in Order to expiate it, he would come to her 
Chamber the next Day, to enjoin her a Pennance ſuits. 
ble to the Nature of her Sin. He went accordingly, 
and having lock'd her Chamber Door as uſual, made her 
kneel before him, and holding the Diſcipline (a Sort 
of Scourge uſed in Monaſteries) in his Hand, ſays to 
ber: The 7uftice of God requires of you, ſince you have 
refu/ed to he cloathed with his Gifts, you muſt be ſtripp'4 
quite naked. You deſer ve to have the whole World Witneſs 
fo this; but it hath pleaſed the gracious Cod, that none but 
this Wall, and I that cannot ſpeak, ſhall be Witneſs to it : 
But firft of all ſwear Fidelity to me, that you will keep 
#iis Secret For if you ſhould open your Mouth of it, my 
Child, you would ruin me. Being ignorant of his Deſign, 
ſhe promis'd him Secrecy :, Whereupon he order'd ber 
to get upon her Bed, and-clapping a Cuſhion under her 
Elbows, to raiſe her up a little, he gave her ſeveral 
Laſhes with the Diſcipline ; after which, he kiſs'd the 
Place he had ſcourged; and then making her get off the 
Bed, and kneel before him again, he told her, the gra- 
cious God was not ſatisfy'd, but ſhe muſt ſtrip herſelf 
naked before him : But this putting her into a great 
Fright, the fcreamed out and fainted away. No ſooner 
did ſhe come to herſelf, but he made her undreſs herſelf 
to her Shift, and then embraced her. To reduce the + 
reft of this Adventure into Writing, would not be ſo 
proper, as to leave it to the Reader's Imagination, Co 
cipe Animo. 

In fhort, Father Girard exerciſed ſuch an abſolute 
Maſtery in his Penitent's Chamber. that one Day when 
ſhe was in Bed, meeting with her Brother the Dominican 
there, he immediately, and -without Ceremony, took 
him by the Hand, put him out of the Chamber, and 
ſhut the Door upon him + of which, when Father (a. 
diere com plain'd to his Mother, ſhe was ſo prejudiced 
in Father Girard's Favour, whom ſhe look'd upon 43 
her Daughter's SanRifier, that ſhe bid him hold his 
Tongue, and get out of her Houſe, Theſe 
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"Theſe frequent, or rather daily Viſits, which the 
amorous Conteſſor made to his Votary from the Month of 
December 1729, in the cloſeſt Manner poſſible, they be- 
ing lock'd up together alone, occaſion'd in Time the 
Cellation of ſome Symptoms in the Lady for two or 
three Months. Upon this, Father Girard was terribly 
frighted 3 but however, he perſuaded her that her Blood 
was on Fire, and that in order' to bring it to its due 
Temper again, the muſt drink a Porringer of Water for 
eight Da vs ſucceſſively, into which he would put a lit- 
tle refreſhing Powder. She knowing nothing of the 
Matter, anſwer'd him that ſhe would do any Thing he 
would have her; and. thus that charitable Confeſfor 
vent every Day into the Kitchen himſelf for a Porrin- 
ger of Water, which he would not ſuffer the Maid, no 


not M. Cadiere's Mother herſelf to touch; and when he 


had put his Powder into it, which gave it a reddiſh Co- 
bur, he made her take it. Having continu'd this Courſe 
for the Space of eight Days, or thereabout, it occaſton'd 
a very great Loſs of Blood, and at laſt ſhe voided a little 
Lump of Fleſh, or coagulated Blood; upon which, Fa- 
ther Girard took the Pot twice to the Window, to ſee 


what it was; and when M. Cadiere bid the Maid throw 
t out of the Window, he flew into a Sort of Paſkon 


with her, for truſting her with ſuch a Secret, and cry'd 
out, What Imprudence ! 

This having extreamly weaken'd the young Cadiere, 
her Mother would fain have ſent for the Phyſicians 
and Surgeons to know what ailed ber; but Father Gz- 
td diſſuaded her from it, telling her, her Daughter's 
Malady was from Above, and the Phyſicians had no- 
thing to do with it; for he well knew they would have 
liſcover'd the Myſtery : And whether it was to prevent 
wy Viſit from Gentlemen of the Faculty, or with other 
Views, he perſaaded his Penitent to go and make her 
elf a Nun in the Convent of S. Clare at Ollioules ; and 
that without her. Mother's Knowledge. The Letter 


he wrote to the Lady Abbeſs of that Convent, the 22 


May, to deſire a Place for her, was as follows:

When Father Girard was ſo laviſh in his two Letters, 
a his Encomiums upon M. Cadiere, and declared her a 
Kint, he had two Things in View: One was, to have 
the Glory of making a Saint, and the other was an In- 
tereſt of the Heart, to render his Acceſs to his dear Vo- 
try the eaſter, and to prevent the Suſpicion which 
would otherwiſe naturally ariſe from his cloſe and fa- 
niliar Viſits : But before he ſuffers her to go into that 
Monaſtery, he capitulates with the Abbeſs, and bare 
fins that the Intercourſe of Letters, which were ta 
pls between him and his Penitent, ſhould be a Myſte- 
herein ber Ladyſhip was to have no Concern ;

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Ind to perſuade her to comply with a Propoſal ics 
= te the Rules, he aſſures her that thoſe po 
ſhould relate to nothing but the Economy of her Salva - 
tion. However, that of the 22d of Juh, which is the 
only one left in our Hands, proves the contrary; and 
if they had contain'd nothing but what tended to Edig.

Father Girard went very foon to Ollioules, to viſit his 
dear Cadiere; and the firſt Queſtion he ask'd the Abbeſs 
in the Preſence of Madam de Leſcot, Mittreſs of the 
Novices, put them both to the Bluſh, and betray'd his 
Fear, that the Draughts he had given her, had not had 
the deſired Effect. | 

M. Cadiere ſtaid in that Convent from the 6th af 
June 1730, to the 17th of September following; during 
Which Time there was a conſtant Correſpondence by 
Letters between them; and thoſe he wrote to her, ex- 
cept two or three, which were only to delude her, and 
treated of nothing but a vain Morality, were not the 
Letters of a Confeſſor, but of a paſſionate Lover; and 
as he knew the Venom that lurk'd in them, he had the 
Caution not to ſign them. To prove this material Point, 
we need only inſert here the Sybſtance of his Letter of 
the 22d of July 1730, 


EE here, my dear Child, the third Letter in threg 
Pays: Endeavour to give me Time. God be prai- 
ſed, it will not be long, perhaps, before I ſhall not be 
able to do any Thing but for her to whom I write, 
This I know, howeyer, that I carry her every where, 
and that ſhe is always with me, though I talk and a 
with other Perſons.

But the Confeſſor had been fo accuſtomed' to be alone 
with her in her Chamber, that he ſoon became fenſible 
of the Reſtraint of the Grate. To get rid of this, he 
perſuaded the Abbeſs to ask Leave for him to conſeſt 
the young Cadiere, and to go into the Convent when ſhe 
was ſick: But leſt the Abbeſs ſhould not do this ſo fon! 
as he could wiſh, he apply'd in Perſon to Father Camel; 
Provincial of the Ob/ervantes, upon which the Mona- | 
ſtery of Clariſts depends; ſo impatient was he to obtain 
it, When the Abbeſs had got him the ſame Favour, ſue 
took Care to let him know it; upon which he ſent her. 
a Letter of Thanks, dated June 26, as follows,

comprehend the great Reaſons I had to deſire this Kind 
of Singularity, which ſhall never be drawn into Cong 
ſequence, neither ſhall it any Ways break in upon th 
Order and Regularity of your Houſe. My Compli 
ments to our dear Girl, whom I always heartily recom 
mend to you. 


The 6th of July, which was the firſt Thurſday i 
that Month, M. Ca1tere foretold, that ſomething extra 
ordinary would befal her the next Day; which excitet 
the Curiofity of all the Nuns that heard her fay it, an- 
eſpecially of M. de Rimbaud, and M. de Leſcot, Miſirel 
of the Novices, whom Father Girard had charged t 
write down every Thing extraordinary that ſhould hap 

en to his Penitent, to ſerve, ſome Time or other, ſal 
he. for the Edification of the Publick. The next Mornin 
about Four or Five c'Clock, thoſe two Nuns went i 
M. Cadiere's Chamber, and found her immoveable in he 
Bed, with a bloody Crown round her Head, all he 
Face cover'd with Blood like an Ecce Homo, and be 
Hands alſo dropping Blood, They went and told th 
Abbeſs what thev had ſeen, who immediately came © 
Tee her, as did all the Community, who were fo 7

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niſn'd to find her in that Condition, that they look'd 
upon it as a Miracle of Grace; and befides, they ſaw 
part of a Hoſt put into her Mouth, without perceiving 
the Hand that put it there. The Abbeſs immediately 
ſent a Porter for Father Girard ; but he was hardly got 
out of the Convent, when that Jeſuit came in without 
meeting the Porter, They ask'd him, whether he did 
not ſee the Porter, he anſwer'd, no; but that, in the 
Morning when he was ſaying Maſs, his good Angel told 
him what had happen'd. They told him of M. Cadiere's 
Transfiguration, and what ſhe had gone through; he 
anſwer'd, that it was the Finger of God ; that they 
ought to preſerve with the utmoſt Care, the Water with 
which they had waſh'd her bloody Face ; that it would 
produce ſeveral miraculous Effects; and he added, that 
M. Cadiere had already wrought ſeveral Miracles at Tou- 
lon. A. Nun then ſaid to him, Father, we ſaw her Com- 
municate miraculouſly at the Time of her Transfiguration - 
He anſwer'd her, Why, diye think I don't know it, when 
it was I myſelf that communicated ler? How can that be, 
reply'd the Nun, when you was at Toulon? Don't you 
know there are ſuch Things as Trances ? ſaid Father Es- 
rard ; and entring M. Cadiere's Chamher, who was then 
come to herſelf, he ſaid to her in a toying Manner, 
Al, you little Elutton, will you always come and take half 
your Father's Portion? e 
That Morning he was ſhut up with her alone in her 
Chamber three Hours, viz. from Nine to Twelve. At 
Noon he open'd the Wicket, and left the Door upon the 
Latch ; but ſtaid there *till Four or Five o'Clock : How- 
ever, the Lady Abbeſs, not happening to be much edi- 
fy'd by that Morning's Work, reſolved to deny him En- 
trance for the future; whereby he was again reduced 
to the Reſtraint of the Grate. Love is ingenious ; it 
directed his Eyes to a ſmall ſquare Place in the Grate, 
that would open, and with a little Knife that he car- 
ry'd about him, he inſtructed his Penitent to open it; 


and through this Place he put his Head, or made her 


put hers, to kiſs her, and ſometimes to give her the 
Diſcipline, To how many criminal Liberties has that 
Parlour been Witneſs? Nay, he carry'd the Laws of 
Love to ſuch a Length, that ſometimes he converted 


the opening of the Gates between the Body of the 


Church and the Chancel to the ſame Uſe, tho' dedica- 
ted to One { very Holy, O! abominable, 


That 
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That Parlour had ſo many Charms for Father Girard 
that he went from Toulon twice or thrice a Week, and 
ſpent whole Days there with her alone. One Day 
when he din'd there with her, the. Touriere (or Maid 
that looks after the Turning-Box at the Grate) having 
ſet his Table at ſome Diſtance from the Grate, What 
ſays he angrily, have you a mind to put me and my dear 
Girl ? And taking the Table himſelf, he placed it cloſe 
to the Grate z and that Day, before they had ain'd, he 
was ſurprized holding and ſqueezing -his Votary's Hand 
in his. Thus you ſee the Reaſon why he would not 
ſuffer the Table to ſtand ſo far from the Grate. And 
another Time, when Father Girard came juſt after Vef. 
pers was begun, and asked for M. Cadiere, the Abbeſy 
not thinking it proper that ſhe ſhould go from Veſpers 
to ſee him in the Parlour, he ſhew'd his Reſentment to 
the Abbeſs, by a cold and angry Behaviour, 

During the Stay of this young Lady in the Convent 
of S. Clare, ſhe had frequent Ecſtaſies and Trances, and 
ſo many other Accidents out of the ordinary Courſe of 
Nature, that at Tou'on and all the Neighbourhood, ſhe 
went by the Name of The Saint of Ollioules. 

Nevertheleſs, to get rid of her, Father Girard reſol- 
ved to ſend her to the Carthuſians of Premole, or of Salette 
near Lyons, In order whereunto, he had often ſaid in 
the Convent at Ollioules, that ſhe had edify'd enough 
there; and that ſhe muſt go and edify ſomewhere elſe, 
Poſhbly his, Ambition had by this Time got the better 
of his Love. In ſhort, had ſhe dy'd then, he would 
have had the Glory of making a Saint, without any 
Loſs on his Part. | 

Bui the Biſhop of Toulon was fir'd at the News, and 
exclaim'd againſt Father Girard, for offering to tranſ- 
plant a Sprig of SanQity which grew up in his Dioceſe, 

and conſequently of Right belonged to him. He did 
M. Cadiere the Honour to write her a Letter, wherein 
he forbid her not only to go where Father Girard was 
for ſending her, but even to confeſs to him any more; 
and order'd her to go home to her Mother's. A few 
Days after, he borrow'd a Phaeton, and ſent his Chap- 
lain the Abbot Garmele and Father Cadiere to Ollioules 
with it, to take her away, and bring her to Monſieur 
Pauque's Country Houſe, a little Way from Toulon. 
As ſoon as Father Girard heard what had paſs'd, and 
of the Biſhop of Toulon's Diſpoſition in that Reſpett; 
before M. Cadicre quitted the Monaſtery, being * 
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that if ever the Letters he had written to her ſhould 
appear, they would unravel all that Myſtery of Love 
ind Iniquity which had been carry'd on between him 
ind his Penitent, he reſolved to get them from her 
and for this Purpoſe he ſent his true and truſty Friend 
[1 Gravier, who was another of his Penitents, to Olli- 
cules, to manage that Affair. This Lady no fooner 
made her Errand known to M. Cadiere, but the unlock'd 
her Trunk, and ſimply gave her not only Fatter Girard's 
Letters to her, but alſo the Copies of her own to him: 
put, as Providence would have it, the Jeſuit's Letter 
of July 22, happen'd not to be in the Trunk. 

From this Time Father Girard affected to give out, 
that he had refuſed to be M. Cadiere's Confeſſor any 
longer, becauſe he found her to be a Cheat and Impo- 
ſor, But to prove the Contrary, and that it was M. Ca- 
diere that threw him off, to his great Concern, we need 
only inſert here his Letter of the 15th of September 
1730, written to that Lady two Days before the left 
the Convent, wherein he bids the laſt adieu to his Di- 
reftion, | 


Efterday in the Evening, upon my Return, they 
deliver'd me your laſt Letter, which had nothing 

in it but an Invitation to Ollioules. What was moſt par- 
ticular in it, or at leaſt appeared ſo to me, my dear Eirl, 
was the Article of a Confeſſor, upon the Neceſlity of 
which you inſiſt more than once. I have conſider'd of 
it ; and- as on the one Hand, your Demand is juſt and 
raſonable, becauſe I am not at Leiſure to go regularly 
and hear you in the Country, whither you are going ; 
and on the other Hand, it is to be fear'd that two Con- 
fellors would hinder one another, and torment you, by 
throwing you into vaſt Uncertainties, if they ſhould 
ſee Occaſion, as very probably they might, to give you 
lifferent Advice; and thus, in ſhort, it might be ne - 
cellary for one or the other to retire z aſter having con- 
ſulted my good God, I have taken the Reſolution, as it 
leemed to me moſt proper, to give Place, and without 
Noiſe to leave the Field open to any one you ſhall 
Chooſe, if you have not already choſen. I ſhall ſay no- 
thing in Relation to this Change, to any Ferſon what- 
lever that ſhall mention it to me, but that I had not 
ime to go and confeſs you regularly in the Country; 
nd you may ſtick by the ſame Reaſon yourſelf. This 
ard not hinder, but if zt any Time you ſhould think 
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my Advice uſeful or neceſſary, you may with all Free. 
dom apply to me; for I am fill diſpoſed, on my part 
to render vou all the ſmall Services that lie in my 
Power. Much leſs ſhall it hinder me from continuin 
my Prayers to God, to pour down the choiceſt of his 
Bleſſings, and to give you Grace to accompliſh all his 
Deſigns with Fidelity and Conſtancy. I hope that in 
better Hands you will proceed with greater Safety and 
Speed; and that, if I have committed any Faults with 
Regard to you, you will, nevertheleſs, remember, that 
I had ſome good Will to aſſiſt you; and that that Thought 
will engage you, on your Part, to put up Prayers to our 
good God in my Behalf. I return you two Books which 
belong to you, and which I recover'd out of firange 
Hands where you had left them. I am, and always 
ſhall be, entirely yours in the Sacred Heart of jeſus 


Chriſt, 
GIRARD, Jeſuit, 


The Biſhop of Toulon having thus taken M. Cadiere 
out of the Hands of Father Girard, he put her under 
the Direction of Father Nicholas, who was juſt made 
Prior of the Convent of Barefooted Carmelites at Toulon, 
and ſaid to him, I charge you with the Direction of the 
Saint of Ollioules. And Father Girard having perſua- 
ded her, that there was no Harm in what had paſſed be- 


tween them, ſhe did not only not mention it to her Di- 


rector, but was ſometimes obferved to be in perfect Rap- 
tures for that ſeſuit, and attempted two or three Times 
to get out at Midnight, to go to him at Toulon This 
Toon convinc'd the Carmelite, there muſt ſomething more 
than ordinary have paſſed between them, and that ſhe 
was ty'd to her old Confeſſor by ſome ſecret Charm. 

Upon this the new Director ſounds her Conſcience; 
to whom ſhe ingenuouſly confeſſed all the Facts we have 
Hitherto related, and a great many more : So that he 
ſaw with Aſtoniſhment, that what they had hitherto 
Jook'd upon as a Prodigy of Grace, was nothing but 
Illuſion, and the Subtilty of the Serpent; and in ſhort, 
that all-that was real in it, was a Complication of the 
moſt horrible Crimes on the Part of Father Girard, 
that a Man could poſſibly commit. | 

The Biſhop, who had for ſome Time look'd upon 
M. Cadiere as a Saint, went to ſee her; and having par- 
ticularly examin'd her himſelf, he was amazed to hear 


from her own Mouth the Scene of Iniquity ated by ber 
former 
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ſormer Confefſor. Then, fir'd with a juſt and holy In- 
gienation, he ſaid he would drive that ravenous Wolf 
aut. of his Fold: But the unfortunate Cadiere, all in 
Tears, threw herſelf at his Feet, and earneſtly intreated 
dim not to make it publick, which muſt neceſſarily 
liſgrace her; and cover her with Shame. Her Brother 
the Dominican, who was preſent, ask'd the ſame Favour, 
tr the Honour of her Family; and that Charitable 
prelate thereupon gave them his Word, that it ſhould 
all be bury'd in Oblivion, and no more ſaid of it. He 
not only exorciſed her himſelf upon the Account of her 
Fits, but charged the Prior to go on to exorciſe and di- 
ret not only her, but alſo ſeveral other of Father Gi- 
yard's Penitents; To theſe Exorciſms, and her general 
Confeſſion made to the Prior of the Car melites, M. Cadiere 
owes her Deliverance from all her Fits, Trances, and 
ather Diabolical IIlluſions; and even from the Stigmata, 
which healed from that Time, thqugh they have left 
ſuſicient Scars behind them, both in her Side and

Mean while, Father Sabatier the Jeſuit; who, for a 
thouſand Reaſons (and his having been M. Cadicre's 
Confeffor was none of the leaſt perhaps) ought to have 
been the laſt Man in contributing to raiſe this Myſtery 
of Iniquity out of its Grave of Oblivion, perſuaded the 
biſliop to make it publick.

F the Accuſation form'd againſt Father Girard makes 

ſo great a Noife in the World ; if it is become the 
Subject of all Converſations, not in France only, but 
perhaps in Foreign Countries; it cannot be deny'd that 
this is entirely owing to the Induſtry and Pains with 
which La Cadiere and her Adherents have propagated 
the Scandal. *Tis own'd, indeed, that the Publick, 
naturally curious and inquiſitive, about ſuch Things 
eſpecially as are fingular and extraordinary, has conceiv d 
a Prejudice againſt the principal Objetis of this Affair 
ſo much the more readilv, that nothing has been omit- 
ted to render them odious: But we preſume to flatter 
ourſelves, that the ſame Facts, related in a plain artleſs 
Manner, and ſupported by unanſwerable Proofs, will 
eaſily re-eſtabliſh, or rather confirm the great Character 
of Virtue, which Father Girard had fo juſtly acquired 


by bis Zeal and his Labours for the Salvation of Souls 
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ind defeat all the Stratagems which have been made Uſe 
of to leſſen or deſtroy his Reputation. 

For this Purpoſe, we ſhall follow, as near as may be, 
the Order pointed out to us by the Author of the Memo- 
rial for La Cadiere. We ſhall firſt ſtate the Matter of 
Fact, but ſo as it actually paſſed, and with the ſtricteſt 
Truth; we ſhall next refute the ſeveral Heads of the 
Charge brought againſt Father Girard; and laſtly, we 
fhall endeavour to diſcover the Spring of theſe Accuſa- 
tions, with the Motives that produced them ; and, we 
hope, that from theſe ſeveral] Parts added together, 
there will reſult ſuch a ſtrong Con viction of the Father's 
Innocence, that even thoſe who may already be preju- 
diced againſt him, ſhall be forced to own it, and con- 
ceive a juſt Indignation againſt the Authors of the Ca- 
lumny. 

As the Perſon who is here to ſpeak, or muſt be ſup- 
poſed to ſpeak in his own Defence, is a Prieſt, and a 
Regular, one who, notwithſlanding all the Reflections 
that have been caſt both upon his Doctrine and his Mo- 


nals, is firmly attached to the Principles of his Religion, 


and to the Practice of the ſevereſt Virtues; we ſhall 
therefore have a ſcrupulous Regard to our Expreſſions 
and far from dipping our Pens in Gall and Bitterneſs, 
we ſhall carefully avoid every Thing that may in the 
leaſt ſeem contrary to the moſt Sacred Rules of Charity 
and the ſtricteſt Decency.

Accordingly, 
Father Girard entertain'd no Suſpicion of the Truth of | 
what he heard, he contented himſelf with ſuſpending 
His Judgment; and tho? he determin'd nothing as to the 
reality of this pretended V iſton, yet he thought he might 
make Uſe of it to bring this Soul to a greater Love of 
God, and a more perfect Self-denial ; as appears from 
His Letters produced in the Proceedings. 
It is proper to obſerve here by the by, that La Cadiere 
told ſeveral Perſons, particularly ſome of the Nuns at 
Ollioules, who muſi have depoſed it in the Proceedings, 
that long before Father Girard came to Toulin, God had 
plainly thew'd him to her in a Viſion, and told her his 
Name, aſſuring her he would one Day ſend him to be 
her Director. 
The firſt Vear of his Direction paſſed, without any 
Thing extraordinary in her Conduct; but about the 
Month of June 1729, having fild her Head with ibe 
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Lives of Saint Thereſa, the bleſſed Angela de Foligni, St. 
Catharine of Sienna, and her of Genoa, Oc. which ſhe 
had from other Hands than thoſe of her Confeſſor, the re- 
ſolv'd to imitate, and even to excel them. She went 
more frequently to the Sacraments, appear'd more regu- 
lar and more fervent ; in a little while ſhe had intimate 
Communications with God; ſhe talk'd of nothing now 
but Irradiations, Conſolations, and fignal Favours. 


Father Girard conſidering her as a privileg'd Soul, 


and imagining, perhaps, that he now began to perceive 
the Effects of the firſt Viſion, which ſhe had communi- 
cated to him, apply'd himſelf more particularly to her 
Direction. La Cadiere perceiving ſhe ſhould find all 
thoſe Qualities in her Confeſſor, that were neceſſary to 
make her Deſign ſucceed, begun the Part ſhe had long 
reſolv'd to act in the following Manner. 

She had read in the Lives of the Saints, particularly 
of the Female ones above-mention'd, that before they 
were favour'd with Raptures and Extaſies, they had 
paſs'd thro? very ſevere Trials; ſo as to be tormented 
and beaten by Devils. Accordingly, before ſhe would 
pretend to any Miracles, ſhe reſolv'1 to paſs thro' thoſe 


Trials; and the better to deceive her Director, ſhe told 


him, that in a Vifion ſhe had ſeen a Soul in a ſtate of 
mortal Sin; and, that our Lord promis'd her he would 
have Mercy upon it, if ſhe would ſuffer in its ſtead, 


offer herſelf a Sacrifice for it, and conſent fo be tor- 


mented by evil Spirits in a State of Poſſeſſion, as ſhe calls 
it in her Depoſition. 

Father Girard, who did not think his Penitent had ei- 
ther Conſtancy or Virtue enough to go thro? ſuch a State, 
did not approve of the pretended Sacrifice; but ſhe, wil- 
ling to ſhow her Director, that ſhe had more Virtue and 
Reſolution than he imagin'd, obſtinately perſiſted in her 
lirſt Deſign; and about the End of November 1729, the 
ſpirityal Conſolations and ſenfible Graces which for ſome 
Months ſhe had receiv'd in ſuch Abundance, entirely 
ceaſed, and were ſucceeded by Dryneſs and Barrenneſs;

lack and diſmal Ideas, and Temptations to Uncleanneſs: 
Which is ſomewhat difficult to comprehend, ſecing ſhe 
dow athrms, that ſhe docs not ſo much as know what

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is meant by impure Ideas. Her Pains and Torments 
Increas'd inſtead of diminiſhing ; the Devil went ſo far 
as to torture her Perſon z ſhe was ſeiz'd with Convul. 
fions and Contorftons, loft her Speech, and the Uſe of 
all her Senſes, which ſhe ſaid was the EffeR of the in. 
tollerable Pains that ſhe was made to ſuffer, 

Hereupon, Father Girard was for the firſt Time call'q 
to her Houſe, where he, as well as her Mother and her 
Brothers, was afterwards frequently Witneſs of her deplo- 
rable Condition. 

We forgot to take Notice, that ſhe has two Brothers 
in, the Church; one of whom is only a Secular, and 
the other a Jacobin : The latter having taken his Bat- 
chelor's Degree in Divinity at Paris, return'd to Toulon 
about two Months before La Cadiere began to be poſſeſs'd, 
They both appear'd equally concern'd at their Siſter's 
Diſorder, and frequently came to the Jeſuits Convent, 
earnefily begging Father Girard would come to her. 

In this Manner did La Cadiere pretend to be poſleſs'd 
and beaten by evil Spirits from the latter End of Novem- 
ber 1729, till the Middle of February 1730. About that 
Time Siſter Renuſat, Nun of the Viſitation at Marſeilles, 
whom Father Girard directed by Letters, dy'd in the 
Odour of Sanftity. This Opportunity ſhe improv'dto 
get rid of her Poſſeſſion, with Advantage to her Cha - 
rafter, For ſhe gave out, that Siſter Remuſat appear d to 
her in the Midſt of a Company of Angels and happy 
Spirits, and deliver'd her out of the Power of the De- 
vil; and in order to inſinuate the Belief of this Viſion, 
in the moſt pleaſing and irrefiſtible Manner to Father &i- 
rard, whoſe great Veneration for that holy Siſter was 
well known, ſhe, or her Brother the Dominican, com- 
pos'd a Memoir, containing all that God had reveal'd to 
her touching Siſter Remuſat And this Memoir ſhe put 
into the Hands of her Confeſſor with the deſir'd Effeft. 

La Cadiere's Deliverance from her Poſſeſſion, by the 
Prayers of Siſter Kemu/at, happen'd but a little before 
Lent 1730, which is a Seaſon of Penance and Mortifi- 
cation to the generality of Chriſtians, and prov'd to her 
a new Source of Miracles. This is that Lent of which 
The, or her Brother the Dominican compos'd the famous 
Journal which was produc'd in Court, and which is ſo 
very full of extraordinary Adventures.

Some Time after this Crowd of extraordinary Events 
was paſſed, ſhe acquainted Father Girard, that God would 
manifeſt himſelf to her in a very uncommon Manner: 
that ſhe muſt die in order to ſee him as he is; that he 
ſhould loſe all her Blood little by little; that ſhe ſhould 
fall into an extreme Weakneſs, and be crucify'd a ſecond e 
Time thro' Love, as ſhe had already been by Tuſtice, 

Accordingly, May the 5th, in the Evening, ſhe told 
Her Mother, that next Day ſhe would fee ſomething extra- 
ordinary; ſhe put on clean Linnen, and chang'd the 
Sheets of her Bed, in order, as ſhe ſaid, to receive her 
Saviour's Viſit with Decency. 

Next Morning fhe ſent her Mother out of the Way 
on ſome Pretence or other, who returning above half anf 
Hour after, found her Daughter ſpeechleſs, ſenſeleſs, 
and her Face beſmear'd with Blood, as formerly on Good-f 
Friday. Father Girard was call'd, as well as her Brother 
the Dominican, and ſome Devotees ; but Father Girard 
retir'd ſoon after. About Ten o' Clock ſhe repeated at 
Length, as her Brother the Jacobin affirm'd, the proper 
Service of the Day; but the Devotees who were pre- 
ſent, heard nothing diſtinctly but the Lord's Prayer and 
the Creed. She afterwards made Motions with her Lips 
as if ſhe had been receiving the Communion, and gave 
the Benediction to the Company. Father Cadiere, who 
was upon his Knees at the Bed's-head during the whole 
Scene, told M. Giraud, and ſome other Perſons that 
came in, that his Siſter had juſt ſaid Maſs, gave them 
an Account of her Stigma's, her Trances, and her Vi- 
ſions ; particularly one of a Veſſel that was in imminent 
danger of ſuffering Shipwreck upon the Black-Sea, on 
Board of which were three Jeſuits, and a Man who 
had the Air of an Officer; that knowing him to be in 
a State of mortal Sin, ſhe earneſtly pray'd our Savi- 
our, who appear'd to her over the Veſſel, that he would 
be pleaſed to deliver it from Shipwreck; that her Re- 
queſt was granted, and that as a Proof of this Miracle, 
the Angels had brought her the Bills of Lading, which 
the had put into Father 'Girard's Hands. Lis true, 
that when ſhe related this Viſion to the Father, and he 
ask'd her for the Bills, La Cadiere promiſed ſhe would | 
make them come into her Box; but finding it impol- 
fible to work ſuch a Miracle, ſhe at/taft brought her- 
ſelf out of the Scrape by telling him, that to 8 
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er for ſome light Faults, the Angels had carried away 
the Bills of Lading again; ſo that Father Girard ne- 
er ſaw them.

Mean Time La Cadiere having told her Confeſſor, after 
fafter, that God had call'd her in the extraordinary Man- 
er above related, to embrace the Order of St. Clare, 
could not now draw back; ſhe therefore determin'd het 
W Choice to the Convent at Ollioulet, which is about a 
league from Toulon + But Father Girard, who was fill 
Win Doubt, and durſt not venture to form any certain 
Judgment concerning her miraculous Vocation, reſo] v'd_

ber if her Call was really ſrom God or no. And du- 
ing this ſhort Space of Tine, i. e. from April 25, to 
June 6, that ſhe went to Ollioules, happen'd the moſt cri- 
tical Facts objedted againſt Father Girard: But thoſe 
who will take the Pains to beſtow a little Attention 
upon the Gircuniſtances of thoſe Facts, and the Moti ves 
upon which he ated, will poſſibly forbear to cenſure him, 
and begin to pity him. He is after all a very upright 
Confeſſor, full of Zeal and Religion, who was prejudic'd 
in Favour of his Penitent, whom he thought a Saint of 
Account of the thorough Knowledge which he imagin'd 
he had of the Secrets of her Conſcience, whoſe Eyes and 
Ears were equally ſtruck with Numbers of Miracles, 
who believ'd that our Saviour took Pleaſure to operate 
in her, but yet was not fully ſatisfy'd of it, and there- 
lore endeavour'd to inform himſelf better. This is the 
Point which we intreat our Judges ſti]] to keep in View, 
nd theſe are the Diſpoſitions of Mind with which the 
Facts we are about to relate ſhould be read, in order ts 

form a ſound Judgment of them. | 
Beſides, we do not advance for Truth, a Story forg'd at 
Pleaſure, to fur priſe the unwary, and vindicate Father 
Girard's Conduct at any Rate; the Proofs of what we 
lay, will appear in his Letters produc'd in the Proceed- 
ings, and oubliſh'd at the End ot this Memorial. 8 
To begin then: La Cadiere having affur'd Father G/- 
tard that ſhe was loſing all her Blood in a miraculous 
Manner, which muſt unavoidably cauſe her Death; the 
ather, who could not eafily give Credit to the pre- 
tended Miracle, becauſe there appear'd no Symptoms of 
it in her Countenance or her Habit of Body, which ſtill 
continu d the ſame, went to La Cadiere's Apartment, 
where ſhe having ſhut the Door, ſhew'd him an earthen 
Pot, wherein was a Quantity of a reddiſR and blackiſh 
Mm Liquor, 
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Liquor, and then put the Pot out of the Room to free 
him from its offenſive Smell. This Fact, ſimple as it! 
is, has nevertheleſs given Occaſion to one of thegroger Þ 
Seiumnies that could be invented againſt Father Cirarg, 
*Tis pretended that this Liquor was the Effet of an! 
Abortion ; that a Maid being upon the Stairs next to La 
Eadiere's Chamber, receiv'd the Pot from her, and heard 
Father Girard cry out, What Madneſs ! But Father Girard 
proteſts, in the Sincerity of his Heart, that he ſaw no 
the Maid, nor ever open'd his Mouth to pronounce the 
Words which they have made him ſpeak. 

They farther alledge, that ſome Porringers of Water, 
which he gave her to drink, were the Cauſe of this A- 
bortion. Tis true, that La Cadiere pretending to be ve. 
ry thirſty when her Confeſſor was alone with her, that 
ſhe might have an Opportunity to prepare herſelf for 
ſome new Scene which ſhe deſign'd to aft before him, he 
had the Charity to go himſelf and fetch her ſome Water 
in a Porringer; and that Water, pure and natural as it 
was, have they converted into a Potion capable of pro- 
ducing the moſt horrid of all Crimes. 

Hence it appears, that La Cadiere every Day pro- 
mis'd Father Girard to make him Witnefs of ſome new} 
Miracles, and remove his Doubts ; ſometimes ſhe pre- 
tended that ſhe was lifted up into the Air, and that her 
Wounds chang'd their Colour and Figure, according to} 
the ſeveral Motions and Influences of Grace; ſometimes] 
That ſhe ſweated Blood, which ran from the Crown upon 
Her Head down her Face; and ſometimes ſhe put into 
His Hands Caps ſtain'd with that Blood. At other Times 
ſhe would ſhow him a Napkin, with which ſhe ſaid the} 
Angels had wip'd her Face, the Print whereof was left] 
upon it; ſometimes ſhe would ſhow him her Stigmas, or 
give him a Croſs, which was miraculouſly brought her 
by our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt. All theſe Facts appear, 
either from La Cadiere's Memoirs, or the Letters pro- 
duc'd in the Proceed ings. 

Now, Father Girard frankly owns, that upon theſe} 
Occaſions, and to ſatisfy himſelf about the Truth of the 
Facts, he ſometimes went to La Cadiere's Houſe; and 
as he was afraid leſt they ſhould be divulg'd before he 
had maturely examin'd them himſelf, he us'd the Fre: 
Caution to lock himſelf up in La Gadiere's Chamber 3 

which was moreover a very little one and touch'd the 
Stair-caſe, ſo that thoſe who paſs'd backwards and for-

But whatever Meaſures Father Girard could take to

uy Thing of the Matter, beſides a certain Number of 
Devotees, Father Girard. endeavour'd to ſtifle the Ru- 
mur, by engaging La Cadiere to execute immediately 
her Deſign of retiring into a Convent; and for that Pur- 
pole he wrate to the Abbefs of the Monaſtery of St. 
Clare, at Olliaules. His Letter has been produc'd in the

Every Thing be ing prepar'd for her entring into the 
Convent, La Cadiere reſol v'd firſt to make a Pilgrimage 
to the Holy Cave *. As ſhe was to paſs thro' Aix and 
Marſeilles, ſhe promis'd her Confeſſor to write to him from 
the former 3 but having already given him the Memoir 
concerning the Affair of Siſter Remuſat, written by her 
Brother the Clergyman's Hand, which ſhe made the Fa- 
ther balieve was her own, ſhe was very much per- 
plex'd how to behave. However, her Brother the Do-

After La Cadiere's Transfiguration, the Nuns and her | 
Brothers ſent Accounts of it every-where, and, as it com- 
monly happens, fail'd not to exaggerate the Story, and to 
embell iſu it with the moſt wonderful and affecting Circuny | 
ſtances, they talk'd of nothing but Extaſies, Rapture, 
aud Miracles without End; they compos'd Memoirs of | 
it. Ina little while there came Crouds of People to | 
Oldlioules to ſee the Saint; Regulars and Seculars of both 
Sexes, every one run, every one ſtrove who ſhould | 
be foremoſt ; they open'd to her the Secrets of their 
Conſciences, nay, they pretended. that ſhe knew them, | 
and confulted her about tuture Events. 

Mean while Father Girard was extreamly uneaſy at 
the great Noiſe which bis Penitent's pretended Miracles 
made in the World, became more reſerv'd than ever, | 
and made a Scruple of ſpeaking in Favour of them, 
with the greater Reaſon, that he begun to ſuſpeR their 
Sincerity, becauſe La Cadiere had acquainted him, that 
the intended to quit the Convent; and that ſoon after 
he beard ſhe had ſent Word to her Mother, that if ſhe 
did not come and fetch her out, ſhe would ſoon. k 
dead. This gave Father Girard. Occaſion to write 5 
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the Letter of July 26, which one would think were 
done ſufficient to clear him from every Thing laid to 
his Charge. He receiv'd an Anſwer to it the 29th, in 
which La Cadiere humbled herſelf, and begg'd Pardon 
for her Fault; which her Dire&or granted her, but 
not ſo fully as to lay aſide all His Suſpicions : For 
what confirm'd him the more in them, was, La Ca- 
lieres delaying ſo long to communicate to him the 
Memoir of her Viſions and Revelations, eſpecially thoſe 
which the pretended to have had laſt Lent. 

In order to a thorough Underſtanding of this Fact, 
which is one of the moſt Important in the whole 
Affair, it is neceſſary to go a little further back. Fa- 
ther Girard had order'd his Penitent, after Eaſter, to 
ſet down in Writing all the particular Viſions and ex- 
traordinary Adventures, which ſhe had communicated 
to him in general; that he might examine them at 
leiſure, and thereby get ſome farther Satisfaction con- 
cerning the Conduct of God towards this Girl. She pro- 
mis'd him ſhe would, but the Work went on very hea- 
vily, as we ſhall ſee preſently. 

When La Cadiere went to Aix, Father Girard fearing 
teſt during her Abſence Somebody might ſee, or per- 
haps ſeize upon certain Papers of Devotion and fpiri- 
tual Condutt, which he had lent her for her Edifi- 
cation, as well as ſome Letters from Siſter Remuſat, 
and another Devotee who is till alive, defir'd ihe 
would return them : Whereupon La Cadiere immediate- 
ly pack'd up all ſhe found in her Box, and carry'd 
them to Father Girard. He being then buſy about 
other Affairs, took the Parcel of Papers, and withoyt 
examining them, threw them into a Drawer; nor did 
he ever think any more of them 'till the AQion brought 
againſt him awaken'd his Curioſity, Upon Examina- 
tion, he was exceedingly ſurpriz'd to find among the 
frſtfour Pages of the famous Journal of Lent very much 
blotted, and written in a Hand which was altogether 
unknown to him, and would fill have been fo, if a 
Father of the Jeſuits Convent who had in his Cuſtody 
a Letter from Father Cadiere to M. Camerle, an Eccle- 
laſtick, had not plainly ſhown him, that the Character 
of both was the ſame. Theſe four firſt Pages, written 
dy the Jacobin's Hand, were produc'd in the Proceed- 
ings, as well as the reſt of the Memoirs which La 
Cadiere deliver'd to Father Girard on the 2111 of Auguſt, 
a ſhall be afterwards related. 
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La Cadiere, who, as we juſt now obſery'd, begun 
to loſe Ground a little in her Director's Eſteem and Con. 
fidence, found that Misfortune ſufficiently compenſated 
by the great Reputation of Sanctity which ſhe had ac 
quir'd in the World; and particularly among the 
Nuns of the Convent, who could never enough admire 
her, extol her, or conſult her. Once, however, her high 
Reputation was attack'd, and had like to have been ru. 
in'd. For ſeveral Days together the Garden of the Con- 
vent had been robb'd of Peaches; the Abbeſs being ac- 
quainted with it, ſet Spies upon the Thieves ; theſe 
Spies perceiv'd La Cadiere lily open the Garden Door, 
in the Night-time, eat as many Peaches as ſhe lik'd, and 
afterwards ſtuff her Pockets; but the Perſon who was 
plac'd as Centinel upon the Garden, gently ſhut the 
Gate by which ſhe enter'd, and which could not be 
open'd but by one within the Houſe z ſo that ſhe had 
Time enough to awake all the Society, whilſt La (a. 
diere, who found herſelf ſhut in, conſider'd how to get 
out of this Scrape. And ſhe ſucceeded very well; tor 
moſt of the Nuns running to ſee the Thief, were aſto- 
niſh'd at the Sight of La Cadiere, and could not command 
the firſt Emotions of Anger and Scandal which aroſe 
in their Minds. But La Cadiere having told them that 
our Saviour had inſpir'd her to commit this AR of Glut- 
tonv, in order to humble her, and had promis'd her that 
if the had Reſolution enough to obey that Impulſe of 
Grace, the Tree which ſhe ſhould rob of its Peaches, 
ſhould for the future bear infinitely more beautiful Fruit 
and in greater Abundance; the good Nuns being con- 
founded, preſently repented their raſh Cenſure of her, 
and inflantly return'd her Thanks for the Sacrifice ſhe 
had conſented to make of herſelf in order to procure 
to their Convent ſuch an Abundance of fine Peaches. 
It muſt be own'd, that the Nuns of Ollioules were not 
yet ſo great Proficients in myſtical Devotion as to under- 
ſtand ſuch refin'd Piety ; and it muſt alſo be conſeſs d, 
that from this Time ſeveral among them did not enter- 
tain ſo great an Opinion of La Cadiere's SanQity, as they 
formerly had. 3 
One may judge by this fly Trick of La Caditre 5, 
How well ſhe was fitted for a Monaſtic Life. She made 
freſh Applications to her Director for his Conſent © 
quit it; ſhe wrote to him, that the Neceſſity ſhe was 
under of eating Maigre all the Year round with the 


Society, would inevitably kill her, ſeeing ſhe was * 
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ble to fwallow one Mouthful of it; and if by Chance 
ſhe got it down, ſhe inſtantly threw it up again. But 
ter Confeſſor not yielding to this Reaſon, and inſiſtin 

that ſhe ſhould continue in the Convent, with Per- 
miſſion, however, to eat Meat, if ſhe was abſolutel 

incapable of ſubſiſting upon Maigre ; La Cadiere pro- 
mis'd him a Miracle which ſhould ſhow him the Will 
of God ſo plainly, that he would be forc'd to yield to it; 
which was, that ſhe ſhould be immediately cover'd with 
Sores and Ulcers, which would diſappear the Moment 
ſhe ſet her Foot out of the Monaſtery ; but the Miracle 
not coming to paſs, he perſiſted in his former Reſo- 
lution. g 

La Cadiere having now tried in vain all the Stratagems 
ſhe could contrive to bring her Dire&Qor to conſent to 
what ſhe ſo ardently deſir'd, and deſpairing to bring 
it about, propos'd to M. Camerle, an Eccleſiaſtic, a De- 
ſin ſhe had form'd of making her Eſcape to ſome Place 
or other; and flatter'd herſelf ſhe ſhould ſucceed with 
him ſo mueh the more eaſily, that he had a very great 
Opinion of her Virtue. But not to deter him at ance, 
and to preſerve the favourable Opinion he entertain'd of 
her, ſhe made him believe that God call'd her to go and 
ſerve in the Hoſpitals of Rome, out of mere Humility ; 
and told him, that if he would aſſiſt her in that good 
Work, ſhe had five hundred Crowns at her Diſpoſal. 
Upon his anſwering her, that he was not yet in Holy 
Orders, and that he defign'd to be a Prieſt before he 
vent to Rome; La Cadiere replied, that was not neceſ- 
fary ; and that if once he were a Prieſt, the Biſhop 
would not allow him to go out of his Dioceſe. 

This happen'd about the Beginning of Auguſt; and 
on the eleventh, which was the Eve of St. Clare, 
Father Girard went to Ollioules in order to preach before 
the Nuns, on Occafion of their renewing their Vows, 
He expected that La Cadiere would have deliver'd him the 
Journal of Lent, which ſhe had promis'd him ſhould 
de ready againſt that Day; but it was not yet finiſh'd : 
And when her Director reprimanded her ſharply for de- 
lying it ſo long, which gave him more Reafon for 
entertaining freſh Suſpicions of her, ſhe reſented it ſo 
fir as to tell him, that fince he gave himſelf ſuch Airs, 
he ſhould never have it at all; and ſo left him abruptly. 
All next Day, which was the Feſtival of St. Clare, the 
did not appear before him, on Pretence of being em- 
kloy'd in faying the Offices and Prayers of the Day.

His Penitent more than ever, he immediately wrote | 
Her a Letter, complaining of her having publiſh'd 
that Memoir; withal adviſing her. if any Body had 
taken it without her Knowledge, to make her Com- 
plaint to the Superior; but telling ker, that if ſhe 

given it berſelf to any other than to him, he had 
no more to ſay to herz that ſhe might do what ſhe 
pleas*'d, ſor that he was reſolv'd to leave her; def. 
ring that in what Manner ſoever the Thing had hap- 
pen'd., ſhe would fend him by Marian Gravier, the 

Bearer, all his Papers of Conſcience. and his Letters. 
La Cadiere having receiv'd this Letter, which ſhe call'd 
a: Deviliſh one in the Preſence of La Gravier, mide a 
Bundle of all the Pe pers which Father Girard had ſent 
For. and gave them the Girl to carry to,him. Among theſe 
Papers he afterwards found one Part of the Memoir, 
beginning at the tenth Day of Lent, and written in Fa- 
ther Cadiere's Hand, which he did not then know, toge- 
ther with the Minutes of a great many Letters which 
he had receiv'd from La Cadiere, written, ſcrawl'd, and 
Tcratch'd by the ſame Hand, All theſe were pioduc'd

FatherGirard having attentively read this Memoir, 
and be ſides refle&ing upon La Cadiere's ſingular Vani⸗- 
ty and Forwardneſs, he at laſt open'd his Eyes, and by 

Degrees concei vd as much Horror for her Ho pocriſy 


and Im poſiures, as he formerly had Eſtecm for * ; 
u 
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bat his Charity, and ſome Regards for his Superiors, 
£4 him in an invincible Reſerve, and made him 
keep a profound Silence : So that this Girl {till en- 
oy d an equal Reputation for Sanctity, which the Fa- 
ther faw with Concern, and knew better than any 
dody how ill ſhe Jeferv'd it. This was what partly 
determin'd him, beſides an Order from Above, to re- 
turn to Oflioules, with Deſign to make the laſt Effort 
upon this wandring Soul, and to put her, if poſſible, 
into a Courſe of ſincere Repentance; but finding no 
Motive able to prevail upon her, he firmly reſolv'd 
utterly to forſake her, and never ſee her more. 

Mean time La Cadiere was in no ſmall Perplexity 3 
on one Hand ſhe was upon the Point of being forſa- 
ten by a Director held in the greateſt Veneration at Tou- 
un; What would People have thought of her Virtue ? 
Her Reputation would undoubtedly have ſuffer'd by 
itz on the other Hand, ſhe could not bear the Thoughts 
of ſaying any longer in the Convent, of being ſubject 
to the Rules of the Order, and ſupporting the Charac- 
ter of a Saint, as ſhe had raiſed it, by Impoſtures and 
perpetual Violence to herſelf. In this Extremity ſhe 
wrote three Letters ſucceſſively to Father Girard, on 
the 3d, 5th, and gth of September, if poſſible, to ſoften 
his Reſolution againſt her coming out of the Convent. 
The Father return'd no Anſwer to theſe Letters; but 
refleting ſome Time after, that perhaps the Hour of 
winning her to God might be come, and being more- 
over unable to ſee, without the utmoſt Concern, the 
certain Ruin of a Perſon for whom he once had ſo much 
Zeal, Goodneſs, and Condeſcenſion ; notwithſtanding the 
Reſolution he had formerly taken, he made one Attempt. 
more to reclaim , her. He determin'd therefore to re- 
turn to Ollioules on September the 14th 3 there the firſt 
Penance he preſcrib*d to her, was to conſecrate herſelf 
ſeriouſly to the Lord, by embracing the auſtere Order 
& St. Clare; he next gave her to underſtand; that a 
Conduct ſo natural and ſo agreeable to her preſent Si- 
tuation, would infallibly prevent the Noiſe which the 
Execution of her Deſign would unavoidably make, and 
would by Degrees put a Stop to the Report of thoſe Mi- 
racles wherewith ſhe had ſo long amus'd the Publick 5; 
he concluded with telling her, that the only Means 
he had now left, to ſave her Reputation in this World, 
and her Soul in the next, was to have no Communica- 
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tion with any Body out of the Convent, but to bury her. 


ſelf for ever in the Obſcurity of her Retreat. 


But La Cadiere, whoſe Inclinations were not much 
guided by the Spirit of God, did not think fit to hearken 
to ſuch prudent and holy Advice; nay, the would not 
ſo much as on her Impoſlures to her Confeſſor, tho' he 
was now fully ſatisfy'd about them; on the contrary 
the till ated the Devotee, and inſiſted upon quitting 
the Convent, Father Girard left her, and next Day, be- 
ing the 15th of September, he wrote her the laſt Letter, 
which ſhe produc'd in the Proceedings; and therein the 
Father, out of his Care for her Reputation, as was 4- 
greeable to the Character of a Confeſſor, ſuggeſis what 
Reaſons ſhe might aſſign for the Change of her Dire&or, 

On September the 16th, ſhe left the Monaſtery, and as 
ſhe was ſenſible that this Step, together with Father (i. 
rard's leaving her, would make a great Noiſe in Toulon, 
the retir*'d to a Country Seat belonging to M. Pauque, one 
of her Relations. | 

At this Country Seat La Cadiere conſulted with her two 
Brothers, the Dominican and the Eccleſiaſtic, upon the 
Choice of a new Confeſſor. Father Girard, was ob- 
ſtinate in being profoundly ſilent and reſerv'd concern- 
ing his Penitent's Miracles; nay, perhaps ſhe might tell 
Her Brothers, in Confidence, that Father Girard was con- 
vinc'd of her being a Cheat: They wanted therefore a 
Director that might revive her Miracles, ſet them off 
with freſh Luftre in the World, and place them in ſuch 
a View that they ſhou!d not be liable, either to be inſul · 
ted or ſuſpected. Father Nicolas, Prior of the Bare- 
footed Carmelites, ſeem'd the fitteſt Perſon for their Pur- 
poſe : He was a Man of a forward enterpriſing Temper, 
who, contrary to the Cuſtom of his Order, had obtain'd 
the Superiority at eight and thirty Years of Age. He had 
diftinguiſh'd himſelf, as he pretended, in the College of 
the Jeſuits at Avignon, where he firſt ſtudied, and where 


no Endeavours were ſpar'd to entice him into the Socie- 


ty ; but his nobler Sentiments had rais'd him to the very 

Top of Mount Carmel, from whence he boaſted he had 

more than once contounded the Jeſuits, and that he had

2 * Nicolas, ſuch as we have deſcrib'd him, was 
propos d to the Biſhop of Toulon, as Director to La (a- 
diere, by her Brother the Dominican. The Prelate eaſily 
conſented to this Choice, though he knew but very my 
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of the Man; and he had not yet done talking with Fa- 
ther Cadiere about him, when Father Nicolas appear'd 
under the Pretence of preſenting to him ſome of his Con- 
vent next Ordination-Day. The Biſhop immediately 
told him, that he had made Choice of him to confeſs 
the Holy Virgin; and Father Nicolas after a little faint 

Reſiſtance accepted of the Employment. 

The firſt Days of F. Nicolas's Direction were ſoon fol- 
low'd by a new Miracle. Father Girard had been fre- 
quently; but in vain, importun'd to ſhew the Croſs which 
La Cadiere had recei v'd from Heaven, and given to him: 
Father Nicolas, not ſo reſerv'd as Father Girard, and 
more zealous to gratify People's Devotion to this Croſs, 
ſolicited his new Penitent ſo warmly upon the Head, 
that at laſt, after a deal of Faſting, Mortification and 
Prayer, the very ſame Croſs which ſhe had before re- 
ceiv'd from Heaven, and given to Father Girard, was 
found u pon her Linnen in her Box: It was immediately 
ſhown about; thoſe who had ſeen the firſt, proteſted and 
ſwore it was the very ſame, they paid it all imaginable 
Honours, they kiſs'd it over and over a thouſand 
Times; and thus they were quietly enjoying the Fruits 
ef the new Injury which La Cadiere had done to Heaven, 
when Father Girard thought fit to declare, that he till 
had the Croſs which La Cadiere gave him, and ſhow'd 
it; and at the ſame Time ſomebody diſcover'd the Work- 
man that made them both. | 

How terrible a Surprize was this to the Devotees of 
the Croſs, to Father Nicolas, to La Cadiere, and her 
two Brothers! The latter, enraged againſt Father Girard 
for having expoſed their Impoſtures to the World in 
ſo convincing a Manner, vow'd Revenge: But what 
Revenge ! there never was any Thing more horrid or di- 
abolical invented. | | 

Not being able to preſerve the Character of SanQity 
which La Cadiere had 'till now maintain'd, they con- 
triv'd to impute to the Force of Magick, all the extraordi- 
nary Things that had happen'd to her, her Viſions, her 
Eeſtaſies, her Revelations, her Raptures, Oc. And Fa- 
ther Girard was made the firſt Mover and Author of all 
theſe diabolical Tricks. Thus was that pious and zealous 
Confeſſor transform'd from a State of Sanctity almoſt An- 
gelick, into that of a vile Slave to the Devil. 

But as the Charge of Sorcery, by which they intended 
to blacken and ruin Father Girard, could not be ſeriouſ- 
ly believ'd by any Body in ſo underſtanding an Age as we 

live 
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live in ; they thought it neceſſary to add to this extra. 
vagant Accuſation, ſome Obje& that might move the 
Paſſions, and excite at leaſt the Curioſity, if not the Ma- 
lice bf Mankind : They pretended therefore that Father 
Girard employ'd Sorcery upon this Girl, and breath'd 
the Evil Spirit into her, for no other Purpoſe but to 
gratify an infamous Paſſion, and ſecure the Enjoyment of 
Her Perſon. ' They alſo imagin'd they could by this 
Means ſave the young Woman's Honour, ſeeing ſhe 
could have no Share in the Guilt, and ſo make Father 
Girard appear to be the only Criminal, 

Accordingly Father Nicolas, from that Time, confi. 
der'd his Penitent as one poſſeſs'd by the Devil, that 


ſſood in need of the Aſſiſtance of the Church. He did 


the ſame Honour to all Father Girard's Penitents, whom 
he declar'd equally poſſeſs'd, and in the ſame Condition 
with La Cadiere. | 

It muſt be own'd, that Father Nicolas had a great Re- 
liſh for Exorciſms, and his Taſte was quickly gratify'd: 
For ſome Days after this, La Cadiere having aRted the 
Part of a pofſeſs'd Woman, at the Country Houſe where 
ſhe ſtill continu'd; Father Nicolas, who never ſtirr'd 
from her by Day or by Night, in an Inſtant deliver'd her 
out of that State by Means of ſome Exorciſms; the 
Charm was diſſolv'd, the Stigma's vaniſh'd, the Hair 
grew in a Moment in the Place where formerly the pre- 
tended Marks of the Crown of Thorns appear'd; and ha- 
ving afterwards, at her own Deſire, kiſſed a Piece of the 
Wood of the real Croſs which Father Nicolas held in his 
Hand, ſhe ſaid, that at laſt ſhe beheld a purer Light; 


that ſhe ſeem'd as if ſhe were juſt come out of the thickeſt 


Darkneſs, and that ſhe knew her Deliverer ; to whom 
the immediately return'd her Thanks. 

There remain'd no other Glory for Father Nicolas to 
acquire, but that of conquering her violent Inclination 
for Father Girard, for ſhe ſaid, ſhe was in a Manner for.

Prieſis Orders two Months before, ſtanding naked to his Cui 
Skirt, with a Violet Stole about his Neck, in one 0 | 
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Holy Water, and in the other a Ritual, which Father 
Nicolas had taken Care to bring with him; and that 
Father himſelf holding a great Crucifix with both bis 
Hands, and theſe two together crying out, that la Ca- 
Niere was poſſeſſed, and needed the Prayers of all good 
Chriſtians. Upon this they immediately fall down upon 
their Knees, they pray, they groan, they are terrify'd 
mean while the young Prieſt had begun to exorciſe her, 
when the two Rectors and the two Lecturers came in; 
the Exorciſm was interrupted for a Moment, to offer 
them the Honour of it; but they having carefully exa- 
min'd la Cadiere's Condition, declar'd aloud, that they 
aw no Symptoms of Poſſeſſion. A Surgeon who hap- 
pen'd to be preſent, was of the ſame Mind, and order'd 
ſomebody to go to his Houſe and bring his Cupping- 
Glaſſes : No ſooner were they come, but her Diſorder 
vaniſh'd, ſhe began to breathe, to open her Eyes, and 
zme to herſelf, They made Uſe of ihis Interval to lay 
her upon the Bed; but it laſted a very ſhort Time; 
he began again to twiſt her Arms, her Limbs all grew 
tiff, her Eye-balls roll'd in her Head, the made more 
rightful Faces than before, and ſcream'd out aloud ; 
very Body was frighten'd, and begg'd the Rectors to 
xerform the Exorciſms. They continu'd to oppoſe it, 
jerceiving no Occaſion for it; in the mean Time, to 
atisfy, in ſome Meaſure, the Deſire of the Company, 
hey repeated the Litanies of the Holy Virgin, and 
hen they came to theſe Words, Sancta Trinitas, unus 
Deus, la Cadiere ſaid, God is a Spirit; there is no Trinity, 
Vhen they rehearſed the different Myſterics of our Sa-

phen they ſaid Agnus Dei, ſhe anſwer'd in the Diale 
f Provence, There is no Lamb. 

Towards Midnight the became a little quieter, and ſo 
he Miniſters went out, as did moſt of the Company. 
About Two o'Clock in the Morning, they were ſent 
Ir again in great Haſle, and to engage them to come, 
hey urg'd, that la Cadiere was dying, As ſvon as they

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that the Latin he ſpoke to la Cadiere was too trite and 
eaſy to underſtand z the Father, inſtead of credis Diabolo 
the Terms which he had *till then made Uſe of, asked 
her, Credis Sfiritui immundo ? And as ſhe was entirel 

filent upon this Change of the Expreſſion, our Father 
concluded her not anſwering, was a ſure Proof that ſhe 
believed in the Devil, according to this Maxim which 
he quoted, qui tacet conſentire videtur. Then one of the 
two Miniſters coming near her, asked her, Whence her 
Damon came, and how far Father Girard was concern'd in 
it, &c. To which ſhe immediately reply'd, with an 
Air of Reſolution, I all tell all that in Time and Place; 
would you have me confeſs here in Publick ? Mean Time 
Father Nicolas was far from being idle ; for whilſt Fa- 
ther Cadiere was performing the Exorciſm, he often cry'd 
out to the Devil in a ftrong rough Voice, Come out, 
Wretch that thou art, come out; give Place to one ſtronger 
than thee. 

Thus ended the firf] Part of this Scene, which laſted 
til! Four in the Morning, and then la Cadiere being 
come to herſelf, wanted Reſt, and took it; for ſhe ſlept 
till Nine next Morning. But ” Allemande, the Mother, 


coming into la Cadiere's Houſe, immediately began to 


act the mad or the poſſeſſed Woman, ſaying, Father Gi- 
rard had apperred to her in the Church of the Carmelites, 
La Cadiere ſeeing  Allemande behave as if ſhe were poſ- 
ſeſſed, begin again to do the ſame, and to ſpend in aft- 
ing ſo violent Part, the Strength which ſhe had juſt 
recover'd by Reſt. The whole Neighbourhood was pre- 
ſently alarmed, Father Nicolas was among them, and 
repeated before the Spectators all that had paſſed in the 
Night; but the unbelieving Rectors were called no 
more. L' Allemande did not beſtir herſelf much, her 
great Age would not allow her; but 1a Cadiere, who 
was younger and nimbler than ſhe, topp'd her Part, 
roll'd about the Room, and ſcream'd out, ſo as to be 
heard in the Middle of the Street. The Show continu'd 
*til] Night, the Door of the Hcuſe being always open; 
ſo that it was ſucceſſively fill'd with Perſons of both 
Sexes, of all Ages, and of all Ranks, Citizens, Mecha- 
nicks, and Officers of the Navy; every one of whom 
asked la Cadiere ſuch Queſtions as his Judgment or his 
Inclination diftated, which ſhe anſwer'd in a Manner 
that raiſed both Curicfity and Scandal. 

"Twas this publick Scene, which is for goed Reaſons 
paſſed over in Silence in la Cadiere's Caſe, that * 
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the Biſhop to ſend his Great Vicar next Dav, attended 
by the two Miniſters of the City, the Proctor, and the 
Regiſter of his Court, to enquire into all that had paſ- 
ſed with Relation to theſe pretended Miracles, Poſſeſ- 
ſons, and Exorciſms. We thall not trouble the Pub- 
lick with a further Account of the Proceedings of the 
Court, which are by this Time ſufficiently known to 
every Body, But we cannot help taking Notice of twa 
or three Particulars in la Cadiere's Caſe. 

The firſt is, the Pretence that is there made Uſe of to 
invalidate her publick Retractat ion of her Charge againſt 
Father Girard. Tis faid, that being examin'd on the 
25th and 26th of February, her Anſwers were perfectly 
zprecable to her Depoſition ; but that on the 27th ſhe 
was made to drink a Glaſs of Wine faſting, which taſted 
very ſalt, and ſo much affected her Head, that ſhe did 
not know even her own Mother; and that being exa- 
min'd while in this Condition, ſhe diſowned all the 
Facts contain'd in her Depoſition, This RetraRation ſhe 
imputes to the Potion that was given her, as well as to 
the Menaces and Violence with which ſhe was treated. 
But whom will they perſuade that there are Liquors of 
ſuch Specifick Virtue, as to make the Perſon that drinks 
them ſpeak juſt what the Preparer would have him ? 

A Potion may, indeed, make one either mad or ſtu- 
pid; but neither the one nor the other could be the 
Effect of this pretended Draught. For if la Cadiere had 
been mad, the Commiſſioners would undoubtedly have 
perceived it, ſhe would not have been able either to 
anſwer, or ſign her Anſwers, as ſhe did, and the Exami- 
nation muſt have been put off, If ſhe had been ſtupid, ſhe 
could at moſt have anſwer'd but Yes or No. Yet her An- 
ſwers were very long, and ſhe therein did her utmoſt to 
Juſtify herſelf and her Relations; and in this ſhe ſeem'd 
to proceed with ſuch particular Caution and Art, as a 
ſupid Perſon cannot be ſuppoſed capable of. It is 
therefore reſerved for la Cadiere to propoſe ſome third 
Kind of Specifick Potion, which ſhall determine the 
Drinker to ſuch and ſuch particular Actions; and to 
maintain ſo odd a Paradox, ſhe muſt have Recourſe ta 
Sorcery, her uſual Support and Retuge in Diſtreſs. 

The ſecond Thing is her charging the Jeſuits 1irealy 
with being the Authors of the anonymous Leiter, ſens 
to her at Aix. This is a new but very convenient Me- 
thod of forming an Accuſation z Nobody would be ſafe 
if it were allow'd, ſeeing it is caſy for a Man to get 
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anonymous Letters written to himſelf, and then impute 
them to his Adverſary. 

The next Thing to be obſerv'd is, that Ja Cadiere, and 
the Author of her Memorial, have affected to relate 
Word for Word, ſome Parts of the Depoſitions even ot 
Cuch Evidences as were not confronted with them, 
Whence it appears plainly, that they have a Copy of 
all the Proceedings ; and hence la Cadiere pretends to 
draw this Advantage before the Eyes of all the World, 
that whatever is advanced in her Memorial, is ſuppor- 
ted by the Depoſitions of the Witneſſes ; while Father 
Girard, who knows no more of the Proceedings than 
his Memory can recollect of what paſſed before his Face, 
is uncapable of ſhewing the Unfairneſs of their Quota- 
tions. | 

He has therefore no Remedy left, but the Teſtimony 
of a good Conſcience, that he never ſpoke or ated what 
He is charged with, as reſulting from thoſe Depoſition, 
and the Hopes that his Judges will be better informed, 
by reading the Depoſitions altogether, and thereby ſec 
the Falſity of la Cadiere's State of the Caſe, | 

"Tis true, that in the ſame Memorial la Cadiere has 
endeavour'd to inſinuate, that Father Girard and the 
Jeſuits ſaw the Proccedings from Time to Time. This 
ſcems to be done with a Deſign to perſuade the World, 
that if in our Anſwer to that Memorial we don't take 
the ſame Liberty, *tis not becauſe we cannot; and that 
if we appear reſerv'd in this Particular, tis only be- 
cauſe we find ourſelves unable to conteſt the Depoſitions. 
But to this we ſhall make no other Anſwer, than that 
ſince they have a Copy of the Proceedings, we Chal» 
lenge them to publiſh the Whole; that the World may 
decide impartially, which of the two is to blame, Fa- 
ther Girard or la Cadiere, | 


The Truth of what is contain'd in the above Caſes, 
depending chiefly on the Affirmation of the Perſons 
concern'd, it is neceſſary to add ſome Account of the 
Proofs and Evidences on which the Charge is built ; for 
which Reaſon we ſhall here infert the following Pieces.

T cannot be denied that the Aﬀair now before your 

Lordſhips has made much Noiſe in the World, and 
that there are ſome who would draw this very Noiſe 
into Proof; but before that has any Weight, it ought 
to be conſider'd how this Report hath been rais'd, pro- 
pagated and ſupported. The Family of Cadiere, as un- 
reaſonable as one would think it, have been induſtrious 
to ſpread it. The celebrated Caſe, and the Juſtification 
ef that Lady, are publiſh'd in a Stile ſecure of diffuſing 
itz and if it were poſhble for Rhetorick to miſlead 
your Lordſhips, a certain late Declamation had left me 
0 Room for Defence. Let us lay aſide this Noiſe then, 
which, as I am ſure it will not prejudice your Lord- 
ſhips, ſo I'm poſitive, when our Anſwers are publick, 
it will make little Impreſſion upon the World. Truth 
and Innocency need no Ornaments but a bare Relation, 
and therefore the Rector Girard hath not been afraid to 
truſt his Defence even with ſo plain a Speaker as my-

A great Part, my Lords, of the Charge, is interwo- 
ven with Terms and with Sentiments extreamly looſe, 
and deſtructive to Morality ; perhaps they have not

Thoughts and whoſe Manners are depraved enough to 
liſten with Attention to ſuch Things. I ſhould be ex- 
treamly unwilling myſelf, and that Unwillingneſs is 
lrengthen'd too, by the Inſtructions of Father Girard, 
not to add to the Satisfaction of ſuch Perſons, by any 
Thing that may fall from me in this Diſcourſe.

Behold ! my Lords, a plainer and 
more horrid Blaſphemy, than all their ingenious Wits 
have been able to invent of Father Girard.

In the 
firſt Place, Witchcraft was enough with the vulgar Sort, 
to inflame them againſt the Rector; and Quietiſm, 
Nin, being a Doctrine condemn'd by his Holineſs, and 
yet privately taught and believ'd by many, might give 
their better Sort of Readers Content. Tis very proba- 
ble, many might give Credit to a Seduttion, thro' Prin- 
ciples of Quietiſm, who would not have had the leaſt 
Regard to Sorcery 5 *twas therefore, in this Reſpect, 
vell thought of, to have a Hook for both. In the Lan- 
puage of the Charge, then, the Rector Girard is both a 
dorcerer and a Heretick, a Wizzard, and a Quietiſt. 
but what Proof is there of this? The Father is a Prieſt,

I ſhall | 
only remind your Lordſhips, that when ſhe relates how 
the Rector put her on the Bed, and perpetrated this 
Crime, ſhe at the ſame Time mentions a Circumſtance 
about Aix, which ſhews it to have been after her Re- 
turn from the Journey ſhe had made thither. This Re- 
turn, from the Date of her Letter from Aix, appears 
to, have been the 23d of May, 1730, and that this is to 
be ſuppos'd the firſt Time, follows from the reſt of her 
Narration, That *till then ſhe knew not what ſuch Acts 
were. We have ſoon after, the News of her own, and 
the Rector's Suſpicions of her Pregnancy; with the Hi- 
ſtory of the Draught he gave her to procure Abortion: 
And vet all theſe wonderful Incidents muſt have fallen 
out within the Space of ten or twelve Days at moſt; for 
on the 6th of June following ſhe went into the Convent, 
A probable Story, indeed! But in Plots of this Kind 
the Circumſlances are ſeldom laid cloſe ; *tis the Care 
Providence his of Innocency, that leaves theſe Flaws in 
Tuch Contrivances, by which they over turn themſelves, 
and draw the juſt Judgments of their Wickedneſs on 
their own Heads, Shall the Viſits made by the Rector 
to this Lady become a Proof againſt him? Let us ſee on 
what Account they were made. Five Months paſſed af- 
ter he became her Confeſſor, before he ſo much as ſet his 
| hon near her:; nor had he then, if not requeſted by her 
clations, Was not her Diſtemper, and the ee" 
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which ſhe ſpeaks of in her Mind, ſuficient Cauſe to 
warrant the coming of her Confeſſor? But the Rules of 
his Order enjoin him a Companion. True : Sometimes 
he brought the Complainant's Brother ; and ſometimes, 
ſo numerous are the potent Order of the Jeſuits at Tou- 
lon, there was not ſo much as a Brother to accompany 
him thither. His ſhutting the Door is another Proof; 
the Stigma's ſhe had on her Body, the Elevation of her 
Breaſt, and thoſe Wonders ſhe daily pretended to have 
wrought on her, gave Occaſion either to him or her to 
ſhut the Door five or ſix Times at maſt, Would not 
Charity have ſuppos'd ſhe was then diſcovering the Se- 
crets of her Heart in Confeſſion, rather than committing 
laſcivious Crimes? Or is la Cadiere a fair Lady of that 
Complexion, that it is impoſlible to be innocent, and 
alone with? In the Examinations, *tis true, we meet 
with ſeveral Witneſſes, who are brought to give Evi- 
dence of indecent Liberties which had paſſed between 
them ; but thoſe, as People in ſuch Caſes generally do, 
prove more than they need. They do not only ſay, that 
Father Girard kiſs'd and embrac'd his Penitent, but 
they add alſo, that la Cadiere kiſs'd and embrac'd him. 
Admirable Tokens of a Saint, truly ! Were they amongſt 


the Number of thoſe Things ſhe was ſo innocent as to 


have no Idea of ? Did the natural Modeſty of her Sex, 
and the Lectures of that living Model of Virtue, her 
Mother, teach her no better ? What Abſurdities or Ma- 
pick is there here? Father Girard, from a Religious, 
and a Prieſt, is turn'd into a Sorcerer and a Quietiſt 
and the holy Miſs Cadiere, when the Purpoſes of this 
Accuſation require it, loſes all her ſeraphic Ecſtaſies, in 
the Tranſports of a Courtezan. 

As if the Complainant, and her Abetters, were never 
weary of forming new Heads of their Accuſation; the 
Father Rector is next charged with procuring Abortion ; 
but of this, I think, they can ſcarce pretend themſelves 
to have offer'd any Proof. A Maid, indeed, ſays, She 
ſaw the Father Rector carry up to la Cadiere a Porringer of 
Water. But who ſaw the Red Powder which changed it 
from the moſt innocent Vehicle into a murdering Potion 2 
Miſs Cadiere ſavs, He brought it her eight Days ſucceſſively, 
What, did he viſit her ſo often, and at ſuch an Hour? Why 
is not this prov'd ? Did ſhe keep her Bed ſo long, and 
none of her Family attend her? It was, ſav they, an of- 
Jcious, and even an indecent Act in ler Confeſſor, to bring 
ater, Was there no Servant in the Houle to perforra 
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ſuch an Office? Why really there was one Servant: Sho 
happen'd to be otherwiſe employ'd. And la Cadiere ma. 
king horrible Complaints of Drought, occaſion'd by the 
Torments of Poſſeſſion, her Confeſſor brought a Porrin- 
ger of Water in the Prefence of the whole Family, to 
quench it. But to put this Tale of the Abortion beyond 
Diſpute, let us recollet&t what has been offer'd before, 
that Miſs Cadiere does not charge the Att of Debauch- 
ing her to have happen'd 'till the very latter End of 
May; and the whole of this Story of the Water-fetching 
happen'd, according to her Maid's Account, in April, 
z.e, a little after Eaſter, *Tis pity, when they were 
adjuſting this Proſecution, they had not had a little Re- 
gard to Poſſibilitv, at leaſt ſo that at the firſt Sight of 
Things either the Miſtreſs or the Maid might not ap- 
pear to have ſworn falſly. 

We are now arriv'd at the laſt Article of this famous 
Proſcution, and, indeed, it ſeems to be high Time we 
ſhould. The moſt material Part of what is urg'd upon 
the Topic of ſuborning Witneſſes, is a Letter which 
paſſed from one Lady to another, on the Subject of 
this Affair. It is therein ſaid, That one of the Perſons 
who ſwore to certain Liberties ſhe ſaw paſs between the 
Rettor and his Penitent, is a Perſon of ill Fame: That 
it will be ſufficient to overturn the Weight of what ſhe 
ſays, to call ſuch and ſuch People, who would expoſe 
her Falſhood by their own Teſlimony of the Truth. The 
Writer avers to the Lady to whom ſhe writes, who is a 
Siſter in the Monaſtery of St. Clare, that ſhe need be in 
no Apprehenſion as to any Thing which might follow 
from the Part ſhe took in this Affair (as ſhe might well 
apprehend, from her Superior's ſiding with la Cadiere.) 
Taking it thus, then, in the Light they place it, what 
Crime, what Subornation does there appear? As to what 

paſſed in the Series of this Proſecution, before it was in 

the laſt Reſort remitted to the Examination of this ho- 
nourable Aſſembly, we have fully accounted for, in a 
Paper deliver'd to your Lord ſhii ps. | 

Having thus, in the moſt ſuccin& Manner I am able, 
laid before your Lordſhips the Arguments which to me 
ſeem convincing of the Rector's Innocence, it becomes 
me next to intreat your Patience to hear that juſt Charge 
we bring againſt la Cadiere; who fearing, ſince Father 
Girard had declin'd the Direction of her Conſcience, that 
all her falſe Pretenſions to Sanctity would loſe their End, 
the World paying ſo. great a Regard to the You. we 
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Merits of that Prieſt, and that his leaving the Care of her . 
would blaſt all her growing Reputation; her Brothers, 
and Father Nicolas, who had their private Reaſons as 
well as a common Hatred to the Jeſuits, puſh'd her firſt 
into a pretended Poſſeſſion, and then on making this Charge: 
She herſelf hath once confeſs'd this, and continu'd ſteady 
in her Retra&tion for eleven Days. Behold, my Lords, 
the ſecret Motives to an Affair which has made ſuch an 
Eclat, to the Scandal of an whole Order, if not the Ca- 
tholic Faith. The Father Girard ſubmits, well ſatisfy'd 
to your Judgment; and inſtead of clamouring for Juſtice 
and Puniſhment, entreats you would examine all Things 
thoroughly, that his Innocency may appear without a 
Stain. He is contented to wait your Deciſion in Con- 
finement ; he relies on your Wiſdom and Impartiality, 
and attends your definitive Sentence with an Equality of 
Mind, void alike of Guilt and of Fear. 


M. Chaudon's Reply Zefore the Chamber of Parliament at 
My Lords, 


Appear now here, in order to anſwer the Arguments 
] which have been offer'd to prove the Innocence; or, 
I may ſay more truly, to varniſh over the Guilt of Fa- 
ther Girard. The Romance which for this Purpoſe hath 
been fram'd, were it not for the Circumſtances of Things 
and Perſons, would afford Matter of Diverſion ; but con- 
ſdering its Inconſiſtenc ies, Abſurdities, and the meer 
Inventions of which it is full, it cannot certainly have 
any Weight in the Breaſts of your Lordſhips, or of rea- 
ſonable Perfons. | 
The Baſis of all the Father pretends to ſay in Vindi- 
cation of himſelf, preſſes on this, That the Graces, Vi- 
fions and Transfigurations of la Cadiere, were ſo many 
Forgeries; the Suſpicion of which made him for a long 
Time uneaſy, and on a full Diſcovery, occaſion'd his 
declining the Direction of her Soul. Would the Rec- 
tor have us believe this? Well, to ſhew our Complai- 
fance for once, we will. But tho' this be the Corner 
Stone in his Apology, yet he pulls it down in the firſt 
Step he takes. M. Cadiere had a Viſion, he ſays, in which 
e ſaw him, and, by an intelligible Voice, was d irec- 
ted to him, as he who ſhould bring her to Chriſt. The 
ather, who believes, or profeſſes to believe nothing of 
her Trances or her Viſions, would yet eſtabliſh this; 


he 
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he quits all the labour'd Reaſons againſt Poſſibility of 
Bewitching, and places his chief Hopes of being ac- 
quitted on this Head, in one of the Revelations of Mix 
Cadiere. 

Can the Rector, or thoſe who undertake his Defence, 
imagine, that after the poſitive Proofs which have been 
'offer'd of the miſerable Condition in which this unhap- 
- Þy young Woman was, the Depoſitions of the Siſters of 
the Monaſtery of St. Clare, at Ollioules, that ſhe com- 
plain'd of being beaten by Evil Spirits, and the Marks 
which ſtill appear'd, the Teſtimony of the two Curates 
at the Cathedral, and of the Siſter Beauſier, who was an 
Eye-Witneſs of Ja Cadiere's miraculous Communicating 
in the Convent, and was preſent alſo when the Rector 
Girard came in, and affirm'd it was he that Communi-. 
cated her, and ſaid to la Cadiere, laughing, Ah! my little 
Glutton, Will you always rob your Father of half his Pur. 
tion? Can they imagine, I ſay, that her Poſſeſſion or 
its Author, admits of any Queſtion 2 Will Certainty 
yield to Sophiſm, ever ſo well array'd in Language? Or 
ſhall an artful Oration, rhetorically diſclaiming Rheto- 
rick, prevail againſt the fulleſt and plaineſt Proof? 

Your Lordſhips may perceive, that I follow the Or- 
der of the Father's Defence, as being what you laſt 
heard; and therefore purſuing its Track is the moſt 
likely to aveid Confuſion, Let us turn then to what is 
urg'd to acquit him in reſpe& to the Charge of Quictiſm. 
He has divided Quietiſm into two Sorts, the Spiritual 
and the Carnal. His Harangue runs then upon the Im- 
poſſibility of a Man's being at once a Sorcerer anda 
Quietiſt: But ſure, when they dwell ſo much on this 
trite Obſervation, they forget their own Diſtinction, to 
which we muſt recur, We do indeed acknowledge an 
Impoſlbility in a Sorcerer to be a Spiritual Quietiſt, be. 
cauſe Spiritual Quietiſm ſuppoſes a zealous Faith and 
fervent Love of the Divinity; but that a Sorcerer ſhould 
make uſe of Quietiſt Principles to ſeduce thoſe whom he 
deſir'd ſhould yield unto his lewd Inclinations, is, I con- 
feſs, to me a Propoſition in which I ſee no Contradic- 
tion. As to the reſt of his Pretences, they are of the 
fame Caft : He favs, That M. Giraud might very eaſily, 
by artful Interrogations, have induc'd two illiterate 
Women, to confeſs they were taught certain Principles 
which look like Quietiſm ; an Hereſy, which in ou: 
Director's Opinion, borders ſo nearly upon Truth. This 
might have worn the Face of Probability, it the Nang 
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tions of M. Giraud had not been to be found in the Ex- 

minations, where, inſtead of being artful, they are the 

plaineſt imaginable, and the Anſwers of the Women ra- 

tional and dire, He appeals then to the famous Letter 

of the 224 of July, in which the very Eſſence of Quie- 

tiſm is expreſs'd in full and direct Terms. But becauſe 

there is a Paſſage that mentions returning God thanks, 

and another that entreats her Prayers, this Gentleman's 

Harangue ventures to affirm, that muſt they acquit him 

beyond Conſtruction. But with whom muſt they acquit 

him? Not ſurely with your Lordſhips, who know, that 
the Noftors in Quieti/m allow the lower Claſſes of their 

Scholars the Uſe of wocal Prayer; and even Malinos him- 

ſelf allow'd it, *till they came to their Spiritual Elevation 

of Mind, which they call the Interior Solitude. Taking 
then, my Lords, the whole of this together, it is the 

plaineſt and cleareſt Proof of our Charge that can be. 

Forget yourſelf, and be entirely Paſſive, is the Principles of 
Galt, as they are taught to a Novice, as the giving 

God Thanks, and deſiring her Prayers, ſhews that as yet 

ſhe was no farther advanced; tho' all the Examinations 

ef his Penitents confirm, that the End of his Directions 

was a Spiritual Union, from whence follow'd an Indiffe- 

rence of outagard Acts, the very Carna! Quietiſm he had 

ſ rightly ditinguiſh's. 

Having ſhewn how unſucceſsful the Defender of the 
Rector Girard has been on theſe Heads, let us proceed to 
ſee how happily he has ſucceeded elſewhere. We are 
now, my .Lords, deſcended to the Spiritual Inceſt. He 
pretends, my Lords, to a great deal of Charity, through- 
out his Defence; and, in Return, he would fain have 


us have Charity enough to believe, that all his Vifits to 


a young Lady before ſhe was up, being lock'd alone in 
her Bed-chamber, examining there her Side, her Breaſt, 
Oe, and meaſuring the Diſtance between her Paps and 


her Ribs, were ſo many Acts, at the moſt, of an impru- 
dent Piety. Methinks, my Lords, here is Occaſion for 
another of the Evargelick Graces; for, if I am not miſta- 


ken, an uncommon Faith is neceſſary in whoever be- 


lieves it. Had his Interviews been ſo innocent, why | 


were the Mother and Brothers of the Penitent always ex- 
cluded ? He ſays, it was very impraper they ſhould ſee 
him viewing his Penitent's Side, Breaſt, Oc. I agree to 
that; but did. he ever come without viewing them ? 


Had there been no ſenſual Pleaſure taken in the Sight, 
need it have been fo very often repeated? Sure our Con- 
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feſſor's Conceſſions are ſo large, that it's no Breach of | 


Charity to ſuppoſe even the moſt criminal Exceſles to 
employ his Moments. Such Pfractiſes in the Priefis are 


no ſuch Miracles as never to have been heard of: Lewie 


Eauffridy, burnt alive by Arret of Parliament in 1611 

was a parallel Inſtance. *Tis well for Girard, if the 
Parallel run no farther than their Crimes. The 80. 
phiſm in the Defence, which would repreſent it as an 
Inconſiſtency to ſay, that the Rector abuſed the Body o 

his Penitent when he was in an Ecftacy, and totally depriv'd 
of Senſes, runs only on the Manner of her knowing it 

when it is confeſs'd ſhe was inſenſible in the AR. Without 
falling into Indecencies, my Lords, are there not Marks 
enough by which this unhappy Lady, tho' inſenſible 
at the Lime, might afterwards come to know ſhe was 
ruined by the Abuſes of this libidinous Prieſt ? Nay, 
does it not appear from her Declaration that he own'd 
it, and would have perſuaded her, 1? as the Will of the 
good God, that there ſhould be ſuch an Union between them 
impiouſly averring, her Mind would grow more pure from 
this Holy Liberty, But the Hinge of his Defence in 


this reſpect, turning upon a ſeeming Varation in Time, 


between what Ja Eadiere and the Maid-Servant have 
ſworn, in relation to the Abuſe and the Abortion, it 
naturally draws our Reaſoning to that Point. 


Let us then, my Lords, deſcend to conſider the Charge 


in regard to this Article, and therein particularly this 
Obje&ion, on which the Accufed ſo confidently. relies, 
He pretends, that the Time in which he adminiſter'd the 


Diſcipline, { plac'd rightly on or about the 234 of Ma, 
was the Time fixed by Cadierę for the firſt of his Abuſes. 


Miſerable Man | To what wretched Excuſes hath he Re- 
courſe? The Depoſitions of la Cadiere plainly prove 
the contrary. She ſays indeed, That this was the firſt 
time ſhe was ſenſible when he committed thoſe Crimes; and 
the innocently relates the very manner of its Perpetra- 
tion, in Terms too direct to be repeated here. Vet ſince 


the Rector hath thought fit to mention this Epoch, as 
he calls it, I cannot omit taking Notice of what concludes 


her Declaration, which, fince he admits the firſt Part, 
mutt be admitted alſo, wherein ſhe ſays, That the Father 
abuſed her in the ſame Manner every time after that he came 


70 their Houſe. But what is there in all this that claſhes 


with the Depoſition of the Maid? Tho? Ja Cadiere faith 


That this was the firſt time ſhe aas ſenſible in the Alt, yet 
ſhe ſays as plainly, That he abuſed her often, when n 
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nies and Trances. As to the Evidence of the Servant, 
* is not only a Proof of the Abortion, but it is a full 
Proof of the Equivocation of the Jeſuit, who pretend- 
ing, That there was but one Servant in la Cadiere's Houſe, 
and fhe out of the Way, would infinuate, that the Rector 
carried up the Porringers becauſe there was no Body elſe 
to carry them. How falſe is this? Were not the Mo- 
ther, Siſter-in-Law and Brothers there, to carry them? 
Nay, does not the very Maid, whom Girard would have 
us believe was out of the Way, ſwear, That /o far from 
it, ſhe was in the Kitchen when the Rector came for it, and 
that ſhe, as well as the reſt of the Family, would have ſpa- 
red him a Labour ſo unbecoming his Office? But how came 
the Father to carry it in a Porringer ? He enquires, 
Who ſaw him put the Red Powder in it? There is no 
doubt he took care to conceal that; but his carrying it 
in a Porringer, and that conſtantly, is a ſtrong circum- 
fantial Proof of his putting ſomething in it. Was not 
; Glaſs more proper for Water? Or were there no Glaſſes 
as well as no Servants in the Houſe of Mrs. Cadiere ? But 
the Pot of Blood; Is there no Credit due to that nei- 
ther? The Maid ſays, She receiv'd it at the Door, and 
that Father Girard was in the Room. The Rector owns he 
ſaw it, but denies that he uſed the Expreſſion, What Im- 
prudence ! which the Servant, on her Oath, declares ſhe 
heard him ſay. My Lords, let us put this together; he 
is accuſed of giving Powder, in a Porringer of Water, 
which procured Abortion. That ſoon after it was taken 
it produc'd a Flux of Blood, We have proved, even 
beyond his Denial, every Circumſtance which would 
admit of Proof. Shall his asking an unreaſonable Que- 
lion, Who ſaw hju put in the Powder, weigh againſt ſo 
clear Evidence, confirm'd in moſt Things by the Evi- 
lence of himſelf ? 

It is with great Pleaſure, my Lords, that I come to 
the laſt Head in this Diſpute, which brings me ſo near 
an End of that Trouble which ſo long, and ſo perplex'd 
an Affair, muſt have given to your Lordſhips. It relates 
to the Subornation of Witneſſes, and the Methods made 
Uſe of to delay Juſtice. The Fats, my Lords, are fo 
notorious, that you will pardon my Ex preſſion in ſaying, 
it were to weaken our Cauſe, were we to dwell on par- 
ticular Proofs. Does not all Toulon ring of the Inju- 
lice done us there? Was not the ConduR of Father Sa- 
batier, and his abſolute Direction of thoſe who in Juſtice 
bught to have had no regard to any Party ſo flagrant, as 
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to be beyond a Denial? Has not the Hardſhips put 
4 the Complainant been contrary to the known Rulez 
of Law in France? Hath ſhe not been ſhut up in Priſon | 
ill treated there, and all who durſt appear in her Behajf | 
threaten'd, while Father Girard, tha' under ſuch an 
Accuſation, was at full Liberty, not only in his Perſon 
but in his Office; that is, he was with impunity permit- 
ted to pollute the Miniſtry, the Altars, and even the holy 
Sacraments of God? Such, my Lords, has been the inju- 
riqus Treatment of an abuſed Innocent; ſuch the impi- 
ous Lenity uſcd towards a Jeſuite, charg'd with the 
blackeſt Crimes. 

I was in doubt, my Lords, whether I ſhould ſo much 
as mention the Charge brought againſt, us of a Conſpi. 
racy. To repeat it only is to confute it. They would 
have your Lordſhips ſuppoſe, that a poor young Woman, 
whohad not only led a blameleſs but an edifying Life, ut- 
terly unacquainted with the World, and with its Vani- 
ties; whoſe Thoughts appear, even from her Ene- 
mies, to have been always taken up with her Creator, 
ſhould at twenty Years old, take a Reſolution to expoſe a 
Prieſt and a Jeſuite of Fifty? whoſe Intereſt, at leaſt, if 
not his Reputation, ſet him almoſt above Cenſure. That 
the ſhould acknowledge herſelf a Praſtitute, an Acceſary 
to Murther, and a Sharer in an additional Load of Offences, 
too many, and too ſhocking to relate; and this at the 
Inſtance, and by the Contrivance of the Prior and her 
Brothers, all Eccleſiaſticks, who were ſure to reap no- 
thing but Syferings from ſuch a Proſecution ! Is not 
this the Tale they would impoſe on your Lordſhips? 
when tis too ridiculous to deſerve Credit even from a 
Nurſery, Its only Uſe could be, to give the Order of 
Jeſuits an Opportunity to interpaſe in his Deſence, by 
repreſenting his Accuſat ion as a Plot againſt their Society. 
| | Alus! how mean a Shift is this? Do we not already 
1 know, that the Jeſuits are ever ready to ſupport one of 
their Number, let his Charge, or even his Crimes, be 
what they will? Are the Maxims or Intrigues of thoſe 
Fathers fo ſecret, as to eſcape all Notice? No ſure, ve 
we have had the traiterous and rebellious Poſitions of 
that powerful Body engrav'd on Pil ars of Stone. Are 
the Arrets of Parliament forgotten, which baniſh'd them 
the Kingdom? Or are the Crimes no longer remembred 
that drew on them this Puniſnment? Why, my Lords, 
are we charg'd with attacking the Order? Do they not 
take the Blemiſi of his Offences on themſelves, by the 
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extraordinary Aſſiſtance they afford? What Concern, what 
Intereſt, what an immenſe Expence have they put them- 
(elves to, and yet to no Purpoſe, ſince the Stain will 
remain indelible, whether he meet the Puniſhment due 
to his Crimes, or is acquitted before your Lordſhips, 
after the Evidence given againſt him has convinced not 
only all who heard it, but even all France, and all Eu- 
rope, Proteſtants and Catholicks, who unanimouſly pro- 
claim him guilty, and wait impatiently for that Sen- 
tence of your Lordſhips, which ſhall doom him to his 
deſerved Fate. 


The Ex:mination of Witneſſes being fully concluded, 
the Parties interrogated ſeparately, and the Advocates 
having finiſh*d their Speeches; the Chamber of Parlia- 
ment took ſome Space of Time to confider what on each 
Side had been offer'd, till the Complainant la Cadiere, 
preſented a Petition; on which, a Day being ſet for 
pronouncing the definitive Sentence, the Perſons con- 
cern'd appearing, Monſieur the firſt Prefident ſpoke in the 
following Terms;

HE Members of this Parliament having heard all 
which on either Side could be produced for the in- 
forming their Judgments, in reſpect to the Proceſs of 
M. Cadiere againſt John Baptift Girard, Prieſt, Reli- 
gious, of the Order of Jeſuits, or in regard to what was 
objefted by the ſaid Girard to the Rev. Father Nicholas, 
Prior of the Bare-footed Carmelites, and the Brothers of 
the Accuſatrix M. Cadiere, as to a malicious Combina- 
tion, by proſecuting him, to injure and aſperſe the Society 
of Jeſuits e having impartially weighed the Evidence 
given as to each Point, the Harangues and Reaſonings 
of the Advocates; and conſider'd the Tenour of the 
Laws, and the Proofs exacted by them againſt Perſons 
accuſed of ſuch Crimes; the Duty of my Office re- 
quires that I ſhould #cquaint you with the Reſult of 
their Debates, | 

I am therefore to inform you, that what the ſeveral 
itneſſes have depoſed. with relation to the Principles 
taught by Father Girard to his Penitents, the Com pa- 
riſon which may from thence be made between them 
and thoſe of Molinos, the Nature of his Letters, and

Theſe, I ſay, taken altogether and disjunitively, as to 
each Part of the Charge, hath make ſuch an Impreſſion 
on the Minds, and ſo fully convinced in their Opinions 
Twelve of the Members of this Aſſembly, that they have 
deliver'd their Voices, That Fohn-Baptift Girard is fully 
proved guilty of the aunt, Sorcery, Defiling and Abu. 
fing his Penitent, and in procuring her Miſcarriage, andin 
Conſequence thereof, have adjudged him to be burned alive, 


While on the other Side, the nice Diſtinctions which 


are required to ſever the Orthodox Doctrines of the Ca- 
tholick Church from the Errors of Spiritual Quietiſin, con- 


ſiſting only in an enthufiaſtick Piety, and unintelligible | 
to the Capacities of Women, like Allemande and Bata- 


relle; the Proof of Siſter Hermitte, that M. Cadiere 
own'd her having Viſions, before ſhe was under the 
Direction of Father Girard; that ſhe was ſhewn him 
in an Ecſtacy, and heard a Voice from Chriſt, which 
told her, Behold the Man who ſha'l bring you unto me; 
the Evidence of the Spiritual Inceſt, depending only on 
the Complainant's own Declarations ; the Circumllances 


of the Proof being trivial; and the Depaſitions as to the. 
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Abortion, circumſtantial ; Nine of the Members, for theſe 
Reaſons, have fully acquitted him. 

The ſame Reaſons, weighing with. Three others of 
the Members of this Aſſembly ſo far as to abate of the 
Capital Puniſhment, and yet not convincing them intirely 
of his Innocency, they gave their Voices that he was 
zuilty of perverting his Penitents, by teaching them an 
heretical, or, at leaſt, unintelligible Divinity, allowin 
them too great Indulgencies with reſpect to ſenſual Plea- 
ſures, and giving great Offence thro' the Imprudence of 
dis Conduct; wherefore they were only for abating the 
Severity of this Sentence; but on further conſidering

In the Month of September 1730, ſeveral Advocates 
ſigned a Conſultation in Favour of the Fanſeniſts, upon 
Occaſion of the Diſputes which were ariſen, or might 
hereafter ariſe about the Conſtitution Unigenitus. Some yn. 
guarded Expreſſions in that Conſultation gave Offence 
to the Court; who iancied themſelves ſo greatly Injured 
by it, that they condemn'd it by an Arret of the Month 
of October following, as ſtriking at the Royal Autho- 
rity. 

The Advocates were ſtunned with this Blow, How. 
ever, they meet; they explain themſelves; and in an 
A pologetick Manifeſto, which they preſented to the 
King, they perewptorily pronounce, and decide, that 
the Power and Authority of all the Bodies in the Kingdom 
are only an Emanation 2 Stream) of the Royal Authority, 
ich is the only Fountain thereof + That the Authority of 
the Church extends only to the Souls, and has nothing to do 
with the Bodies of Men: And that it has no Coercive Power 
as to Externals. | 

The Court approv'd of this Apology, and confirmed 
it by an Arret of the Council of State the 25th of NM. 
vember of the fame Year 1730. | 

This alarmed the Pope and the whole Body of Biſhops ; 
and the more, becauſe the Arret of the Council ſeem'd 
to give it the Force of a Law. They ſounded the A- 
larm; and the Cry ran threugh the Kingdom, that the 
Church was in Danger. The Archbiſhop of Paris was the 
firſt that ſignaliz'd in this Affair; he ſet up the Stan- 
dard; publiſh'd an Ordinance the ioth of January ſol- 
low ing, viz. 1731; and thunder'd againſt the Apology 
as Blaſphemous, Heretical, and firiking at the Authority 
of the Pofe and the Church, 

The Advocates, fir'd with a juſt Indignation, re- 
turned to the Charge; made loud Complaints of the 
Archbiſhop's outrageous Enterprize; and drew upa yet 
more furicus Paper agaiſt him, with the Materials for 
which they were furniſhed by the Janſeniſts. But Mon. 
ſieur Gilbert de Voiſins, Advocate General, in Concert 
with the Court, prevented them by bringing in an Ap- 
peal from that Ordinance, and demanding an Arret for 
ſuppreſfling it; which was immediately executed. 

The Archbiſhop would not yet yield himſelf beaten: 
He writes to Rome, confers with the Cardinal de Rohan. 


and de Biſſy, conſults the other Prelates, and all in pack 
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eert, by dint of Prayers and Threats to iſſue Mandates of 

Separation, obtain an Arret of the goth of July laſt, 
which permits them to revive the Ordinance, and to 
diſtribute the ſame. 

The Advocates ſeeing themſelves thus bandy'd about 
between the Court and the Archbiſhop, abſent them- 
ſelves from the Parliament, and refuſe to plead. The 
Court, plung'd in new Difficulties, endeavours to bring 
them to Temper; they are flatter'd, careſs'd, intimida- 
ted, and at laſt, half a Score of them are baniih'd —— 
All this ſignifies nothing; the reſt are not a whit the 
more tractable for it. The Parliament meets as uſual, 
the 6th of November: Not an Advocate appears; but 
upon the Door of the Palace where they meet, was writ- 
ten, Ecurie a louer, A Stable to belet, 

The Cardinal Miniſter was now very much perplexed. 
Here was a total Stop of publick Juſtice; and it was to 
no Purpope to think of redreſſing the Evil by Violence. 
An Advocate may be compell'd to plead; but not to 
plead with Care and Diligence, and Concern for the Suc- 
ceſs of his Clients: So that at laſt the Court found them- 
ſelves obliged to come to a Compromiſe, and mide an 


Arret of Dec. 1. by which it was declar'd, That the Ar- 


ret of July 30, which permits the Publication of the 
Archbiſhop's Ordinance, has nothing in it contrary ta 


that of Nov. 25, 1730, beeauſe (as it is there declar'd) 


the Archbiſhop levels his Cenſures only again(t falſe 
Principles, which are maintain'd by no Party.

Other Contentions of the like Nature have happend 


between the King and Parliament, of which the follow- 
ing Relation gives a very curious Account, 

On the 28th of November, the Mercuriales were not 
perform'd as uſual, though the Chambers met: The firſt 
Preſident open'd the Seſſion with acquainting them, That 
the Sunday before, he had had the Hunour to wait upon 
the King: That his Majeſty then told him, that he 
ſhould ſend a Letter to the Parliament, and that he would 
have it read before they went upon apy other Buſineſs. 
He added, That the Letter had he mention'd was in the 
Hands of the King's Advocates, who recciv'd it the Day 
before, Hereupon the Gentlemen of the Chamber der 
Enquetes anſwer'd, That they ſhould be always ready to 
hear the King's Orders read ; but that there were prior 
Orders concerning the Eraſement of the Arcet of the 7th 


of September. of which they would gladly be inform'd 3 
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and that they begg'd the Firſt Prefident to acquaint them 
what they knew of the Matter. They likewiſe defir'q 
to ſee the Regiſter in which the Arret was; but the ſaid 
P reſident refus'd it, and aſſur'd them, That the King 
had exp:eſly told him, he would have his new Letter 4e 
cachet read before any other Buſineſs z and that for the 
reſt, every one was at Liberty to go and ſee the Regiſter 
in the proper Oſhce. This Anſwer did not ſatisfy them, 
but they Hill inſiſted, That he ſhould ſay what was done 
in relation to the aforeſaid Arret of the 7th of September, 
and ſome Counſellors added, That in regard what the 
Firſt Preſident had told them concerning the King's Or- 
ders, could be look'd upon only as ſpoken in his privats 

Capacity, the Aſſembly was not obliged to give Credit to 
it. This occaſion'd a warm Debate, which continu'd 
increaſing, *till the King's Advocates came in, and deli- 
ver'd his Majeſty's new Letter de cachet At that the 
Aſſembly put on a very grave Countenance; but ſtill 
they infiſted, as ſtrenuouſty as before, upon what had 
been refus'd them; whereupon the Firſt Preſident fear- 
ing worſe Conſequences, diſmiſs'd the Aſſembly, and ad- 
journ'd tbe Debate *till next Morning. 

On the 29th the Chambers met again, and the King's 
Advocates coming in about Ten o' Clock, Monſieur Gil- 
bert de Voiſins ina ſhort Speech told them, That to their 
great Grief they had brought a new Letter de cachet to the 


Aſſembly ; but that they were oblig'd to obey the King's | 


Commands, and to diſcharge the Duty of their Office, 
Thereupon the ſaid Letter was open'd ; and the Purport 
of it was, that the King would and ordain'd, that his 
Parliament, before they went upon any Buſineſs, ſhould 
read the former Letter de cachet, which he had ſent them: 
That he charg'd the Attorney General to take Care that 
this Order was executed ; and that he commanded him 
to ſend him the Names of thoſe who oppos'd it. Where- 
upon Monſieur Joly de Fleury, who was charg'd with this 
Order, cried out aluud, Behold, Gentlemen, the fineſt Con- 
miſſion I ever had in my Life $ 

At laſt the Letter de cachet was read, and was almoſt 
the ſame with that which the Parliament receiv'd upon 
the Day of their Meeting after the Vacation, only a 
few Words being alter'd. Thereupon it was reſolved by 
a Majority of Votes, That the Parliament ſhould 80 
and complain to the King in a Body, and proſtrate them- 
ſelves at his Feet. The Firſt Preſident and the Prefi- 
dent Pelletier did all they could to prevent this Ree 

| | i 
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tion's tak ing Place; but the Majority did not ſtick to 
ſay, That the Parliament ought not to ſuffer themſel ves 
to be led by the Noſe any longer : That their Deputies 
made what Report they pleaſed, and that it was alla 
Cheat. They ſet out therefore, the ſame Afternoon, 
about Two o*Clock, in 58 Coaches and Chaiſes for Marli, 
where they arriv'd at Four o' Clock, and were all con- 
ducted into the Salon de la querre, or Hall of War. They 
deſired the Duke de Treſmes, who was in Waiting as 
Firſt Gentleman of the King's Bedchamber, to tell the 
King, his Parliament was come thither, humbly to 
make their Complaints to him. The Duke having de- 
liver'd this Meſſage, he immediately came back to them 
and told them, it was with a great deal of Concern that 
he was obliged to acquaint them, that the King was 
abſolutely determin'd not to ſee them or hear them. 
However, they would not take this for a Repulſe; but 
intreated the Duke to uſe his Intereſt with the King to 
get them an Audience: Thereupon he return'd to his 
Majeſty, but ſoon brought them this thundering Meſ- 
ſage, That his Majeſty commanded them to depart im- 
* mediately, upon pain of his Diſpleaſure.“ As they 
were going to their Coaches, the Cardinal de Fleury re- 
turn'd from his Seat at I), and ſeem'd under ſome Sur- 
prize to ſee the whole Parliament at Marli. His Emi- 
nency talk'd with the Firſt Prefident, about half a 
Quarter of an Hour, and aſſur'd him that he had a very 
great Regard and Efteem for the Gentlemen of the Par- 
liament. The Abbot de Pucelle anſwer'd- him with 
ſome hard Wordsz to which his Eminency made no 
Reply, but went in and left them.

purſuance of this Agreement, Sir Charles Wager, with a 
Fleet 
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Fleet of Ships ſet ſail from Portſmouth, on the 26th of 
Auguſt, and arriv'd at Barcelona September the 12th. He 
was receiv'd with a profuſion of Reſpects by the Court 
of Spain, and the whole Fleet was treated by the Spa- 
niards with uncommon Civilities. The Fleet continu'd 
at Barcelona to Oftober 19, waiting for the Spaniſh Forces 
who were to be embark'd, and the Arrival of their 
Fleet, which was retarded by the Want of Sailors to 
man the Ships; to compaſs which, they were obliged to 
uſe great Rigour in impreſſing Fiſhermen, and other 
Perſons accuſtomed to the Sea, throughout all the Ports 
of Spain. It was expected, that Don Carlos would have 
gone in Perſon on Board; but the Spani/h Court alter'd 
their Scheme, and he made his Journey by Land, Ang 
what was yet more extraordinary, it was reſolved that 
he ſhould paſs thro' France, and embark for Italy at Ar. 
ribes ; which very much ſurpriz'd all Perſons ; France 
being generally thought diſfatisfy'd with the Introduc- 
tion of that young Prince into Italy, becauſe the Affair 
had been concerted without the Privity of their Court, 
In his Paſſage thro' Spain, he was receiv'd with all the 
Entertainments and Magni ficence that are uſual on thoſe 
Occaſions ; and his Reception in France was not at all 
inferior. Art laſt, on the 23d of December, N. S. he em- 
bark'd at Antibes, on board the Gallies of Spain, for Leg. 
horn, where he arriv'd on the 275th ; upon the News of 
which, the Imperial General Count Stampa deliver'd up 
the Adminiſtration of the Dutchics of Parma and Placen- 
tia to the Dutcheſs Dowager Dorothea of Parma, as joint 
Guardian with the Great Duke of Tu/cary to the Infante 
Don Carlos; after which, the Imperial Troops quitted 
their Guards and Poſts, and marched away for the Mila. 
nexe. And thus this important Affair ſecms compleatly 
aniſh'd.

June 4. This Day about Noon a moſt dreadful Fire 
happen'd at Blandford in Dorſet/kire, which in fix Hours 
Time conſum'd the whole Town (except about 26 Hou- 
ſes) together with the Church. The Fire was driven 
with ſo much Swiftneſs, that few of the People ſaved 
any of their Goods. Near 3000 Perſons were obliged to 
lie in the open Fields, without Covering, and many 
without Cloaths or Viauals. The Small-Pox was rite 
in the Town, and many who had that Diſtemper upon 
them, being carry'd out, to avoid the Flames, dy'd on 
being expoſed to the Air. The Fire began in a Tallow- 
chandlex's Shop. The Wind being very high, carry'd 
Flakes of burning Thatch upon Houſes at 100 Yards 
Diſtance ; and reached to a Village at a Diſtance from 
the Town, which was quite conſumed. Near 300 Hou- 
Tes were laid in Aſhes. 

5. About Four in the Afternoon, a Fire almoſt as 
dreadful broke out at Tiverton in Devonſhire z which, 
according to the moſt exact Account, conſum'd about

at the Eaſt End of the Town, and immediately ſpread it 
ſelf ſour and five different Ways. It burnt all the Hou- 
ſes and Back-houſes from the River Lowman, on both 
Sides the Street, to the End of the Fleſh-Shambles, and 
half Way up Barrington. A mall Quantity of Goods 
was ſav'd, which were thrown into Churches, Meeting- 
Houſes, and the Neighbouring Fields, in which many 
hundred Perſons lay for want of Beds. The Town, 
eſpecially the moſt valuable Part, was ruin'd, and the 
poor Inhabitants Miſery was not to be expreſs'd.
